Indianapolis, Ind., March 21.—({Special.J—, 


One of the worst Indianapolis labor riots 
in years occurred this evening on West and 
Washington streets while a party of: twenty 
non-union molders from Chandler & Tay- 
lor’s foundry and machine shops were being 
escorted home from work’ by policemen. 
There was a mob of 3,000 persons and a 
half hundred shots were fired. Asa result 
five people are known to be shot and a score 
were injured by fiying bullets and missiles

AGED COUPLE DRIVEN FROM HOME, 


Evicted Because They Are Unable to 
P Pay Their Rent. 

Because of his inability to work and earn 
enough money to pay his rent, Henry Rear- 
don and his aged wife were put out of their 
home, No. 331 Western avenue, and their 
few household effects were thrown into the 
mud. The goods were taken by the patrol 
wagon to the Warren Avenue Station, where 
they will be kept until they are needed. 

Mr. Reardon is 62 years old and has lived 
in this city most of his life. Until four 
months ago he worked on the streets, but 
rheumatism and asthma compelled him to 
quit. Since then he has been able to live 
upon the proceeds of the sale of furniture 
and jewelry. The two rooms he occupied in 
the basement cost $5 a month, and he feil 
behind three months in the rent. 

Last Thursday while Policeman Morris 
Jepson was passing the place he saw smoke 
issuing from the rooms, and rushed in, 
thinking the place was on fire. The flue had 
been filled with, rags, it is alleged, by Rich- 
ard Elliott, the landlord, who occupied the 
adjoining rooms. Reardon was found lying 
on the floor almost suffocated by the smoke. 

Mr. and Mrs. Reardon are now at the home 
of John Brennan, No. 1179 Harrison street. 
The Aid Society, they say, refused to assist 
them.

THREATENED VENEZUELA TROUBLE. 


Clearance Refused a British Schooner, 
Though no Cause Is Assigned. 
{SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Bridgetown, Barbadoes, March 21.—[Copy- 
righted, 1896, by the Press Publishing com- 
pany, New York World.j—An iron mine in 
Venezuela, on the southern bank of the 
Corosimo River, one of thé affluents of the 
Orinoco, is owned by a London syndicate. 
In the interests of the owners George Turn- 
bull of Boston visited this island, chartered 
the British schooner New Day of St. Johns, 
N. F.; Capt. Baxter, and sailed from this 
port Dec. 20 for Venezuela with eighty 
laborers and a miscellaneous cargo. 

Capt. Baxter arrived here from Venezuela 
via Trinidad on one of the Royal Mail liners. 
He reports that the vessel finished dischare- 
ing its cargo at Imataca Jan. 17. Mr. Turn- 
bull, who had gone to Ciudad Bolivar witha 
customs officer to clear the vessel, returned 
on Jan. ‘19,. saying the clearance had been 
obtained, but afterward recalled. 

Four armed Venezuelan soldiers came 
from Bolivar with Mr. Turnbull to inspect 
the goods landed and the manifest of the 
New Day. The examination was declared 
satisfactory, but the officers -directed Capt. 
Baxter to go to Bolivar to clear the vessel, 
which was done, the New Day arriving there 
Jan. 28. Capt. Baxter requested to be 
cleared on the following day, but was re- 
fused, the custom-house collector stating 
that he had orders to seize the New Day, 
which, however, he would not do, but would 
await instruction from Caracas. 

Meantime Capt. Baxter entered his pro- 
test before the acting British Consul. Capt. 
Baxter and his crew were taken before a 
court. No charge was made or fault found 
with his papers or actions, yet clearance 
of the vessel continued to be withheld. On 
the advice of the Acting Consul Capt. Baxter 
then took passage for Barbadoes via Trini- 
did. He reported to the Governor, a tele- 
gram was immediately sent to the imperial 
authorities in London, and Capt. Baxter 
was directed to return to Ciudad, Bolivar, 
and await the action of the British Govern- 


| SAY THEY SLAPPED BOYS. 


SCHOOLTEACHERS ARRAIGNED ON 
SERIOUS CHARGES. 


Ethel Austin and Clara Tyler of the 
Arnold School Are Before a Board 
of Education Committee for the Al- 
leged I1l-Treatment of Two Pupils— 
The Story Is the Young Women 
Struck the Youngsters—Investiga- 
tion Is Postponed Until Tomorrow. 

Corporal punishment of young pupils is 
the offense for which two women teachers of 
the Board of Education were arraigned be- 
fore a special committee in the board rooms 
yesterday afternoon. They were teachers in 
the lower grades in the Arnold School, Bur- 
ling and Center streets, and their names are 
Ethel Austin and Clara Tyler. The specific 
transgression named was slapping two boys 
in the face one day during the week. Rules 
were adopted prohibiting this, it is said, 
twenty vears ago, 

The alleged action of the teachers 
was brought to the attention of the First 
District committee, consisting of J. W. Er- 
rant, Louis Kohtz, and Wallace Kirk. Noth- 
ing was definitély decided at the meeting 
yesterday and an adjournment was taken 
until Monday, when the question will be 


probed further. 


Besides the members of the committee 
there were present yesterday Supt. Lane, 
Assistant Superintendent Kirk, Elmer J. 
Clarkson, principal of the Arnold School: the

At the drug store and grocery at the cor- 
ner of West and Washington streets, where 
the riot occurred, reports were made of a 
dozen people with slight flesh wounds from 
bullets, but all were hurried away from the 
scene before the police arrived and there is 
no way to learn their names. 

In addition to these a score or more of riot- 
ers, including a number of women, are re- 
ported to have, been hit with bricks, and 
some may be seriously hurt, but they have 
been hidden. The wounded people all claim 
to have been passers-by who got mixed up 
in the crowd. 

William Watson, one of the injured, at the 
dispensary, says fully fifty shots were fired 
in all. The union men were all armed, and 
Samuel Jollic, it is said, fired the first 
shot, shooting four times at the ground, as 
he says, to frighten off the crowd. This 
precipitated a general fusillage. A large 
number of the strikers and sympathizers 
wer armed, and had been waiting only for 
an excuse to open fire. 


Police Arrest Non-Union Men. 


The police tonight arrested 8S. E. Jollic, 
John Hartlall, J. B. Purdue, Joseph Blanch- 
field, and William Perkins, all non-union 
workmen, and charged them with shooting 
with intentto kill. John Shaw, Marshal of 
Haughville, was also arrested for being in 
the crowd, though he claims to have capt- 


‘ured Purdue, who is charged with shooting 


Davis Walker. The cause of the riot is a 
strike of the molders of over a year’s stand- 
ing. Numerous riots have occurred during 
the year and a dozen or more non-union men 
og been pounded into insensibility in that 
time. 

‘The strikers have kept a committee on 
guard at the works ever since the strike and 
the imported workmen have been subjected 
to almost daily attacks while going and 
coming from work. For months the police 
have afforded an escort each night, the men 
being taken from the plant on West Wash- 
ington street a half mile to Illinois and 
Washington streets, where they take the 
cars for home. All that part of the town is 
in sympathy with the strikers, and tonight 
the hoodlums gathered around Officers 


Slate and Leppert, escorting a squad of 


twenty: molders, and began assaulting them 
with snow balls and chunks of dirt. 
Women and children were in the crowd, 


‘which numbered perhaps 300 at first. At 


West street a man advanced from the crowd 


_ to within a few feet of the non-union men 
and was about to hurl a stone when Samuel 
Jollic drew his revolver and stood him off. 


Police and Rioters Mix Up. 


Instantly a score or more revolvers were 
flashed from the crowd. The workers and 
poliée also drew their weapons and pointed 
at the crowd. A man darted behind a corner 
and threw a stone at Jollic, who dodged it 


and fired. His companions started up the 
 gtreet in a panic, shooting on the way.

MILLION BURNS IN COPPER WORKS 


Smelting Department Destroyed at 
. Natrona, Pa. 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 21.—A disastrous 
fire tonight in the smelting department of 
the copper works of the Pennsylvania Salt 
Manufacturing company at Natrona caused 
a loss estimated at $1,000,000. The buildings 
destroyed covered nearly four acres of 
ground: The output of the plant was about 
10,000 ounces of silver and 3,000,000 pounds 
of copper a month. The fire started by the 
blowing out of a furnace, the hot metal ig- 
niting some waste near the mouth. The 
flames spread rapidly and in a short time 
the furnace and buildings were a mass of 
flames. It,was a miracle that the upper 
part of the town and lower works were 
saved. 

As it was, the costly machinery and me- 
chanical appliances were destroyed. Six- 
teen furnaces and fifty tanks are ruined. 
The buildings are gutted and will have to 
be rebuilt. A number of loaded freight cats 
standing on a siding adjoining the works 
were consumed. 

The insurance on the plant cannot be 
learned tonight, but it is believed will cover 
the loss. The insurance was mostly placed 
in Philadelphia companies. 

The Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing 
company is controlled by Eastern capitalists 


and is one of the most substantial corpora- | 


tions in Pennsylvania. The main office is in 
Vhiladelphia. 


MASSACHUSETTS MAKES FINE TRIAL. 


New Battleship Reaches a Speed of 
Fifteen Knots an Hour. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 21.—The big 
battleship Massachusetts has had its pre- 
liminary, or builder’s trial, and acquitted 
itself nobly, making a speed of fifteen and 
six-tenths knots an hour. If the Massachu- 
setts does as well as this on its official, or 
government trial, and Edwin 8. Cramp 
thinks # will do even better, it will win a 
premium of $50,000 for its builders. Its con- 
tract calls for fifteen knots an hour. 

The trial took place yesterday morning, 
fifteen ,miles off the New Jersey coast, be- 
tween Five Fathom Bank and the Fenwicks 
Island shoals, a distance of eleven miles. 

The huge fighter made a round-trip be- 
tween these two points, and its speed did not 
vary a knot in the run either way. The en- 
gines averaged 128 revolutions to the min- 
ute and the vessel drew about twenty-four 
feet of water. | 

Mr. Cramp said the steamship behaved ad- 
mirably, despite the bad condition of the 
rough weather, rolling but very little. 

The Cramp company will notify the. gov- 
ernment at once of the Massachusett’s suc- 
cessful trial. It will be ready for its official 
trial in about a month.

SHOT FOR PREVENTING A ROBBERY. 
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Jobn Donogolta Nay Die as the Result 
of His Wounds. 

For interfering with the work of robbers 
last night John Donogola was shot and per- 
haps fatally wounded by one of the band. 

Donogola lives at No, 2817 Short street, 
and while walking with his brother William 
near the Short street crossing of the Chicago 
and Alton railway tracks he saw a gang of 
footpads holding up a stranger. The brothers 
interfered and forced the men to desist, arm 
an hour later, when John was met by the 
same men, he was set upon and the shot was 
fired which may end his life. 

The police are looking for William, alias 
Mosby, McDonald, who, the wounded man 
says, was the apne who shot him. He says 
he has known him and is able to swear to his 
identity. The police also say they know Mc- 
Donald and that he has a bad reputation.

When the wounded man fell his assailants 
ran away. Later he was picked up and car- 
ried to his home. Two bullet wounds were 
found on his body, one just above the heart, 
and the other in the abdomen. His brother 
called in two physicians, who declared there 
was little hope for his recovery. lie was 
then removed to Mercy Hospital. 

Donogola is married and is 32 years old.

Was a Slave, Served Gen. Lafayette, 
and Fought Under Sherman. 

Lancaster, O., March 21.—[Special.]—** Un- 
cle Jimmy ”’ Hooper, who was born in slay- 
ery in 1806, is dead. From his birth to the 
emancipation of the slaves Hooper was 
owned by John Kerr of Augusta, Ga. He 
delighted in his distinction at the age of 18 
as the special servant of Gen. Lafayette 
when the French officer was a guest of Mr. 
Kerr in 1824. Hooper was brought to Lan- 
caster in 1862 by Gen. Sherman's family. 
He enlisted and served under Sherman. He 
was wounded in battle, and for the last few 
years has lived on his pension,

Miss Johnson entered the reception-room at 
Hull House from her daily round-up of the 
alleys of the Nineteenth War As the title 
of Garbage Inspector is not attractive it may 
be interesting to know how a real woman 
inspector looks. -M{iss Johns6n is young and 
prepossessing, with all the attractive cult- 
ure of an university-bred girl. She is a grad- 
uate of the University of Wisconsin, having 
come from a country home near that capital. 
Later she was identified with a settlement 
at Pittsburg and came to this city one year 
ago expressly to be deputy garbage inspec- 
tor. | | | 
Miss Johnson entered the room with the 
air of a society girl who had spent the after- 
noon at a social function. She was stylishly 
gowned in a trim tailor-made suit, and, in 
fact, was personally a good model for the 
spring girl of ’96. 


Little Sentiment in It. 


Though Miss Johnson enjoys her work 
there is little sentiment in it. The life of a 
garbage inspector means six days of faithful 
work. So this fair inspector starts out on 
her odoriferous rounds—in a buggy and alone 
—at precisely 6 o’clock in the morning. She . 
goes from pojnt to point where the garbage 
is | being carted off, gives needed directions, 
and at 10 o’clock reports to Supt. Rhode at 
the City Hall. The round of the alleys i# 
continued until late in the afternoon, when 
the teamsters start for their last trip to the, 
dumps,-then some time is spent in serving 
notices on delinquent property-holderg 
whose garbage-box is not a thing of beauty, 

As to Miss Johnson's modus operandi, there | 
are several admirable schemes she has.in- 
troduced into her work to make it effective, 
First of all there is the system of reporta 
made each day to Supt. Rhode. This is the 
plan: The ward is divided into sixteen dis- 
tricts and faithfully cleaned three times a 
week. The first cleaning is designated on 
a map of the ward in blue ink, the second in 
red, and the last in green. Each day the- 
work done is thus marked out and sent to 
headquart®rs. In this way the inspector 
knows exactly the condition of every alley 
in her ward from day to day. . | 

Other records not required by the authori- 
ties are made by Miss Johnson. She has a 
list of ¢ards giving the exact data regard 
an offense. This inciudes the location, dat 
of offense, the date of notice of offense, 
whether the resident is owner or tenant, 
the result of the investigation. In many 
cases it is necessary to bring sult agains 
the offender, with a resulting punishmen 
by a fine. 

With a Woman's attention to details Miag 
Johnson also keeps a record of the contrac- 
tors’ teams, including the number of w i 
used each day and the number of cubic y 
of garbage removed.

Ordinances Ignored. 

‘Miss Johnson has a special grudge against 
the piling of manure in the alleys. She main- 
tains the present ordinance provides it shall 
not be placed in the alley, and would have 
this law enforced or one made specifying a 
uniform size of box and the number of times 
it should be emptied each week. :

GETTING FACTS FOR SUPT. RHODE. 


Civic Federation Making Another Gar- 
' Dbage Inspection. 
Agents of the Civic Federation are busy 
getting facts to show Supt. Rhode of the 
Street Cleaning Department Chicago streets 
and alleys are as dirty as represented. 
Exploring parties were again sent through 
the alleys of the Second and the Thirty-sec- 
ond Wards yesterday for tabulating accu- 
rate data on “ plague” spots. The Second 
Ward delegation of four had not been heard 
from at the hour of closing the federation 


office. . | 

Mrs. A. E. Paul, Chief Inspector of the 
Civic Federation, conducted the investiga- 
tion in the Thirty-second Ward. After 
painstaking research through the Hyde 
Park alleys she said she was prepared to 
stick to her assertion, “‘ Chicago was filthier 
than Constantinople.” 

Mrs. Paul's Report, 

. Mrs. Paul’s report was as follows: , 

There is not an unimproved alley in the 
Thirty-second Ward not piled up with ashes. 
In many of the improved alleys piles may 
be found about the boxes or along the alley 
line of vacant lots. Many residents say no 
ashes have been removed from their prem- 
ises this winter, and the appearance of the 
atiewe confirm the complaint. I have made 
no complaint of these except for ashes large- 
ly mixed with garbage, and overflowing 
garbage boxes that show absolute negtect.

In one alley’a resident of twenty-five 
years in the ward said: * Lately the scav- 
enger comes once in two weeks and takes a 
little garbage out of each box, but no ashes.”’ 
He also says “they had not come at all 
through the winter.” Another said ‘* The 

seavenger has not come ofiener than once 

' @ month all winter, and I have been obliged 
to empty ashes in a pile in the alley to make 
reom in the box for garbage.”’ 

Now the contractors refuse to take up 

ashes when they are not in the box. At 
another dirty place the residents say no 
wagon has been there all winter. The ap- 
pearance of the alley justifies the complaint. 
A woman told me -the alley at the side of 
her house, which is filled with ashes, gar- 
bage, and rubbish, had not been cleaned 
since the cold weather began. Another alley 
is almost impassable and the residents say 
two weeks ago a wagon came and took 
a little off the top, and none else has been 
taken this winter. This is garbage and 
ashes mixed. The excuse that refuse is 
frozen is absolutely false.

DIRT AS A DISEASE BREEDER. 


Plan of Dr. Reasner for a Crusade in 
| the Twenty-second Ward. 

Dr. Marie FE. Reasner, No. 614 North Clark 
Streets, intends to begin a practical cam- 
paign against dirty streets and alleys in the 
Twenty-second Ward by taking her micro- 
scope and showing the women of the ward 
some of the bacteria which thrive and multi- 
ply in the dirt and garbage in those surface 
sewers commonly called alleys. Dr. Reas-

thev ought to do themselves, to keep their 
back yards and alleys in a sanitary condi- 
tion, and what the city ought te do for them 


in general and the alleys in particular. Ac- 
cordingly, the subcommittee went to work. 
We decided meetings must be held in pri- 
vate parlors, to which should be invited at 
first only those who we felt sure would be 
willing to help in whatever measures might 
be decided upon to achieve the desired re- 
sult. We felt that six women who could 
be relied upon would be worth sixty who 
might be willing to come to mettings and 
yet unwillnig to do anything after they re- 
turned home. The results thus far have 
proved the wisdom of this plan. 

‘“ At our first meeting we had fifteen wom- 
en present. We discussed the condition of 
our own alleys, as far as we had any in- 
formation on that subject, and what we 
should do: how go about the work of hav- 
ing them cleaned. We also were talked to 
by Dr. Rachael Hickey Carr and made ito 
see the intimate connection between care- 
less alley keeping and ill-health and dis- 
ease; in a word, we were properly fright- 
ened at the risk we were taking so indifier- 
ently and even cheerfully. 

To Enlist the Women. 

“ At this meeting we pledged ourselves to 
look first at our own alleys and then at the 
alleys of our neighbors, and report all the 
bad conditions we-could at our next meeting; 
aiso, that we each would bring to our next 
meeting two more women, and more if pos- 
sible. It was, however, stated membership 
in this auxiliary would cost nothing; there 
were to be no dues, no secret chamber; on 
the contrary we courted the widest pub- 
licity, and no one was asked to pledge ner- 
self ito be present at every meeting, but to 
come whenever possible. It not only would 
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TWO UDOROUS SPOTS DISCOVERED BY FOURTH 
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will be more practical and more fruitful in 
good results than the simpler and more 
popular method of abusing the garbage con- 
tractor. When asked coneerning the details 
of her plan Dr. Reasner made the following 
statement: 

‘“‘T have really done nothing yet, and only 
spoke of the matter at the meeting of the 
Civie Federation, of which I am a member, 
on Thursday night. We have been careless 
in the Twenty-second Ward. The ward 
council has been inert, It has done nothing, 
so far’as I can discover, towards having 
the ward cleaned. The alleys are in bad con- 
dition, and with warm weather coming on 
it is time to do something. 

To Interest the Women. 

“T want to get the women of the ward 
together, as many as I can, and get them in- 
terested, They will soon interest the men. 
I doen't mean the women who ordinarily 
take an interest in such movements, but 


tradesmen along Clark street, who have 
never been stirred up on the question. I 
have taught a great deal, and always found 
you could talk generalities to boys about 


health, year in and year out, and while they 
wsuld know the rules all right, they would 
never think of following them. But show 
them, by analyzing a drop of blood, the re- 
sults of disobeying the laws of health, and 
they would be impressed. Servant girls 
who would never take any care to keep 
drains clean, no matter how often they were 
told, have taken a keener interest in clean- 
liness when shown under the microscope 
how germs of disedse flourish in decompos- 
ing dirt.. : 

‘* The women of the Twenty-second Ward 
will take an active interest in seeing that 
alleys are kept clean if such things are 
brought home to them. -They must see there 
is no USe in trying to clean the city if they 
don’t take pride in seeing that their particu- 
lar portions of it are kept clean. R 

Dirt Left in the Alleys. 

“In many alleys where the contractor 
empties the garbage boxes as much perhaps 
is left on'the ground to be scattered by the 
wind and spread germs of disease as it 
decays. No one sees that this stuff is swept 
up and put into the boxes, This ought to be 
Gone by the property-cowners, or it wiil not 
be done at all. Every one should take in- 
terest enough in the welfare and appearance 
of the city to avoid throwing loose papers 
into the streets or alleys and see that 
garbage it not scattered on the ground, to 
rot there and breed bacteria. If such a result 
could be reached in the alleys along Clark 
street to begin with it would be easier after- 
wards to do the same thing in other parts of 
the ward. 

** AIP who take an interest in this matter 
should join the ward council and work 
through that. If that cannot be done we 
will have to rely on individual efforts. We 
‘can’t expect people to do much themselves 
when they don’t know to whom to look to 
have things done. Many of the tradesmen 
along Clark street, men who have been 
here years, don’t even know what ward 
they live in. Just to see how that was I 
asked one of them as tliough I didn’t know 
myself. 

* * Why, let me see,’ he said, ‘1 don’t know 
—O, isn’t it the Twenty-third?’ 

Dumping Grounds. 

*“ Another thought it was the Twenty- 
fourth Ward,, They don’t know who their 
Aldermen are, don’t know what the city 
ordinances require them to do, and require 
their landlords to do, and they take little 
interest in keeping the alleys back of their 
stores clean. They use them as a dump- 
ing ground, This is the result. of eareless- 
ness. There may be an excuse for them 
in the discovery I made that not even the 
health authorities of Chicago know. whose 
duty it is to look after the basement and 
drains in the big office buildings down-town, 
for.instance, where so many thousands 
work. My olfactories are pretty good, and 


| in several buildings I have noticed the odor 


of sewer gas. In one where there was a 


| great deal of sickness the cause was traced 


to dirt and slime which was lyitg in the 
drains. Four barrels of the stuff was taken 
out, yet landlords take it as an insult if 
their attention is called to anything of that 
sort. 

‘**We need better laws, making regcula- 
tions for the provision of health, we need a 
better enforcement of them, but what we 


gj nedd most of all in Chicago is a healthy 


municipal pride among the citizens, to lead 
all to do their part towards keeping the city 
clean. It will never become clean any other 
way. As it is, some one is always. finding 
fault with the contractors and city officials, 
whether they are doing their best or not, 
and perhaps that discourages them from 
trying. People will sometimes put several 
barrels of garbage, which they have been 
keeping in their yards, into the alley, and 
make it look as though it hadn't been touched 
in weeks, when in reality a wagon might 
have been along a day or two before. 
' * Dr. MARIE E. REASNER.”’

This notice 
will contain the -rather startling informa- 
tion that $5 fine will be imposed upon those 
who use their neighbor's garbage box. This 

ractice of using the garbage box of another 
s astonishingly prevalent; many people of 
refinement and culture have no garbage 
boxes and the servants deposit the waste 
from the kitchen and house in or on the near- 
est convenient box—of course, not with the 
consent of the family, but it is the duty of 
the womer, of the household t informed 
of what their servants do and ther this 
infringement is practiced.

It was founded in 
the apartments of Mme. H. B. Blavatsky, at 
No. 46 Irving place, Sept. 7, 1875, with forty 
followers. Since then the creed has spread 
until at the present time it is said that there 
aire 400,000 theosophists in America. The ob- 
ject of the society, about which ordinary 
mortals have wondered, was stated to he 
“to obtain knowledge of the nature and at- 
tributes of the supreme power and of the 
higher spirits by the aid of physical proc 
esses.”’ ; 

When Mme, Blavatsky died, a few years 
ago, there was a question over which was 
the ‘“*parent’’ organization, and Annie 
Besant, on behalf of the London theoso- 
phists, became embroiled with the leaders 
of the society in this country. Henry §, 
Olcott, the first President of the American 
Society, and William Q. Judge upheld the 
theories of the thegsophists on this side of 
the Atlantic. The upshot of this difference 
was that at the national convention of the 
society in Boston last year the theosophists 
here declared themselves free and inde- 
pendent, and established the Theosophical 
Society in America. 

Both Mr. Olcott and Mr. Judge had made 
trips to the chief center of theosophical 
teachings on Adam's Peak, Ceylon, and had 
promulgated the doctrine in India, in Europe, 
and in this country. 


Tilton EB. Doolittle. 

New Haven, Conn., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Tilton E. Doolittle, for twenty years Con- 
necticut’s State’s-Attorney, died suddenly 
of apoplexy at his home here this after- 
noon. Mr. Doolittle was widely known as 
the laavyer who ‘prosecuted the Jennie 
Wwamer case, the Chip Smith, the Keefe, 
the Russi, Dr. Lee, the Dr: Whitten, and 
the Jake Smith murder cases and the cele- 
brated Welton will case.

CONGRESSMAN JOHNSON GIVES MR, 
WATSON ALTERNATIVES. 


Coming On from Washington to Meet His 
Rival for the Nomination in Joint De- 
bate and Make Him Take Back Stories 
About Him Which Mr. Watson Denies 
the Responsibility For=Difficalties .in 
the Sixth Indiana Districte Watson Pre- 


paring a Statement. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 21.—[Special.]— 
People acquainted.with the fearlessness of 
Congressman James K. Watson of Rushville 
and the impetuous disposition of Congress+ 
man Henry U. Johnson of Richmond, are 
trembling for the result of the meeting be- 
tween these two next Monday. Both now live 
in the Sixth District, and both are candi- 


dates for renomination. 

Congressman Johnson telegraphed last 
night from Washington that he would reach 
home tomorrow, and on Monday would run 
down Mr. Watson and make him retract cer- 
tain stories or make him swallow tifem. 
Johnson is a hot-headed man, giving full 
play to his pessions when angered, and 
there can be no mistake about his anger 
now. In his dispatch Johnson says: “I 
owe it to my honor to meet him face to face 
and brand the liar as he deserves.”” The 
charges Mr. Johnson says are drunkenness 
and brutality to his wife and family. 

Mr. Watson denies having circulated the 
stories, but Johnson says he does not believe 
him, and that either he started them or per- 
mitted his friends to do so. The Congres- 
sional nomination in the Sixth depends on 
Henry County, which votes April 16. Wat- 
son now has ninety-six votes and Johnson 
eighty-four in the district. Watson has been 
in the district some time working for his 
renomination, while Johnson has refused 
untilnow to come homeand participate in the 
fight. Johnson says: “I will confront him 
and we shall see who is the coward and 
drunkard.” It is believed that Watson's 
friends have formed a combination in Henry 
County with ‘another candidate, which, if 
carried out, would possiBly secure the county 
for Watson. The knowledge of this is be- 
lieved to be what stirred up Mr. Johnson. 

Johnson has been in-‘Congress several terms 
and Watson is the man who defeated 
‘* Watchdog ” Holman in the old rock-ribbed

SHIP IS A SKYSCRAPER. 


FEATURE OF THE KAISER’S FAD IS 
A MONSTER CENTER TOWER. 


This Contains Innumerable Windows 
for Guns and the Whole Is Interest- 
ing if Practicable—Being Built at 
Kiel Under the Emperor’s Own Or- 
ders—Ingratitude Shown to Count 
Von Zeppelin in the Rejection of His 
Aerial Warship—Foreign News.

The entire construction hinges upon sup- 
porting and Steadying the middle tower, 
SO as to forestall topheaviness. This new ex- 
periment of the Kaiser in naval construction 
is interesting, if practicable. 

Enormous sums are spent on the Kaiser’s 
hobbies, but by imperial order the Nava! 
Board has refused to lend its aid to the pro- 
motion of several newfangled aerial war- 
Ships, claiming that none promises satis- 
factory results. 

Among these contrivances is the cigar- 
Shaped airship of Count von Zeppelin, 
W hich, in the judgment of some of the most 
eminent meteorologists of Germany, is pro- 
pounced one of the great scientific achieve- 
ments of the age. 


Airship Thought a Success by Experts. 
It will be remembered that a few weeks ago 


the Count’s announcement that he had per- 
fected his invention, and that experts had 


Pronounced it a success, created deep in- 


terest in military circles. 

A description of the aerial craft was pub- 
lished far and wide. It was stated that it 
could be steered upward and downward, 
backward and forward, to the right and to 
the left; that it could be kept afloat for 
weeks. The buoyancy of the ship could be 
easily obtained, it could rise 20,000 feet with- 
out difficulty, and it could be dropped lightly 
by a few simple manipulations. 

There is much unfavorable comment here 
on the peremptory action of the Naval 
Board, as all who have studied the Zeppelin 
contrivance believe it will respond to all 
that is claimed for it. The Kaiser's attitude 
Seems inexplicable, as he usually chaper- 
ons every new naval and military invention. 
This one, if practicable, would prove of in- 
calculabie value in coast defense. Marine 
vessels would be helpless with steerable air 
ships above them. able to drop explosives on 
their decks, and towns and forts would be at 
their mercy. 


Nation Shows Ingratitude. 

Public censure of the action of the naval 
authorities is doubly justified in the case, 
as the Fatherland owes a debt of gratitude 
to Count von Zeppelin toward which the 
grunting of a half million marks for the 
construction of his ship would be but a frac- 
tional payment. 

History credits Count von Zeppelin with 
having contributed much toward the suc- 
cess of the German army in 1871. With a 
few comrades he undertook a reconnoiter- 
Alsatian strongholds. He 
was the only one of the party who escaped. 
The others were either killed or taken pris- 
oners. He managed to place important infor- 
mation in the hands of Gen. von Moltke. 
Count von Zeppelin has spent all his life and 
energies in seeking to solve the problem of 
aerial navigation. His enormous estates 
have been spent the construction and 
trials of airships. 

During all these years he took but few into 
his confidence. Among these were the great 
Stuttgart scientist, Prof. Foerster, and the 
late Dr. von Heimholtz. These friends had 
implicit confidence in the work ot the in- 
ventor. 

It seems that,Count von Zeppelin antici- 
pated the Naval Board’s refusal. Undis- 
mayed by their opposition he opened nego- 
tiations with the Spanish Government, 
which has promised to foster his enterprise 
provided he could procure a loan for the gov- 
ernment for the purpose. 

Armed with a-letter from the Queen Re- 
gent the Count {s now in Vienna, and hopes 
to procure the loan from Emperor Franz 
Josef himself.

Rights of Riparian Owners on Streams 
and on Lakes. 

Oshkosh, Wis., March 21.—[{Special.]—- 
Judge Burnell,in the Circuit Court today, an- 
nounced a decision that is of great interest 
to bunters and hunting clubs. The case was 
entitled Nepeenauk Gun chub vs. Arthur 
Wilson etal. The defendants were arrested 
for trespassing on Mud Lake, in Green Lake 
County, adjoining which fhe gun club has 
a hunting preserve. The alleged trespasses 
were committed during 1893 and 1894. The 
Judge dismissed the casé, the plaintiff to pay 
the costs. He holds plaintiff had no title to 
the lake, as it belongs to the General Gov- 
ernment, and therefore no action for tres- 
pass could stand. In his opinion he said: 

“A riparian owner upon a stream owns 
the land to the middle of such stream. If he 
owns the land on both sides of the stream 
then he owns it under the stream.

SPAIN’S COSTLY WAR IN CUBA, 


-—_—_-_———- SO 


Has Spent 850,000,000 in a Year and 
Has 100,000 Soldiers in the Island. 


New York Sun: Mr. Beldesano, the Con- 
sul-General of Spain, today received the fol- 
lowing information, published in La Epoca, 
Madrid. It is a summary of the number of 
men sent to Cuba, the expenses and mor- 
tality for the first year of the Cuban re- 
bellion. When the rebellion began in Cuba, 
in February, 1895; Spain had 13,000 men in 
the island. Nine expeditions have been sent 
to Cuba, They consisted of: Generals, 33; 
520; Majors, Captains, and other 
officers, 4,623; sergeants, 3,257; corporals and 
en 109,562; grand total, 117,795 of all 
ranks.

1805, to Jan. 31, 1896, was: Generals, 3:

NO TIME TO DECIDE YET. 


VENEZUELAN COMMISSION WORKING 
WITH DELIBERATION. 


Last Batch of Official Documents Present- 
ing the Case of the South American 
Republic Are in This Country—Oficial 
Denial of the Rumor That a Decision 
of Some Kind Has Been Reached — 
Original Records of the Question Will 
Be Dug Into, 

Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special, ]— 
Word was received by the Venezuelan Com- 
mission this afternoon through Minister An- 
drade that the last batch of official correspond- 
ence concerning the boundary question had 
arrived in New York and would be submitted 
to the commission on Monday. 

There are thirty-two copies of original MSS, 
records and sixty maps and charts gathered to 
sustain the contention of Venezuela. In addf- 
tion there are references to almost twice as 
many additional charts which may be readily 
obtained. 

This is the concluding portion of the Vene- 
zuelan side of the case, and with the British 
blue book and some documents obtained 
through Sir Julian Pauncefote will conclude 
the matter submitted by the two parties 
in interest. In addition to this the commis- 
sion proposes to continue its work of research 
independent of both Great Britain and Vene- 
zuela,and for this purpose the archives of 
Holland and Spain will be thoroughly ran. 
sacked under the direct auspices of the Amer- 
ican commission itself. The fact that the last 
batch of evidence submitted by Venezuela 
only arrived today completely disposed of the 
silly stories which have been circulated 
that the commission had arrived at a practical 
decision on this subject. As a matter of 
fact the commission has not yet concluded the 
work of parceling out the different branches 
of the inquiry, and no single member of the 
commission assumesto have informed him- 
self on the subject except in the vaguest possi-

Efforts of Civic Federation Committee 3 
to Settle Strike Fruitless—Hours of Gee 
Discussion End in Adjournment fe } 
Without Action — President Baker 
and Miss Jane Addams Make Pointed

After nearly four hours of fruitless dis. 
cussion yesterday with representatives of ie 
the Manufacturers’ Association the Civie 
Federation committee, appointed by Presi- 
dent Baker to urge arbitration between the 
striking garment workers and their em- 
ployers, gave up the attempt and adjourned, 

Instead of accomplishing anything like 
peace and good will, the discussion was 
productive of sharp words and caustic re- 
Plies. The manufacturers were obdurate, 
They reiterated the statement that they 
would never arbitrate, and said further- 
more they would never recognize the strik- 
ers’ union. 

Some of them went so far as to say they 
were in the fight to stay, and would fight it 
cut on the ground now occupied if it cost 
every dollar invested in the business.

“It fs the recognition of the union the . 
workmen want more than anything else,” - 
said one of the officials. ‘‘ The fact is the 
manufacturers will not deal with the’men 
as a union. The men are willing to give up 
the idea of limiting the amount of work for 
each man. A few years ago the union was 
organized, and after a successful series of 
eighteen minor strikes wages have been 
raised nearly 50 per cent and the union pros- 
pered. , 

“Then the manufacturers organized to 
fight the organization and chose their own - 
time to make the fight. It is a lockout more 
than a strike, The workmen have offered 
to arbitrate, and even signified a willingness 
to concede certain points. The manufactur- 
ers refuse both arbitration and recognition 
of the union. As long as theg stick to this 
i there is little prospect of settle- 
ment.” 

When asked the result of the meeting M. J. _ 
Carroll said: ‘** The whole thing is purpose-

cavil at it or show any illegality.’’ In proof 
of this the promoter says he expects Inspector 
Stuart, who labored hardest for his convic- 
tion, will now subscribe for a few of his 
bonds. 

After Coin and Vindication, 

His mission in this new venture, Mr. Mac- 
Donald declares, is two-fold: 

' 1. Getting rich by short, easy stages, 

2. Proving that the United States was 
wrong in declaring him a swindler. 

As for the prespect of reaping a harvest of 
several hundred thousand dollars in the near 
future, Mr. MacDonald is sanguine. ‘The 
dreams of Cortez and Pizarro, the fabled 
wealth of the Peruvian Incas, and the cities 
of Cibola—even the financial juggles of Alad- 
din’s lamp—are not exaggerations in com- 
parison with what the President of the Dia- 
mond Investment company proposes to do. 

By MacDonald’s system the company pro- 
poses to take in money right and left and re- 
taining $1 in every $5, distribute the residue 
at once, “ to enrich subscribers.’”’

SHE IS HERE TO TEST THE FEELING 
IN .THE ARMY. 


Ballington Will Arrive Next Week 
and Will Address a Meeting in Cen- 
tral Music Hall—His Sister Is Not 
Inclined to Discuss the Affair Be- 
tween Her Father and Brother, but 
She Hopes It Will Be. Settled at Some 
Time Not Far Distant. 


Chicago Salvation Army members are in 
the throes of deep excitement. They are 
awaiting anxiously the developments which 
the coming two weeks will bring forth. 

Commander Eva Booth, accompanied by 
Commissioner John Carlton, arrived in the 
city late yesterday afternoon, her mission 
being to thoroughly examine the situation 
here and stem, if possible, the tide which has 
been setting in so strongly toward Balling- 
ton Booth. She will remain until Monday 
night, when she will return to New York, 
and upon the arrival of Booth Tucker and 
wife will leave for England. 

Next week, on Saturday, probably, Ba!- 
lington Booth will arrive here and will labor 
to give impetus to the movement which he 
has inaugurated. He will hold one meeting, 


dicted by his followers here that his elo- 
quence, personal magnetism, and the affec- 
tion which is felt for him generally in army 
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circles will bring to his call hundreds who 
are now wavering betweeg what they con- 
sider their duty toward the army and the 
affection and sympathy they bear for him 
in his controversy with his father, Gen. 
Booth. 

Upon thé result of these two visits hinges 
in-a large degree the future of the Salvation 
Army here, whether it will continue loyal to 
the old-established officers or whether it will 
give its adherence to the American com- 
mander and join his army of ‘‘ volunteers.”’ 

‘** We are Waiting to hear both sides,” said 
one of the officers of the army yesterday, 
‘“‘and after that we shall decide what to do.”’ 

Eva Booth Arrives. 

Eva Booth was expected to reach the city 
at 2 o’clock, but it was nearly 5 when her 
train pulled into the depot. She was met 
by Brigadier Fielding, Maj. Marton, and 
Staft Captains Winslow and Brown and es- 
corted to the Ashland Hotel, which she will 
make her quarters While in the city. She 
professed great weariness after her long 
ride and was somewhat reluctant to talk, 
but finally consented to what she _ said 
‘must be a short interview.’’ She is fre- 
quentiy referred to as a small woman, but 
she is not. Her figure is rather slender, but 
she is considerably taller than the average 
woman. The prominent characteristics of 
the Booth physicgnomy are apparent in her 
features, and she impressed one as being 
possessed of much force of character. She 
has a large nose, rather strong mouth, and 
expressive dark eyes, whose expression at 
times readily proclaims the religious zealot. 
When asked the object of her mission here 
she quickly replied: ‘“*‘ The salvation of 
souls.” 

At first she was reluctant to admit it had 
anything to do with the dissension in army 
circles here, but finally said it was partially 
for the purpose of looking the situation over 
and finding out just what it was. She said, 
however, she had not been in the least ap- 
prehensive that the members of the army 
here would renounce their allegiance to her 
father and go with Ballington. She thought 
possibly there might have been some little 
danger of this at one time, but she consid- 
ered it had passed, and had no fears con- 
cerning their continued loyalty now. 

‘It is the same everywhere,’’ she said. 
‘IT am constantly receiving telegrams and 
letters from all parts of the country ex- 
pressive of the deepest loyalty to the army, 
and the cases of disaffection are so few that 
you can count them on your fingers.”’ 

When asked about Adjutant Blockhurst, 
who recently resigned from the army and 
joined Ballington Booth, she replied she un- 
derstood it.had been his purpose for some 
time to leave the army and go into the min- 
istry, but in any event she did not consider 
his disaffection of much moment. 

‘What were the real causes of Balling- 
ton Booth’s resignation?” she was asked. 
Reticent on the Subject. 

‘After a moment’s hesitation she replied: 
**T do not like to talk aboutthat. Itisallso 
very sad and unfortunate that I have not the 
heart to discuss it. It has broken my father’s 
heart and has grieved us all beyond meas- 
ure.”’ 

‘*Tt has been hinted there were causes be- 
hind it which have not been made public,”’ 
she was asked. ‘*‘ Do you wish to say any- 
thing as to that?’ 

‘*1 do not wish to discuss the subject,” she 
said, with evidences of considerable feeling. 
‘‘It is very painful to meas Well asthe other 
members of the family.’”’ 

‘*Do you think there will be a reconcilia- 
tion between Baliington and your father?’”’ 

‘*T hope so with all my heart,’’ she replied, 
‘‘and I know my father will leave no stone 
unturned to bring it about. 
disaffection has grieved him beyond meas- 
jt was a great and unexpected blow to 
him.”’ 

‘‘ Was he not aware of the trouble that was 
brewing ?”’ 

‘*No,”’ she replied, ‘‘ at least to the extent 
that a resignation was probable. That was 
a complete and entire surprise. I think pos- 
sibly he may have known Ballington wished 
to remain in this country, but there was no 
just reason why he should exempt his son 
from one of the unvarying rules of the army. 
Tro have done so would have subjected him 
to the criticism of favoritism toward one of 
his children, and the result would have been 
detrimental to the discipline of the army.” 

‘Did you endeavor to have Ballington 
withdraw his resignation?” 

‘“O, ves. I labored with him for days. I 
argued with him, I pleaded with him to re- 
consider it. I told him how we all loved 
him and appreciated the splendid work 


which he had done, and begged him not to | 


pursue a course which threatened to undo 
much of the good work which we had all 
been laboring so long to build up. I showed 
him the order of change did not concern him

DEFENSE OF THE JOINT TRAFFIC 
ASSOCIATION AGAINST ATTACK. 


Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Railway Files Its Answer Which 
Will Be the Basis of Other Answers 
to Be Made by the Thirty-two Rail- 
road Companies Defendants—Claim 
Is Made That the Association Is Not 
Amenable to Inter-State Law. 


New York, March 21.—Through its solici- 
tor, George C. Green of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railway company, one 
of the thirty-two railroad companies de- 
fendants in the case against the Joint Traf- 
fic Association, today filed its answer with 
the Clerk of the United States Circuit Court 
of this district. : 

The answer recites that the Joint Traffic 
Association is not incorporated, is not a 
common carrier, and is not engaged in the 
transportation of freight and passengers, 
wor in trade. It admits all of the defendant 
@ompanies are common carriers, either sep- 
@rately or in connection with one another, 
but denies that any of them have been 
etherwice engaged in inter-State commerce. 
Zt is also denied in the answer that the Joint 
Traffic Association agreement, entered into 
in November, 1895, is in any way unlawful, 
or that it is intended to restrict honest com- 
petition or to esfablish rates of fare or 
freight. The joint traffic agreement, it is 
alleged, does not surrender the control of 
traffic to the Board of Managers, al- 
though the association is advised and be- 
lieves it has the legal right so to do. 

It is the purpose of the association to pre- 
vent illegitimate competition and the pay- 
ment of rebates and commissions, which are 
ruinous to Jegitimate railway traffic. It is 
denied that the Board of Managers is em- 
powered to divide traffic among the roads, 
only in so far as may be fairly and legally 
done. The fixing of rates by the Board of 
Managers is contemplated only so far as to 
give connecting rvads their pro rata share. 

It is a further purpose of the association, 
Says the answer, to prevent discrimination 
and favoritism among shippers and to se- 
cure such action among the carriers as is 
necessary to maintain legitimate freight 
rates. 

In conclusion the answer declares the rail- 

companies parties to the agreement 
are not, nor is the Join Traffic Association, 
subject to the provisions of the act of Con- 
@ress entitled “An act to protect trade and 
commerce as against unlawful restraints 
and monopolies,’’ approved July 2, 1890. 

This act, it is held, does not relate to the 
business of common carriers, but solely to 
so-called trusts, industrial combinations. 
and, attempted monopolies, undertaken by 
persons or corporations engaged in trade as 
- ace taga miners, or dealers in prod- 

The complainant, it is claimed, is not en- 
titled to maintain its suit upon mere general 
allegations and without specifying what par- 
ticular statute the joint traffic agreement 

olates. ? 

The answer of the Lake Shore and Mich- 
igan Southern railroad company is said to 
be identical, in substance at least, fo the 
answers of the thirty-one other defendant 
companies, yet to be filed. 

Argument on the motion for an injunction 
to restrain the defendant railroads from 
operating under their agreement will be 
heard next week.

SUBSIDY FOR THE PACIFIC MAIL. 


‘Reorganisation of Transcontinental

New York, March -21.—The traffic man- 
‘agers of the transcontinental railroads have 
been meeting at the Windsor Hotel for three 
days, and it is expected they will complete 
arrangements for the reorganization of the 
Transcontinental Traffic Association today.

NO LIFE IN WALL STREET 


BROKERS HAVE THE BLUES AND RAIL 
AT CONGRESS, . 


There Is Much Indignation at the By-Play 
of Politics and the Absolute Refusal of 
Legislation Calculated to Help the Busi- 
ness Interests of the Country—Some of 
the Trust Stocks Are Being Manipu- 
lated, and Are Due for a Tumble—Cur- 
ative Influences Are Operating. 


New York, March 21.—[Special.]—There 
is still small sign of anything like life in Wall 
street. The waiting policy is the policy of all 
the men of consequence. In a few quarters 
there is a show of effort by manipulators to 
keep quotations going, but that sort of thing 


tempts oo followers. 

Commission offices are empty. Brokers are 
all crying hard times. Congress comes in for 
wholesale condemnation. The do-nothing 
record in Washington—doing nothing for 
business interests—awakens every wide-awake 
business-man to indignation, and there are 
few who are hopeful enough to count on any 
close-coming change for the better in this 


matter. 
Political conventions and factional maneu- 


vering are about all that can be certainly de- 
pended upon in the way of public events for 
some months to come, including in that cate- 
gory the wars which Congress and Mr. Cleve- 
land may be pleased, off and on, to declare 
over night. Such performances are all nat- 
ural enough, of course, as political functions, 
but they are not at any time functions whic 
much help business or give business-men en- 
thusiasm. Under such circumstances it is 
not strange that the stock market lags and 
that the professional contingent 18 wary. 
All Activity Is Spasmodic. 

The bear crowd has been active. They 
have been persuaded that if they could give 
certain stocks a vigorous -— prices 
would be ready to godown. What activity 
we have had in the market, though spasmodic 
and far from concentrated, has been traceable 
to this raiding campaigy, in which, however, 
there has been at no time any result to en- 
courage the raiders. 

Outside of the small plays made by the pro- 
fessionals not a thing of interest has appeared 
in any trading whatever. Outsiders are alto- 
gether lacking. Wall street ata standstill is 
the present situation. * 

In sugar trust, tobacco trust, and one or two 
other such stocks pools unfortunate enough to 
be loaded up are able to command some in- 
side support, and there are risky gains in 
progress there. It’ is the belief of a certain 
contingent of speculators that they can 
squeeze trust figures up considerably by 
making use of bunko programe put into opera- 
tion by the trusts themselves. 7, game is 
dangerous for the insiders. It is doubly so 
for everybody else. 

Smashing Process Is Predicted. 


Qne of these mornings, when everything has 
sunshine speckled over it, there will bea clap 
of old-fashioned financial thunder and to- 
bacco trust Wal street gamblers will go 
tumbling over one another in a rush to get 
out of the way of the smashing processes. | 
mention tobacco trust not to single it out; it 
is a type. It is a conspicuous center of 
bunko business just now, but it does not stand 
alone. 

If the tips which go round are worth heed- 
ing tobacco quotations will advance sharply 
next week, but profits reached for in that 
quarter are profits that are likely to have 
quick sequels. It will be much more the 
part of prudence to sell tobacco trust on any 
sharp advances that are given to it than it 
will be to buy in the hope of grabbing any 
part of that promised advance. The drop 
may be a little while delayed, but when it 
starts it will be a good deal more natural 
and much more lively than any pace that can 
be set in all this game of upward manipula- 
tions. 

General business improves, but Wall street 
refuses to recognize this fact. It is the fash- 
ion to be pretty blue in the Stock Exchange 
over the status of outside trade. The banks 
help this suspicion along. They are holding 
aloof from commercial paper. Only stiff 
notes and extra security can command dis- 
count accommodations. This is as much, 
however, a sequel, rather than a premonitory 
sign, that it cannot be long lasting. Lf it does 
last the effect must be soon shown in an epi- 
demic of trade failures. While Congress 
plays cheap politics the business world is 
acutely threatened, 

Export Business Is Improving, 

Curative influences are operating in many 
ways. Our export business improves. Au- 
thorities not talking for speculative effect 
are predicting we shall speedily be shipping 
much more abroad than at any time recently. 
Gross railroad earnings are better, and not 
gross earnings merely but net. Industrial 
operators are waiting on Congress. The iron 
trade is c mspicuously laggard. But we are 
likely to find ourselves betore long just where 
we were a year ago with output and stocks of 
iron on hand insufficient to meet the demands 
of ordinary trade. 

As it is with iron so it is with most of our 
staples. We are having an era of economy in 
every branch of American business life. it is 
an economy that is abnormal. It cannot be 
perpetual. Any change must be a change on 
the side of ‘betterment. The first sign of 
that change will be an ample sign of an old- 
time revival im Wall street, for Wall street is 
forever quickly responsive, That revival will 
find Wall street with its bargain counter 
crowded, H. ALLAWAY.

3 MANUAL TRAINING.

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Splendid Athictic Meet in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago Gymnasium Yester- 
day ‘%°*ternoon—Boys from Both 
Schoo)«' Do Excellent Work and 
English High Is Not Assured of Vic- 
tory Utnutil the Last Game—Winners 
in Kach Eivent and Points Scored. 

Victory perched on the crimson and blue 
banner in the dual indoor track meet be- 
tween English High and Chicago Manual 
Training Schools yesterday afternoon in the 
University of Chicago gymnasium. It was 
an unusually interesting meet and was hotly 
contested from start to finish. At no time 
was victory assured to the athletes from the 
English High School until the close of the 
last event, by which they added nine points 
to their score, winning every heat in the re- 
lay race. Sixty-two to 46 was the final score. 

Bent of Chicago Manual bore off the hon- 
ors so far as individual work was concerned. 
He took first place in the mile run, which 
was an exceedingly hard race, and then as- 

tonished all present by winning the half 
mile event also. The latter race was a pret- 
ty contest between Bent and Bergbon, and 

was won in the fast time of 2:17 2-5. 

Kelly and Stellman of English High made 
more points for their team than any four 
other men on either side. Kelly took first 
place in both the 35-yard dash and the stand- 
ing broad jump and second in the running 
broad. Stellman took first in the 35-yard 
hurdles and the shot-put and second in the 
running high jump. Bergbon of English 
High and Doud of Manual Training did good 
work for their respective teams, each win- 
ning one first and one second, Doud also 
gained. a good deal of ground.in the relay 
race. Fitch of English High took first in the 
running high jump and third in the shot-put. 
Shire of Manual Training took one first, one 
third, and one second. 

The half mile walk was won easily by 
Doud, but Kimball and Schroeder made a 
pretty contest for second place. They kept 
close together, alternating in the lead until 
the last lap, when Kimball let out a hitch 
and won by a good margin.

fied iiis CHANGES IN THE RULES. 


University of Chicago Tennis Associa- 
tion Will Admit High Schools. 

At a meeting of the committee appointed 
to revise the constitution of the University 
of Chicago Inter-Scholastic Tennis Associa- 
¢lation yesterday morning some important 
changes were made in the rules which gov- 
ern that body. The most important is the 
amendiment introduced by Mr. Ickis which 
makes the tennis clubs of all high schools 
and preparatory schools within a radius of 
10 milés of Chicagoeligible to membership 
in the association. The Secretary is already 
jn correspondence with a number of schools 
within this territory and a large increase in 
the membership is expected. 

A distinction was also made between the 

executive committee of the association and 
the association itself.

No One Can Foresee the End 
of Egyptian Campaign. 


POLICY ONLY IS CLEAR. 


England Puts an End to All 
- Talk of Evacuation. 


MANY DANGERS ARE AHEAD. 


To Conquer the Dervishes Will Not 
Prove an Easy Task. 


PROTESTS OF F RANCE ARE FUTILE 


' [SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, March 21.—The new Egyptian 
complications are mot a plague of darkness. 
The Ministers are not anxious to conceal 
their secret policies. Mr. Curzon seems to 
have® borrowed from Mr. Chamberlain the 
idea of a glass house exposed to public view. 
He answers questions without hesitation 
and even reads dispatches from Lord Cro- 
mer the contents of which Lord Salisbury 
declines to reveal. Whether the advance 
toward Dongola be a diversion in behalf of 
the Italian garrison at Kassala or a de- 
fensive measure against the descent of the 
dervishes upon Lower Egypt it has already 
served two purposes. It has silenced all 
talk on the continent about an immediate 
English withdrawal from Egypt and it has 
sounded public opinien respecting the re- 
conquest of the Soudan. 


Conjecture as to Ulterior Motives. 
While the ulterior purposes of the govern- 
gnent are not disclosed, it is assumed by the 
press of all shades of opinion that Lord 
Cromer, who was responsible for the evacu- 
ation of the Soudan, now perceives his mis- 
take, and desires to rectify it by a complete 
reversal of a policy which began with a mas- 
sacre and ended in the relapse of the Upper 
Nile countries into barbarism. The Minis- 
ters content themselves with discussing the 
facts in plain sight and leaving the future 
of the Soudan to take care of itself. They 
assert that the expedition is ordered to go 
only a third of the way to Dongola, and Justi- 
fy the display of force on the ground of the 
activity of the dervishes and the dangers 
of the Italian position; but every one knows 
that Wady Halfa is a more scientific frontier 
than Dongola, and that the advance of the 
Egyptian troops will be regarded by the 
dervishes as the first step toward Khartoum. 
Dongola is the richest province of the Up- 
per Nile. It is the granary from Which the 
dervishes draw their food supplies. They 
are not likely to abandon it without a hard 
fight, and the question is anxiously discussed 
in military circles whether the Egyptian 
troops, which were panic-stricken under 
Hicks Pasha and Baker Pasha, can now be 
trusted. The Soudanese in the Egyptian 
service are good soldiers, but the bulk of the 
expeditionary force willl be made up of 
troops naturally timorous and unsteady. 
Military critics unite in warning the govern- 
ment that the supporting column of British 
regulars must be a strong one. 


Use of the Reserve Funds. 


The employment of the smaller of the two 
reserve fundsof the Egyptian debt is already 
panctioned by a majority of the six powers 
forming the ** Caisse.”” France protests and 
Russia will probably join her. Unanimous 
consent would have been requisite if the 
money had been asked as a direct gift, buta 
majority can authorize the temporary use of 
a portion of the reserve. Money will be bor- 
rowed under guarantees of repayment with 
interest charges. Russia and France are 
powerless to prevent this temporary act of 
financial accommodation. Besides, even in 
Taristhere is a struggle between lust of divi- 
dends and love of resentment and jealousy. 
The bondholders there are satisfied with the 
results of the English financial administra- 


‘tion of Egypt, and are strongly disposed to 


second any proposal from London. In Ber- 
lin, Vienna, Rome, and St. Petersburg bank- 
ers are on the side of the English Govern- 
ment, and their influence is decisive when- 
ever diplomatic questions are raised. 

The French Government meanwhile has a 
score to settle with the Deputies. Although 
M. Berthelot probably did not mean to have 
his protest against the employment of the 
reserve fund taken literally he will have to 


* convince a hostile Chamber that he has done 


everything possible to uphold the dignity of 
the nation. The position of the Bourgeois 
Govérnment is insecure. Its downfall on a 
foreign question would enable the opponents

Causes Debate in the Commons,

involyed the reversal of the Soudan policy 
of the Gladstone government and could not 
pass without a challenge.

Government Measures Introduced. 

A series of government measures has been 
introduced, including the London water 
bill, which creates a new board for arranging 
a scheme to purchase the rights of the eight 
companies and thereby curtail the privi- 
leges of the County Council. The moder- 
ates in that body are not disposed to wel- 
come this measure, Another measure aims 
to reform the companies act and to regulate 
the operations of promoters, whose activity 


has startled the business world during the ° 


recent Kaffir excitement. It is not a strin- 
gent measure, but limits the scandal of 
going to allotment on a fraction of nominal 
capital and provides that all contracts shall 
be set forth in the prospectus. Dishonest 
promoters cf stock companies will be ham- 
pered by the amended law, but directors will 
not be held responsible to shareholders, and 
many loopholes for trickery will remain, 
especially for misrepresenting assets and 
capital. 

The education bill is promised before the 
Easter recess. It will be a smaller and 
weaker measure than has been anticipated. 
The Cabinet has been divided on the subject, 
and a compromise will hardly satisfy the 
friends of voluntary schools. 


Fantastic Debate of the Week. 
The most fantastic debate of the week has 
been drawn out by a private bill introduced 
in the interest of farmers. It aims to compel

In the London Playhouses.

The bill is not likely to emerge from the 
committee. Mr. Chamberlain is not pre- 
pared to meet protests from New Zealand 
and Australia if colonial joints and cutlets 
are labeled as inferior goods. The argu- 
ment based on morality, if extended to 
cigars, would prevent the sale of Brazilian, 
Indian, and Mexican goods as pure Havanas 
and ruin the tobacco trade. 

Lord Salisbury, who has never seemed to 
regard the caucus as the model institution 
of America or elsewhere, has paid homage 
to Capt. Middleton’s political ability in 
presenting him a check for £10,000 ($50,000), 
contributed by Unionist admirers. He 
would not consent to regard Capt. Middle- 
ton as a wire-puller, but referred to him 
with refined euphemism as a political or- 
ganizer. The Liberals meanwhile, not hav- 
ing checks to distribute, are preparing to 
settle or compromise their organization 
troubles at the Huddersfield conference. 
Probably Mr. Labouchere, Sir Charles 
Dilke, and Mr. Stanhope will stay away, and 
everything will be harmonious when Lord 
Rosebery has made a humorous speech. 


Venezuela Question Drags. 


Venezuela is now seldom mentioned in the 
English press, although the Morning Post 
has a belated article today. It is generally 
understood that the negotiations between 
Washington and London are going more 
smoothly, and that an adjustment of the 
frontier question is within sight. The Sou- 
dan operations, with the unknown extension 
of British responsibilities in Africa, make 
the restoration of good relations with the 
United States more urgent than before. 


Comment on the Bayard Case. 


The passage of the resolution of censure 
upon Ambassador Bayard by the House of 
Representatives is commented on unfavora- 
bly by the Standard and other journals. The 
matter is not understood by the English 
press, or his resignation would be taken for 
granted as a necessary act of self-respect. 
The offenses committed by the American 
Ambassador are unknown in the British 
diplomatic service, British Ministers never 
make addresses in foreign-countries con- 
demning the English free trade system and 
displaying a partisan spirit. The English 
public would be startled beyond measure if 
a British Ambassador should compromise 
the dignity of his office as Mr. Bayard has 
done. 

Blunders in the Waller Case. 


Ex-Consul Waller has been released at 
last from the prison at Nimes under his par- 
don from the French Government. The 
case has not been well managed by the 
American Government. He would have 
been released long ago if a firmer tone had 
been taken by the State Department. That 
is the general opinion of the American 
colony in Paris.

Her book calls 
out many admiring tributes to her beauty, 
womanly traits, and nobility of nature. 

Interest in the second concert of the Phil- 
harmonic Society in Queen’s Hall centered 
in Dr. Antonin Dvorak, who conducted the 
orchestra when his symphony in G and 
other works of his composition were per- 
formed. The program was too long, and his 
new work, a concerto in B minor, was 
played before a thin house and was not 
heard to advantage. His reception was 
most flattering and his symphony and five 
biblical songs scored for the occasion and 
sung by Miss Katherine Fiske are highly 
praised by the critics. One of them refers to 
Dr. Dvorak as next to Brahms, the first or- 
chestral writer of the day. 

The latest novelty in the concert halls is 
an exhibition of Roentgen shadow pictures 
with scientific explanations, This is indeed 
popular science. 

University Crews in Practice. 

The university crews are out twice daily 
for practice on the Thames. Oxford has the 
heavier crew by two stone in aggregate 
weight, and is training more steadily and 
carefully than Cambridge, but the chances 
for the light blue are considered better by 
experts. The crews are well matched and 
the choice between them is narrow. The 
scratch crew. of Thames men, which had 
been rowed down by the dark blues yester- 
day, met with a singular accident.

LONDON NEWSPAPERS’ STRANGE ER- 
. ROR IN THE WALLER CASE, 


All'Say He Was Released Only Friday 
from the French Prison, When the 
Fact Is He Went to London Feb. 21— 
France Looks on the Proposition to 
Buy His Concessions as Audacious— 
Insinuate Ballington Booth Is In- 
sane.

World.J—By some strange fatuity all the 
London newspapers say this morning that 
ex-Consul Waller was only released yester- 
day from the French prison at Nimes. The 
fact is he was released Feb. 21, and the next 
day he gave in Paris the full story of his 
experiences in prison, together with his 
plans for the future. 

On leaving Paris immediately after that 
interview Mr. Waller came to London, bit 
instead of returning immediately to the 
TInited States as he originally intended to 
do, he instructed Messrs. Lyons & Co., a 
firm of London solicitors, to open negotia- 
tions with the French Government for the 
sale of his concession in Madagascar, evi- 
dently hoping that the French Government 
may be induced to buy the concession to 
avoid a suit at law. I am informed thatthe 
French Government merely regards his prop- 
osition as audacious. 

Ambassador Bayard says he will make no 
statement in regard to the resolution of 
censure adopted by the House of Rep- 
resentatives at*°Washington. I may recall 
to readers of the World, however, that when 
he was informed of the report published in 
New York last month that he had authorized 
the President to announce his resignation in 
case the resolution should be adopted he 
wrote to the World correspondent in reply: 
“The statement is stuff.” 

Regard the “ Censure ” as Partisan, 

The New York correspondents of all the 
London newspapers cable that the resolution 
was adopted by an almost strictly partisan 
vote, and that it has no mandatory force. 


' Its adoption, therefore, will have little ef- 


fect upon Mr. Bayard’s official or social 
recognition here, and perhaps none upon his 
influence. 

Mr. Smalley says: “‘ Nobody supposes that 
the President will take any notice of the res- 
olution, nor is his (Mr. Bayard’s) resignation 
looked for.”’ 

Bramwell Booth did not sail today for New 
York, as had been stated it was his inten- 
tion todo. Nor has Gen. Booth any present 
purpose of going. 


Ugly Reports About Ballington Booth. 

At the Salvation Army headquarters today 
the World’s representative was told by the 
yeneral Secretary that they are anxiously 
awaiting the result of Booth-Tucker’s mis- 
sion. Being asked whether the chiefs of the 
army still have any real hope of a recon- 
ciliation with Ballingtun Booth the Secre- 
tary said: 

“O dear, yes. We are certain that the 
dispute will be arranged. In fact, there is 
a great deal of mystery about Ballington 
Booth’s action. His family and friends 
cannot understand it, as_hitherto he has 
been most affectionate and obedient to the 
behests of the General. We are beginning 
to think that he has been overworked and 
that, suffering from the effects of the strain, 
he, perhaps, has not been entirely account- 
able for his actions. We feel sure that on 
reflection he will return to the ranks of the 
army.’’ 

Much amused comment is excited here by 
the reports cabled from New York of the 
discussion between female members of the 
New York army on the question of a more 
tasteful costume, particularly a more stylish 
bonnet than that of the old army. The 
Secretary said: 

‘* Well, Gen. Booth won't say anything on 
that matter, but it is one of those incidents 
which have made us form the conclusion 
that Ballington is not quite himself, It is 
so unlike him as we know him.” 

‘‘Is not your simple costume one of the 
distinctive marks of the army to symbolize 
its unworldly character?’’ 

‘* Yes,”’ the Secretary answered, ‘“‘ thatis 
so, and if the cabled statement be true that 
a change in that respect has been resolved 
on by Ballington it is quite inexplicable to 
us.’”’ 

The World’s representative gathered from 
the Secretary’s manner that Ballington 
Booth’s defection is a very painful subject 
with the army chiefs. There was an evident 
determination to say nothing that could 
lessen the chance of reconciliation. 

Cecil Rhodes in Trouble. 

The London Times’ Lisbon correspondent 
confirmed on Friday my exclusive informa- 
tion of the previous Monday night concern- 
ing the precautions taken by the Portuguese 
Government at Beira, East Africa, in view 
of the discovery that the laborers on the 
_railway being constructed by the British 
South African company were being secretly 
armed by that company. Owing to that dis- 
covery, as I stated, the Portuguese authori- 
ties threaten to arrest Cecil Rhodes on his 
arrival at Beira unless they got satisfactory 
guarantees that no attack on Portuguese 
territory or interests was contemplated by 
the company. 

These guarantees were given by the Lon- 
don directors of the company through the 
British Foreign Office, and on arriving at 
Beira yesterday Cecil Rhodes went straight 
to the residence of the Portuguese Govern- 
or, where doubtless he gave his personal as- 
surances in support of those already offered 
to Portugal. 

The full meaning of this affair is not yet 
understood by the English press, as it prints 
without comment the cable report supplied 
by the British South Africa company from 
Beira, which merely says that Mr. Rhodes 
went to dine with the Portuguese Governor 
and left the same evening for Mashonaland. 

Libel Suit of Unusual Interest. 

An extraordinary libel case is being tried 
before Mr. Justice Hawkins. The defend- 
ants are Dr. William and Mrs. Playfair. 
The former is the most famous and fashion- 
able obstetrician in London. He married a 
sister of the millionaire Sir James Kitson, 
Bart, of Gledhow Hall, Yorkshire. The 
plaintiff is the wife of Arthur Kitson, who 
married the plaintiff in Australia, and she 
claims to have been entirely equal to him 
in social position. She separated from him 
in 1892, coming to England. Her brother- 
in-law, Sir James, evidently regarded her 
as not to blame in the separation, since he 
gave her an allowance of £500 ($2,500) a 
year. In January, 1894, she called in Dr. 
Playfair, and the revelations he seems to 
have made concerning her condition {nduced 
Sir James to revoke his allowance. 

Absorbing interest is felt in the case, since 


it involves the right of an attending physi-. 


cian to disclose any secret révealed in pro- 
fessional confidence to him, even if, as Dr. 
Playfair seems to claim, it is to protect his 
own family from association with an un- 
worthy relative. He made a statement to 
his wife about Mrs. Kitson, and she com- 
municated it to Si® James and other mem- 
bers of the family. 

For her part, Mrs. Kitson now absolutely 
denies Dr. Playfair’s statement refiecting 
upon her purity. She denied it in very pa- 
thetic letters to Dr. Playfair at the time, now 
produced in court. The leading counsel are 
engaged on both sides, and the case will be 
one of the most noted in the recent social 
history of London, to. say nothing of the 
grave professional issues involved.

_ BEROLINA, COLOSSAL STATUE TYPIFYING BERLIN. 
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A curious rivalry has sprung up between 
France and Germany in the domain of 
sculpture. No sooner does one of these na- 
tions erect and unveil a fine monument 
than the other follows suit with something 
still better, if possible. It is safe to say 
that during the last five years more im- 
portant public works of art have been com- 
pleted and inaugurated in these two coun- 
tries than in all America and the rest of 
Europe together. One striking thing in this 
connection is the character of these monu- 
ments. In France, with few exceptions, 
the dominant key is patriotism and grief 
over the misfortunes of France during the 
last war. This sorrow is tempered with 
strong hints in sculpture of what might 
be should the struggle ever be renewed. 

While this spirit to a certain extent ob- 
tains in the contemporaneous sculpture of 
Germany it partakes of a totally different 
nature. The people of this nation express 
their ideas with a certain amount of pon- 
derosity in their works of art which is char- 
acteristic of the German race. Solidity, dig- 
nity, and power rather than gracefulness, 
spirituality, and fire sway the mind of the 
German artist, whether wielding the paint- 
er’s brush or the sculptor’s chisel. This 
year, being the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the founding of the German Empire, has 
brought out an astonishing quantity of his- 
torical monuments, some of them compar- 
ing favorably with the best in the world. 

There has just been unveiled in Berlin 
a colossal monument which, strictly epeak- 
ing, does not velong to the *‘ war class,” as 
the others are styled. This statue is called 


Berolina, and is a representative one, typi- 
fying the City of Berlin. It is a truly mag- 
nificent work of art and modeled on a gi- 
gantic scale. The statue, without pedestal, 
stands about twenty-five feet high, but on 
account of its perfect proportions really ap- 
pears smaller. There are an elasticity and 
grace about this iigure that, when one con- 
siders its heroic size, is something remark- 
able. The sculptor, Prof. E. Hundreiser, has 
chosen for his model of Berolina the beauti- 
ful, perfect type of blonde German woman- 
hood. The face is lovely in its sweet, strong 
dignity, being without that look of supercili- 
ous haughtiness that one so often sees in 
statues of this kind. The throat and part 
of the shoulders are bare and show the su- 
perb fullness of vigorous youth. There is 
a touch of conscious power and defiance in 
the chain armor which covers the breast 
and hips of Berolina. This is the only thing 
ebout the statue that suggests a warlike 
spirit; in all other respects it is peace itself. 
With one of her beautiful arms outstretched 
toward the stranger Berolina bids him wel- 
come to her city. 

The statue stands on a high, pyramid- 
shaped, four-sided pedestal of a beautiful 
dark Swedish granite. The corners of this 
are embellished with various representa- 
tions of the civic government. The statue 
has been under work not less than seven 
years. It is not cast in bronze, but is mada 
from beaten copper coming from the world- 
renowned establishment of Fr. Peters. The 
monument stands on the Alexander square

London, March 21.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Times.]—At all events, Europe 
finally knows where it.is. After fifteen 
months of diplomatic chaos there isa certain 
relief in touching firm ground again and in 
having light enough to see where things 
are, even if the spectacle revealed is not 
what one desired. For the first time since 
the death of Alexander III. it is possible to 
speak of the international relations of the six 
great powers without all sorts of reserva- 
tions and doubts. Where such momentous 
interests are involved this in itself is a good 
deal. 

Briefly, Europe is where it was at the close 
of the late Czar’s life, only that England 
is considerably more committed to the triple 
alliance than it was then. There are once 
more two rival hostile camps, with France 
and Russia in one, and the rest in the other. 
Russia has strengthened itself by gathering 
into its train Turkey, Bulgaria, and Servia, 
but, on the other hand, this is offset by En- 
gland’s closer identification with the central 
allies and by its drawing Belgium under its 
wing, which does not sound much, but may 
prove of considerable importance during the 
year. This is the curious outcome of this 
long period of uncertainty, of underground 
plots and overtures to treachery, and of 
visible tendencies to break old ties and form 
new combinations. 


Is Unpleasant Sentimentally. 
Sentimentally it is rather unpleasant. From 
the ethical point of view one would rather 
see Germany and Russia yoked up together 
where they belong, at least so long as the 
Germans tolerate the autocracy that Will- 
fam imposes on them, and see France shake 
itself free from her abominable association 
with Oriental despotism and take its proper 
place again in the band of civilized, pro- 
gressive Western peoples. But practically 
the triple alliance is England’s best hold and 
it has it on reasonable terms and has found © 
some way to compel William to pull straight. 

Guaranty Taken for Granted. 


That some such guarantee is believed te — 
exist may, I understand, be taken for grant- 


ed. Both Austria and Italy have made bit- 


ter representations at Berlin fer the last 
fortnight, reproaching William with per- 
fidy in his Franco-Russian side alliances 
and with gross disregard for their interests 
in his silly estrangement with England. 
His answer was that only by these courses 
could he make the English comprehend that 
they must either jotn the triple alliance or 
be isolated, and squeezed on this line of 
reasoning he may salve his pride by argu- 
ing that his policy triumphed; but in effect 
his allies have said to him, ‘‘ Well, don’t do 
it any more.” And he was pushed forward 
to shake hands with England and agree to 
the terms of a new quadruple partnership. 
What these terms are we have yet to learn, 
but of the fact of the bargain there is no 
doubt. 
To Reconquer the Soudan. 

The first visible token of this new deal is 
England's decision to conquer at once the 
Soudan. It has taken a whole week to wring 
little by little from the reluctant ministry 
the confession of this design. It was not till 
last night its inspirer and author, Chamber- 
lain, deemed the moment opportune for a 
complete disclosure. England will continue 
to describe its stay in Egypt as temporary 
if its neighbors think it important that it 
should do so, but it is not coming out, ail the 
Same, and it is to cut its way in force through 
the Soudan and Equatorial Africa, building 
roads amd permanent British posts as ict 
progresses, until it comes out in the Nyanza 
country, and the map is all red from Alcx- 
andria to Uganda. Here Belgium will come 
in, though this was not said, and fhe Congo 
IF'ree State will once more cede that strip 
along the German East African frontier 
which Rosebery vainly tried to secure in 
1894, and which will give the British a cot- 
tiuous stretch of territory the whole lengtly 
of the Dark Continent. 

This is the game, and Chamberlain is 30 
proud of its conception that the time caine 
when he could no longer sit still and hear 
Curzon and Balfour twaddling about the 
danger of the Dervish invasion of Egypt 
and the importance of assisting the Italians 
in Kassala and similar paltry devices fom 
obscuring the truth. 


Many Official Lies. 

So many official lies were told about the 
project at the beginning of the week that 
the English only today began the task of 
deciding how they like this fine, bold ad- 
venture. Plenty of Tories were shaking 
their heads till yesterday, but Chamberlain 
put a lot of heart into them last night, andI 
shall not be surprised if next week they turm 
up all cock-a-whoop for overrunning Africa 
and painting everything scarlet. 

The argument that with such an enormous 
majority in the House they can afford to do 
something prodigious appeals to every hu- 
man instinct and will probably sway them 
for a time, but I gravely doubt if the enter- 
prise will be popular in the country, even if 18 
remairis uncomplicated by a foreign war. 

After all, England’s peculiar strength is 
on the sea, and Englishmen know it when 
they stop to think, and a policy which risks 
their empire in a land enterprise, locking up 
their best troops in the heart of a savage 
continent, is bound In time to be feared and 
hated by them. For the moment, however, 
the jingo craze may enjoy full swing. 


Chance of French Opposition. 
The chances of French opposition and even 
interference are not to be measured mere- 
ly by the French sentiment on the 


question. It is true that {t willbe hardfor 
the French at any time to Hstenquietlyte — 


such cynical treatment of England’s

BOOTH-TUCKERS SAIL FOR AMERICA 


Hope to Persunde Ballingcton Booth to 
; Rejoin the Army. . 

London, March 21.—There was a large 
gathering of members of, the Salvation Army 
et Waterloo railway station today to bid 
farewell to Mr. and Mrs. Booth-Tucker, who 
sail for New York from Southampton by 
the American line steamer St. Louis in order 
to assume command of the forces there. 
The crowd of Salvationists, however, was 
wholly composed ot officers. 

At 9 o’clock Mr. and Mrs. Booth-Tucker, 
with their two children, and Maj. Milan and 
Sister Felice of the Italian Salvation Army, 
who are accompanying the Booth-Tuckers 
to the United States, arrived at the railroad 
station and were warmly greeted by their 


fellow-workers. 
Commander Booth-Tucker, in an interview 


at the’station, said: 

* Our plan, primarily, is this: We hope 
to induce Ballington Booth to return to the 
Yyola and will make him most liberal offers. 
Failing this, we have a great belief in the 
efficacy of prayer and shall labor with him 
in a prayerful spirit. We have great hopes 
in his sister’s influence, as he is very fond of 
her, and this may prevail with him and in- 
duce him to come back to the General's side. 
Should he continue obdurate, I do not believe 
\t will greatly affect the army in America.” 


To Try a Sister's Entreatices. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker, who is a tall, attract- 
ive woman, with large gray eyes, and who 
speaks in a softly modulated voice, said: 

**] shall try to induce my brother and sis- 
ter to remain with the rest of the family, and 
1 have great hopes of being able to accom- 
plish this by persuasion and prayer.” — 

Mrs. Booth-Tucker was asked if she had 
any recent information which would tend 
to indicate that Ballington Booth was likely 
to reconsider his action, and she replied:

Gen. Booth’s Message. 


The General, in the course of an interview 
after the departure of the Booth-Tuckers 
for Southampton, remarked: 

** My message to America is a simple one— 
‘Peace and good will.’ ”’ 

When he was asked if he thought Balling- 
ton Booth. would return to the army the 
General replied: ‘“‘I am absolutely confi- 
dent that he will.”’ 

The General was then asked why he was so 
confident and he answered: 

**On account of my prayers.”’

‘** No,” replied the General, “‘my army is 
constantly increasing in power. America is 
a great country, but there are many be- 
nighted, wounded souls there whom we hope 
to save. I believe the efforts of my son and 
daughter will be crowned with success.

SURPLUS ROW IN BERLIN. 


CONFLICT OVER A PROJECT FOR 
PAYING NATIONAL DEBT. 


Motion Passes the Reichstag to Set 
Aside Half of the Surplus of the 
Coming Year and It Is Receiving 
Vigorous Opposition—Germany Dis- 
posed Not to Interfere in the Egyp- 
tian Muddle—Plians for the Visit of 
Emperor William to Italy. 


Berlin, March 21.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.]|—A conflict between 
the Bundesrath, Reichstag, Count von Posa- 
dowsky, Secretary of the Imperial Treasury, 
and Dr. Miquel, Prussian Minister of 
Finance, has arisen out of the motion of Dr. 
Lieber, the Clerical party leader, to set aside 
half of the imperial surplus for 1896-’97 in 
order to pay off that much of the national 
debt, which has risen from nothing in 1876 
to two milliards (2,000,000,000 of marks). 

Count Posadowsky formerly approved of 
the proposition, thinking the opportunity fa- 
vorable, as the imperial budget now shows a 
steady surplus of 26,000,000 marks.

Mr. Morley admits that he does not know 
what the policy of the government in Egypt 
is. He complains of it for not revealing it. 
But he attacks it all the same. He moves 
what he describes as the equivalent of a 
vote of censure. He makes aspeech, which, 
in the brief summary of it by cable, reads as 
if addressed rather to the electors of Mont- 
rose than to the House of Commons. He is 
always terrified by difficulties. He once ad- 
vocated surrender to the Irish home-rulers 
on the ground that Ireland was so difficult 
to govern. He now opposes an Egyptian 
policy, which he does not understand, on the 
ground that it will impose on Egypt the duty 
of governing one of the most difficult terri- 
tories on the face of the earth. 


For Egypt's Defense. 

The plain truth about the Egyptian ex- 
pedition is that it is an expedition to the de- 
fense of Egypt. The government had two 
questions to consider. First, is it desirable 
that Egypt should be defended? Secondly, 
how is it to be defended? To the first, but 
one answer is possible. A whole legion of 
John Morleys would be far too few to per- 
suade the British public that Egypt ought 
to be surrendered to the horde of savages 
now ready to descend on the Delta. The 
present government, we may be sure, never 
considered such a policy as that. The sec- 
ond question is for the military authorities. 
Lord Wolseley was summoned to a Cabinet 
council. The opinion of Gen. Kitchener, an 
officer of experience and ability, now com- 
manding the British forces in Egypt, was 
taken. Both agreed that the expedition 
must be taken. 

Experience in Egypt. 

Lord Wolseley knows more about Egypt 
and about the methods of conducting an ex- 
pedition up the Nile than any man living. 
He commanded that ill-fated column which 
went to the rescue of Gordon and failed to 
rescue him. American critics who do not 
like Lord Wolseley have always held him re- 
sponsible for that failure. He was not re- 
sponsible. Mr. Gladstone was responsible. 
Mr. Gladstone was then Prime Minister. He 
had refused his consent to an expedition 
while the military and physical conditions 
were favorable and success probable. When 
the conditions had ceased to be favorable 
and success had become more than doubitful 
he allowed Lord Wolseley to start, “‘I was 
on my knees to Gladstone for three months,” 
said Lord Wolseley. The Nile had almost 
ceased to be a practicable waterway. But 
Lord Wolseley pushed steadily up the river, 
fighting against nature and fighting against 
the Mahdists, and he would have rescued 
Gordon after all had not Sir Charles Wilson 
lingered three days at Metemneh without 
military cause or excuse. Those three days 
cost Gordon his life, Egypt the Soudan, and 
Gladstone the credit of saving from destruc- 
tion the hero leader who had saved him and 
his ministry, but whom he detested. Lord 
Wolseley’s conduct of that expedition won 
him the eulogies of the German staff, the 
most competent and least indulgent military 
critics in the world. He may be supposed, 
therefore, to know what he is about when 
he now says the true way to defend Egypt is 
to defend it on the frontiers. 


Effect on the Powers. 


That is the whole truth about this much- 
debated expedition so far as it concerns 
Egypt. Itis not, oris not yet, an expedition 
to reconquer the Soudan. It is not a pretext 
for tightening England’s hold on Egypt. 
None is needed. It is not primarily a means 
of relief for Italy at Kassola or in Abyssin- 
ia, though that will be one result of it, and 
because it is a result the relations of the six 
powers in Europe are already deeply affect- 
ed. It has already brought Germany closer 
to England, so much cleser that the English 
Radicals are wondering whether the triple 
alliance has not become a quadruple alliance. 
Germany is grateful at seeing Italy set on 
its feet again in Africa by the outstretched 
hand of England. Italy is grateful, and go 
is Austria. Russia takes it sulkily and 
sends messages and a decoration to the 
Abyssinia King. France for a single day 
was belligerent, or the French press was, 
which is not quite the same thing. But 
France has a Foreign Minister who is in no 
mind for picking a quarrel at this moment. 
It is suggested that M. Berthelot has dis- 
covered that the political friendship of Rus- 
sia is but a hollow thing, or is, at any rate, 
a selfish thing. He knows that while the

Commission Reaches No Conclusion. 

Many reports concerning the Venezuela 
business appear from day to day. With ref- 
erence to one of them one of the American 
Commissicn says: ‘* Thereis no truth what- 
ever in the statement that the commission 
has arrived at a conclusion or even an opin- 
ion unfavorable to Great Britain, or to the 
presentation of the British case in the blue 
book. We have but just begun our exam- 
ination of the book and have neither ex- 
pressed nor felt competent to express any 
opinion regarding it.’’ So that story, which, 
if credited’in England might have proved 
mischievous enough, is disposed of; other re- 
ports were put forth with equal confidence, 
especially one to the effect that an agree- 
ment had been reached between the two gov- 
ernments of the United States and Great 
Britain, and that the boundary dispute was 
at an end. There was no foundation for 
that either. It will come true some day or 
other, but is not true yet; negotiations are 
in a state where publicity is no longer 
thought desirable and neither government 
has of late given out any information for 
public use. 

It is not likely that the censure of Mr. 
the House of Representatives 
will have much effect on Mr. Bayard’s posi- 
tion in England. The partisan character 
of the attack on him, and its political ob- 
ject, are well understood there, and the 
character of the present House is under- 
stood. I have always thought and said that 
Mr. Bayard’s Edinburgh address ought never 
to have been delivered. It was a reflection 
upon a powerful party in America, and a 
diplomatic mistake. It did some harm, but 
not much. The vindictive persecution of 
him at home has done us far more harm 
abroad than Mr. Bayard ever did or could. 
It is important that an American Ambassa- 
dor to England should be thought to repre- 
sent not only his government, but his coun- 
try. If he is assailed and abused at home 
for a mere indiscretion his influence is di- 
minished. The House which has censured 
him will be thought in England to have 
discredited itself. Mr. Bayard will not be 
expected to resign, and the only effect of 
the censure will be to impair in some slight 
degree the authority of his position, and 
the character of that branch of the Legis- 
lature which censured him.

TO SUPPRESS INDECENT EVIDENCE. 


Bill with Important Legal Bearing Be- 
fore the House of Lords. 
London, March 21.—Much interest is mani- 
fested in legal and other circles at the bill 
introduced at the instance of the Lord Chan- 
cellor, Lord Halsbury, for the suppression 
of indecent evidence, This measure was 
read for the second: time in the House of 
Lords yesterday. By its provisions a Judge 
is empowered to order evidence, which he 
thinks would be prejudicial to public morals, 

not to be published. 

The Lord Chief Justice, Baron Russell of 
Killowen, is known to be opposed to the bill, 
and it is quoted that the master of the Rolls, 
Baron Esher, President of the divorce court, 
is.of the opinion that the law is already 
strong enough and that if the proposed 
measure becomes a law it will practically 
establish a censorship of the press. 

Lord Glenesk, proprietor of the Morning 
Post, contended that the tendency of the press 
was quite against the publication of such 
details and asserted that he had read more 
offensive things in recent novels than had 
ever been found in the newspapers. 

Although the bill has been read for the 
second time in the House of Lords it is 
doubtful if it will be adopted by the House 
of Commons, 


COMPLAIN OF ROBBERY OF BAGGAGE 


Travelers on the Continent Claim Of- 
ficials Are Implicated. 

London, March 21.—The newspapers are 
full of letters of complaint from travelers at 
the wholesale pilfering of baggage on the 
continent, and especially of trunks, etc., g0- 
ing to France and Italy. Railroad officers 
are evidently implicated in the thefts. The 
trunks, jewel cases, and dispatch boxes have 
been opened with false keys, the thieves evi- 
dently having ample time at their disposal 
to make a careful selection of valuables. 


AGREE TO REDUCE THE LUMBER CUT. 


Action Taken at Minneapolis Means 

Loss of Work foé 1,500 Men. 
Minneapolis, Minn., March 21.—[{Special.]}— 
It is reported on reliable authority that the 
lumbermen have come to a final decision

this year, which means that but 360,000,000

Dreibund’s Position on Egypt. 

The Abyssinian and Egyptian questions are 
the subject of a great deal of negotiation upon 
the part of the dreibund. Germany, in 
response to Italy’s representations, supports 
Great Britain, although the bitterness mani- 
fested by the former towards the latter 
country is not effaced. The German news- 
papers, however, generally support the Nile 
expedition. 

It became known today that France, 
through M. Herbette, the French Ambassador 
here, sounded Germany during the week as to 
whether the idea of a European conference to 
regulate the Egyptian affair would be accepta- 
ble. But Marschall von Bieberstein, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, replied that the 
evacuation of Egypt was considered a strictly 
British affair and must be settled between the 
interested parties. 

Emperor's Visit to Italy. 

It is generally believed that Emperor Will- 
iam’s visit to Italy is connected with the re- 
newal of the dreibund and the suggested mod- 
ifications thereof and that he may meet Em- 
peror Francis Joseph as well as King Hum- 
bert before he returns, In addition to the 
alteration of Italy’s position, Germany is de- 
sirous of greater liberty to enable her to place 
herself in accord with Russia in the Far East. 

The Emperor and Empress’have put off 
their departure for Italy until Monday, and 
his Majesty may now meet Emperor Francis 
Joseph at Vienna, instead of at Genoa, in com- 
pany with King Humbert, as at first proposed. 
it is understood that the plans of his 
Majesty may be still further changed unless 
the agitation in Italy, shown by the recent 
excited behavior of the Deputies, quiets down. 
Indeed, further demonstrations in the cham- 
ber may possibly indefinitely postpone the 
meeting of the Emperors and King Humbert. 

Kaiser Conducts a Band. 


Emperor William yesterday dined with the 
ofticers of the Cuirassiers of the Guard, and 
toward midnight began talking with a band- 
master about his local marches. Later his 
Majesty took the baton from the bandmas- 
ter’s hand and conducted ** Hohenfriedberber 
March,”’ by Frederick the Great. At its con- 
clusion the Emperor said: 

“It is grand like that. I will have it like 
that throughout my army.” 


Celebration by Socialists. 


Five thousand Socialists, Anarchists, and 
ultra-Radicals celebrated the Berlin revolu- 
tion of 1848 and the Pams Commune on 
Wednesday last. The graves of the so-called 
martyrs of 1848 were visited at Friedrichs- 
hain and thousands of decorated wreaths and 
scarlet ribbons—some of them bearing revo- 
lutionary mottoes—were seized by the police. 

The Vorwaerts, organ of the Socialists, is- 
sued a special number, which was unusually 
aggressive, and it was confiscated by the po- 
lice, who also seized a special edition issued 
upon the same occasion by the Anarchist or- 
gan, the Socialist. 

Reichstag Jubilee Banquet. 


The Reichstag jubilee banquet tonight is . 


almost wholly ignored by the leading German 
newspapers, owing to the fact that they have 
been snubbed and slighted by the responsible 
officials. Noone of the few editors and cor- 
respondents invited to attend have accepted 
the invitation, and the Berlin Press club has 
passed resolutions expressing its indignation 
at the mannerin which the press has been 
treated. 

Besides the present members of the Reichs- 
tag. 140 former members of that body, 1in- 
cluding 41 of the — members, will at- 
tend the banquet. ‘There will only be two 
toasis, **The Emperor” and ‘Prince Bis- 
marck,”’ 

Germans Against the Navy. 


The first popular collection towards an in- 
crease in the strength of the German navy 
was started by the All-Deutscher Verband on 
Sunday last and it has turned out to be a sig- 
nal failure, as it yielded but 7,717 marks 
throughout Germany, showing that the nation 
does not favor the scheme. 

Monument to Bismarck. 


The huge Bismarck monument, the cost of 
which was defrayed by public subscription, 
is being erected on the shore of Starnbeiger 
Lake, Bavaria.

There has been a large increase in the num- 
ber of cases of influenza and pneumonia in 
Berlin lately, and there have been fifty-three 
deaths from influenza during the last week. 


Throener in Trouble Again. 


The Menondite soldier, Throener, has again 
been arrested and sentenced for the third 
time for refusing to bear arms. He had just 
been released after serving his second term 
of a year in prison and had rejoined the Em- 
peror Alexander regiment. 


Mr. Uhl to Arrive at Bad Time. 


The new United States Ambassador to Ger- 
many, Mr. E. F. Uhl, will arrive here at an 
inconvenient time, as the Emperor will be 
absent until May, and Mr. Uhl thus cannot be 

resented to him. Consequently, until the 
Emperor’s return to Berlin, the United States 
Charge d’Affaires, Mr. J. B. Jackson, will 
continue to represent the United States in the 
eyes of the German Government. 


Attack on American Beef. 


The agrarian debate in the Prussian Diet on 
Wednesday last was. venomously directed 
against Americans, and one of the Conserva- 
tives inquired what steps the government in- 
tended to take in order to exclude American 
infected meat and cattle. Herr Mandel, an- 
other Conservative, declared that diseased cat-

FRANCE OUTWITTED BY ENGLAND. 


Protests Against Campaign in Egypt 
Are Unavailing. 

London, March 21.—France, it is generally 
believed here, is burning her fingers with the 
IKigyptian question. The French Govern- 
ment, it is asserted, expected the codépera- 
tion of Germany, but found she had been 
anticipated by Great Britain, as the Marquis 
of Salisbury assured himself that he had the 
Support of Emperor William in the matter, 
and the latter is said to have informed the 
Ktritish Premier that Great Britain could 
rely upon the support of Germany and Aus- 
tria if she aided Italy. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, it appears, also 
consulted with the Congo Free State au- 
thorities before announcing the govern- 
ment’s decision. France, consequently, 
fuund herself confronted with a plan fully 
prearranged, and, itis stated, she now shows 
a disposition to *“ climb down.” from the at- 
titude she assumed when the government 
issued its note on Wednesday last, saying 
that the proposed advance up the Nile wasa 
great surprise to the Government of France 
and would serve to embitter the anti-English 
feeling in that country at a time when a 
better understanding was promised, and add- 
ing that Great britain’s explanation that 
the advance is necessary in the interest of 
Kkgypt is viewed with skepticism in France. 
The wording of this note is now saddled on 
the Premier, M. Bourgeois, who, it is as- 
serted, issued it without consulting the rest 
of the Ministry. 

French Opposition Futile. 

The opposition in France to the use of the 
Egyptian reserve fund to defray the ex- 
penses of the expedition to Dongola does not 
avail, for, as the British Under Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Curzon, ex- 
plained in the House of Commons yesterday, 
there are two funds controlled by the Egyp- 
tian debt commission. One of these, the 
larger fund, is derived from a conversion of 
the Kigyptian debt, and it requires the unan- 
imous consent of the powers to authorize 
the expenditure of the whole or any part of 
it. But the second and smaller reserve fund, 
amounting to about $12,500,000, can be used 
with the consent of a majority of the com- 
mission, and Great Britain has a majority 
of the commission on its side, even if France 
and Russia refuse their consent, for the ap- 
proval of Germany, Austria, and Italy to the 
use of the reserve fund has already been 
obtained. 

Then, again, French newspapers argue 
that Egypt has no right to repel the Derv- 
ishes, taking the ground that if she does 
so they will be driven south, and may dis- 
turb the French, Belgian, and German pos- 
sessions in Central Africa. Such an argu- 
ment, naturally, does not carry much weight 
here, and the British newspapers retort 
that everybody must protect himseif. 

In spite of the bold front put upon mat- 
ters here, there is no denying that there 
is a feeling in Great Britain that the Nile ex- 
pedition is likely to turn out to be some- 
thing in the nature of disturbing a hornet’s 
nest, and the support of Italy, in case mat- 
ters assume a serious aspect, is prob- 
lematical. 

Forces Under Mahdi’s Command. 

A Russian traveler, Eliseiffe, who is thor- 
oughly familiar with the situation, esti- 
mates that the forces at the disposal of the 
Mahdi number about 300,000 men, of which 
40,000 are Baggars, all trained and disci- 
plined. The Mahdi is believed to have 100,- 
000 rifles, but, it is said, they are, as a rule, 
of an obsolete character, and that only 2v0,- 
000 Remingtons, which form part of his 
store of arms, are serviceable. So far as 
artillery is concerned, it is not believed that 
he has more than the guns captured upon the 
oceasion of the defeat of Hicks Pasha, but 
it 1s intimated that like King Menilek of 
Abyssinia the Mahdi has been secretly pur- 
chasing arms and ammunition for some time 
past, and it will be found that his troops are 
quite as well armed as those of the Negus, 
that the capture of the Soudan will not be 
accomplished without the expenditure of 
much blood and treasure, and that the end 
will not be attained without drawing large- 
ly upon the British-Indian troops, as well 
as upon the British troops now in England, 

In fact, the more the matter is looked into 
the more serious the outlook appears, and 
anything in the shape of a picnic or a walk- 
over need not be anticipated. 

The Mahdists, as is well known, can fight 
with terrible determination, skill, and feroc- 
ity, and they can endure hardships beneath 
which the best European troops would 
speedily succumb. The Mahdi’s chief leu- 
tenants are Cherif and Vadchelow. The 
Khalifa’s flag is black, Cherif’s is green, in- 
dicating that he is a direct descendant of 
the prophet Mahomet, and Vadchelow’s is 
red.

London, March 21.—Society has recently 
been much amused at the formation of the 
Anti-Dress League, of which Lady Algtrnon

other fashionable ladies, who owe much to 
their elaborate costumes, are the prime 
movers. The league allows only two dresses 
for each season, one for day wear and one 
for the evening in addition to the tea gown. 
But the members of the league are allowed 
an unlimited number of furs, jewels, bicycle 
costumes, etc. 

The Countess of Warwick will be more gen- 
erally remembered as the famous Lady 
Brooke, otherwise “‘ Babbling Brooke,” a 
great friend of the Prince of Wales, who h 
been credited with having divulged the 
secret which led to the famous | bacarrat 
scandal and the subsequent sensational trial 
in which the Prince of Wales was among the | 
witnesses.

“BOARD OF EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


ADOPTS A HIGH SCHOOL RULE. 


‘All Scholars Admitted Are to Be on 
Probation for the First Four 
Months — Then Those Unfitted for 
the Course Shall Be Remanded to 
Grammar Grade—Provision for Ex- 
aminations—Economy in Music and 
German—Order on Physical Caltare. 

The High School committee of the Board 
of Education sat for three hours yesterday 
afternoon, trying to find some way to run 
the high schools in 1897 on $400,000 instead 
of $465,000. The members adjourned con- 
siderably disheartened, but the session was 


‘pot entirely without results. 


Mr. Thornton introduced a resolution re- 
quiring all grammar school graduates who 
wished to enter a high schoool in September 
to stand an examination in the preceding 
July, immediately after the closing of the 
gchools on the entire grammar school curri- 
culum. All who did not receive a mark of 
$5 or more out of 100 on this examination 
were to be disqualified for entering a high 
pchoo! in September. 

Mr. Pettibone offered as a substitute a res- 
clution providing all pupiis entering high 
echools should be on probation for four 
months. The respective merits of these 
methods were debated for an hour. 

Compromise Effected. 

Then Mr. Thornton proposed and the com- 
Mittee unanimously adopted the following 
compromise: 

“ All pupils admitted to the high schools 
shall be considered as being on trial for the 
first four months, at the end of which time 
it shall be the duty of the principal to re- 

rt back to the Superintendent the names 
of those who, in his judgment, are not qual- 
ified to pursue the high school course, and 
it shail thereupon be the duty of the Super- 
intendent to remand such pupils to the 
schools from which they came, or to some 
grammar school. 

* Further, for the information of the High 


School committee and the board, an exami- 


nation shall be held during the first two 
weeks of the school year of all pupils who 
shall have entered the high school, such ex- 
amination to cover the work of the preced- 
ing grades, the examination papers to be 
marked by the high school teachers and 
properly tabulated.”’ 

The committee then addressed itself to 
effecting specific reductions in expenses, 
Supt. Lane assuring it the lowest sum for 
which the high schools could be carried 
on was $415,000 without cutting the salaries 
of the teachers. 


Saving in Music. 


The first branch of the work taken up was 
music, and Supervisor Katzenberger assured 
the committee by consolidating his classes 
he could dispense with two or three teachers 
and save $2,800. In like manner Supervisor 
Zimmerman showed how by consolidating 
his classes, by making his teachers give in- 
struction in French as well as German, and 
by compelling pupils who had received four 
years’ instruction in German in grammar 
schools to enter the second year instead of 
the first year in German in the high schools 
he could effect a saving of $4,000. 

The committee ordered the physical cult- 
ure instruction to be dispensed with. except 
in schools which are provided with gym- 
fiacsiums. 

The saving effected in these ways was a 
mere trifle compared with what was re- 
quired, but the members of the committee 
were tired out, and after passing a resolution 
the high school expenses could not be cut 
below $400,000, put on their hats and fled 
from the room without the formality of an 
adjournment. 

The German committe also met and dis- 
cussed the subject of retrenchment in con- 
nection with the teaching of German-.-in the 
grammar schools. Many methods were dis- 
cussed and abandoned, but Supervisor Zim- 
merman satisfied the committee he could 
dispense with thirty-five out of the 178 Ger- 
man teachers in the grammar schools by 
employing teachers who can teach both Ger- 
man and English. 


INSTITUTE FOR EDUCATION MEETS. 


Modern Method of Teaching Arithme- 
tic to Young Children lllustrated. 

The Chicago Institute of Education met 
yesterday morning in the hall of the Board 
of Education, which was crowded. 

The chief attraction was a practical illus- 
tration of the modern method of teaching 
arithmetic to young children. For this pur- 
pose Miss Mona Soelke of the Washington 
School gave a lesson to a first grade class 
and Miss Louise Alford of the McPherson 
School gave a lesson to a fourth grade class. 
The lessons were taught by means of blocks 
of wood and geometrical drawings on the 
blackboard. The exhibition was regarded 
by all present as a marked success.

E. er age of the McPherson School and 
Princi Cc. G,. Stowell of the Newberry 
School. Principal John H. Tear of the

ASK TO REPURCHASE THESR HOMES. 


Metropolitan Elevated Officials HRe- 
minded of Promise Made to Owners. 

When the Metropolitan Elevated road 
was being built over private property pur- 
chased or condemned by the company many 
of the houses and flats too good to be torn 
down were removed to vacant lots near by 
bought for that purpose by members of the 
company. The owners who sold the land 
were led to believe, it is said, that they 
would soon be offered the opportunity to 
repurchase their homes in other locations 
at a greatly reduced price. 

Robert Langdon, in a letter to THE TRIB- 
UNE, states that he was so informed and 
says he and many others who sold their 
buildings with this understanding would be 
pleased to have an opportunity to repurchase 
their removed dwellings ‘ before the loop 
boom sets in.’ Herman Benzie, who se- 
cured the right of way for the company, 
informs THE TRIBUNE, that nearly all these 
moved buildings have already been sold. 
The land on which they were placed was 
bought, not by the Metropolitan Elevated 
road company asa corporation, but by mem- 
bers of the company as individuals as in- 
vestments. All but thirty of the houses and 
flats have been sold and Mr. Benzie offers 
these to the former owners or any one else 
who may wish to buy them. 

Real estate men are deeply interested in 
the case before Judge Burke brought by 
Peter Fox against the Alley ‘‘L”’ for dam- 
age to his property abutting on the right of 
way.

with a ground rental of $900 a year. He 
sues for $75,000 damages, and a number of 
the prominent members of the Real Estate 
Board have been called upon to testify in the 
suit, which is made as a test case.

SAYS CHICAGO RELIC IS GENUINE. 


Charles F. Gunther Gives History of 
Appomattox “ Surrender Table.” 

The place of honor in the Libby Prison War 
Museum is occupied by an antique, marble- 
topped mahogany table labeled, “The Ap- 
pomattox Table.’’ 

Up to yesterday no one disputed it was 
the table at which Gen. Grant sat when he 
signed the articles of surrender. Then a 
telegram from Baltimore said Brig.-Gen. 
John Gibbon’s will, which was opened on 
Friday, bequeathed the “ surrender table ’’ 
to his son, John Gibbon Jr. 

Charles F. Gunther, owner of the Libby 
Prison collection, said the table in the mu- 
seum was bought by Gen. Edward O. C. Ord 
of Gen. Grant’s staff immediately after the 
surrender, and it was sold to Mr. Gunther 
by Mrs. Ord. He said it is the table used by 
Nast in his great historical painting. The 
genuineness of the relic is attested by an 
autograph letter from Gen, Grant to Mrs. 
Ord, under date of March 16, 1884. The let- 
ter is attached to the table. 

The only other table in the room at Ap- 
pomattox was presented by Gen. Sheridan 
to the widow of Gen. Custer. It is still in 
her possession, according to Mr. Gunther. 
Gen. Lee sat beside this smaller table while 
the terms of surrender were being drafted.

PLUM IN THE INSURANCE. 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS HAVE 
$1,000,000 WORTH TO AWARD. 


Broker's Commission Will Amount to 
$20,000 — President Healy Refuses 
to Admit He Believes Members of 
the Board Have Complicated Them- 
selves by Agreeing to Divide with 
Agents—Objects to All “Curbstone” 
Work—About Carrying No Policies. 

There is a hubbub in the County Building 
over the letting of the insurance on the 
building for the next five years. This will 
be done within a week or two. 

The county carries $1,000,000 of insurance, 
and the premiums for five years aggregate 
$100,000. The agent or broker who gets thé 
insurance will have 20 per cent commission, 
or $20,000. 

Plums like this are not to be picked up 
in the County Building every month in the 
year. Now it is said some of the Commis- 
sioners have managed to get themselves 
complicated in this matter, and an investi- 
gation may follow. It is said some of the 
insurance brokers, whose names could not 
be learned, were ready to divide commis- 
sions, if need be, so as to be able to write the 
policies in their companies. 

It is intimated one Commissioner has 
placed $140,000 of the insurance in his 
hands. 

Some of the Commissioners will oppose 
the writing of any insurance on the County 
Building, particularly if the bids,

President Healy would not deny he ha 
heard of the rumor of irregular conduct yes- 
terday, neither wouid he affirm it.

For my 
part, I am opposed to letting the contracts 
to fifteen or twenty firms, especially if those 
firms are represented by ‘ curbstone’ brok- 
ers, and I will fight it if a fight in this con- 
nection is necessary.

‘‘What about the rumor that you and 
other Commissioners will advocate letting 
the county property go uninsured, rather 
than submit to anything that savors of cor- 
ruption?” 

‘* Why, I should certainly prefer that to 
letting the contract to irresponsible bid- 
ders. Twenty thousand dollars is a good 
deal of money, and could be expended to 
good advantage elsewhere, but we will wait 
and see whether there is any corruption be- 
fore we talk of that.”’

Charles Lamb’s Queer Name. 
Charles Lamb was Known to his reading 
contemporaries as “ Ella.” Even to the 
present day many persons suppose “ Ella’s 
Essays’”’ were written by a person of that 


name. 
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Is my old gall. 
It is not high literary merit which has 


brought England to her knees; it issimply a 
faithful representation of the most pict- 
uresque bit of life left within her borders, 
the London coster. The coster has been 
compared to the Bowery boy, but he is not 
like the Bowery boy, because he is not like 
anything onearth, Heis like the Basques in 
that he cannot be matched, but he is like 
them in nothing else. He drives a donkey, 
always a donkey, and he speaks a language 
almost foreign. Moreover, he is the victim 
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of fashion, but not the fashion of the rest 
of the world. It is an unchanging fashion. 
His coat is studded with great pear! but- 
tons, his trousers are of the type pre- 
ferred by Mexicans and heroes of juvenile 
fiction, and are likewise covered with rows 
of buttons; his hat is an outrage to civili- 
zation; and he wears a bright kercthief 
round his neck. He sells numerous things 
upon the street, and he goes to all race meets 
which fall upon a public holiday. He is at- 
tended by females of his kind who look as 
though they had dressed in the dark, and he 
consumes unlimited “ refreshment.”’ Also, 
he sings songs, and wears ribbons, and 
cracks a whip, and makes a 32mo. edition 
donkey transport a two-horse load. 

This is the type that Albert Chevalier has 
brought to the stage. He has written thé 
songs, set them to music, and sings them 
himself. He has set staid old England crazy 
over the coster, and has come to America, is 
coming to Chicago, to repeat the act. In- 
cidentally and inconsequently he will tarry 
a time in New York and carry away with 
him some $25,000 of New York money. Five 
years ago he was an actor at £410 a week; 
now he is, with perhaps one exception, re- 
ceiving the greatest salary ever paid to any 
male performer in America; and, what is 
more remarkable, is losing money by it. At 
least, so it is said, for it is claimed that his 
actual earnings in England amounted to 
some $4,000 a week, while his American sal- 
ary is placed at $2,500. 


Whether his songs will have the same ef- 
fect on America that they have had on En- 
gland is a question. An unlimited supply 
of his imitators have already invaded the 
West and they have created no sensation. 
In fact, they might as well have staid away. 
The coster dialect is unknown out of its 
‘familiar haunts, and has for Americans 
none of the charm which correct representa- 
tion of a well-known illiterate speech always 
holds. Perhaps America will be disap- 
pointed in Chevalier, but there is no way 
of telling beforehand, for it would be unfair 
to judge him by his imitators. 


Mr. Chevalier has been a mimic artist ever 
since he was able to walk, or for nearly so 
long at least. He was born in 1862 at Not- 
ting Hill, of French and Welsh parentage, 
with a dash of Irish blood. He comes on 
beth sides from what is known as a “ relig- 
lous stock,”’ and was originally designed for 
the Roman Catholic priesthood. But his 
true vocation was not long in making itself 
known. At the age of 6 his stage career 
may be said to have begun, for he was known 
to the suburbs by his songs, recitations, and 
his imitations of music hall celebrities, At 
the age of 15 he made his first public ap- 
pearance as one of the schoolboys in “* Par- 
ents and Guardians,” produced by the Ban- 
crefts at the Prince of Wales Theater in 
London. His last engagement in drama was 
at Toole’s in Wyatt's “ Two Recruits,” Dur- 
ing the early part of his career he played 
under the name of “ Mr. Knight.” 


For years the music halls had tried to se- 


cure him, but it was only on finding himself - 


temporarily out of an engagement that he 
made up his mind to go on the variety stage, 
His first appearance at the Loniion Pavilion 
in February, 1891, was a triumph. From 
that time to this he has been, in his especial 
line, without a rival. His first conspicuous 
success was the “ Coster’s Serenade.” After 
this he made studies of numerous well- 
known characters, writing, composing, and 
presenting new songs from time to time with 
the same success that had attended his first 
efforts. His voice has but a narow compass, 
but it is sympathetic in quality and intensely 
human. He has a full capacity for bringing 
out the mirthful side of things, but it is upon 
his rendering of pathos that he relies the 
most. 

Mr. Chevalier does not confine himself ex- 
clusively to the coster, though it is in that 
line that he has made his name, He has

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N elephant skin is coming to Chicago. 

It will be here in a week or ten days 

at the latest. And it will be a gen- 

uine curiosity, for elephant skin isa 
decided rarity, which only comes on the 
market once or twice in a lifetime. The ba- 
bies who were little when the first elephant 
skin was tanned are grown men and women 
now, and there have been but two in Amer- 
ica since that time. One of these was 
exhibited at the World’s Fair, the other 
came to Chicago about a year ago. There 
are about five pieces of it left, and they are 
made up as pocketbooks and purses, mount- 
ed and finished in the best gold, for elephant 
skin is far too rare and precious to be treated 
with anything of less value. The tiniest 
coin purse costs $17, and the prices range 
all the way up to $85 or $100 for a really 
nice purse. 

All of the skin which is expected, and 
which will cost over $500, is already ordered 
made up, and much more could be disposed 
of if it were to be had. Elephant skin, ac- 
cording to the dealers, never gets into the 
regular channels of trade at all; it is bought 
up, whenever it is possible to buy it at all, 
by two large manufacturing companies, 
The Chicago firm which has captured the 
coming skin over the heads of the New York 
companies is rejoicing in its first attempt, 
it never having handled elephant skin -be- 
fore. And a large number of pocketbooks, 
all new and shining for Easter, together 
with a prayerbook—if the heavy hide can 
be made to serve this purpose—will come out 
of the huge skin. It is only a small hide, 
and will not last long. It is the scarcity of 
the skin which makes it so greatly in de- 
mand. Monkey skin has been sold for ele- 
phant skin several times since the advent 
of the first hide in Chicago, say the authori- 
ties, but none but the most casual observer 
is ever deceived; to the expert in leathers 
there is no resemblance whatever, and any 
one who has ever seen the two skins te- 
gether will riever mistake one for the other. 


Difficulty in Tanning. 

Elephant skin, although making a “ beautle 
ful skin ’’ to the eyes of the leather dealers, 
is not especially beautiful.to the untrained 
eye, being coarse in grain and rather heavy. 
The original skin, when first stripped from 
the animal, is several inches thick, and it 
takes three or more years in the tanneries 
and vats, together with special and costly 
treatment, to reduce it to a thickness which 
will admit of being made up. It is souked, 
pared, pared, soaked, and so on for months 
at a time; then it is treated in various ways 
to give it pliability and all the daintiness of 
texture possible, then hammered and dyed. 
It is capable of taking exquisite colors, one of 
the purses now in Chicago being of a wonder- 
fully lovely green shade, and the markings on 
the surface are unique if not positively 
beautiful. This, of course, makes it greatly 
admired, since anything new is always de- 
clared beautiful, and the woman who buys 
a pocketbook of elephant skin, or the Man 
who makes her an Easter gift of one, may 
have the satisfaction of knowing that its 
value will not decrease. In all- probability 
no more elephant skin.will be purchasable 
for years to come, and it may never be to be 
had again. 

The tanning of elephant skin can never 
become a regular branch of the industry on 
account of the long life of the elephant, the 
difficulty of procuring the skin, and the 
length of time necessary to prepare it for use. 
Many a man has taken a long journey mere- 
ly in the hope of procuring a good skin, to 
come back disappointed. Human skin, the 
skin of a cassowary or ostrich, the skin of 
a boa-constrictor, and the skin of the horned 
alligator, may all be procured year by year, 
if only the price offered is sufficiently large, 
but the skin of an elephant comes by chance. 
Then it takes no small sum to purchase it, 
and, since only the finest work is ever put 
upon it, the best workmen employed, and 
the most costly materials used in its mak- 
ing up and finishing, it is an expensive luxury 
hy the time it is in the shops. 

Only Four Skins. 

Nearly twenty years ago a New York firm 
tanned the skin of an elephant, more as an 
experiment than for any other reason, and 
the demand for it was so great that it 
has been‘ready ever since to snap up all 
other skins which might appear. During the 
World’s Fair another skin, procured with 
much trouble for the purpose, formed a part 
of the firm’s exhibit, and a year ago another 
New York firrg rejoiced in the possession of 
still another, this last making the fourth 
which has ever been shown or sold in the 
United States. 

All of the skins mentioned, with the excep- 
tion of the last, were prepared for the market 
abroad, but the Chicago skin, which will 
blossom out as Easter pocketbooks and 
purses, was tanned in New York. But it will 
be sold in Chicago, and it will cause many a 
heartburning, for the firm which has pro- 
cured it will be the envy of all its rivals, and 
ae 3 will not be nearly enough of it to go 
around.

erating against Richmond, the war had been 
a progress shree years. 
great battles had been fought between the 
two principal Virginia armies, in which 
alone the aggregate losses in killed and 
wounded were over 90,000, and half as many 
more had fallen in scores of lesser actions, 
all to no direct purpose; for, notwithstanding 
the fact that perhaps equal losses had been 
inflicted on the Confederates, the situation 
of the belligerents in Virginia remained sub- 
stantially the.same as when the first battle 
- of Bull Run occurred in 1861, The North had 
repelled two invasions, but on this front it 
had accomplished little else. Its soldiers in 
the Army of the Potomac had fought nobly, 
pouring out their blood like water, but an 
exasperating incapacity of leadership had 
rendered futile their bravest efforts and 
enormous sacrifices. Gen. Meade was the 
only léader who had manifested any effective 
ability in command, and Gettysburg was the 
one bright spot ona dark background of 
disaster and disappointed hopes, 
- Grant’s successes in the Mississippi Valley 
hed made him the most conspicuous military 
figure in the country, and it is no wonder 
that the impatient North turned toward him 
with confidence, and that the government in 
all its branches gave him an undivided, un- 
stinted support from start to finish, yielding 
to him without question the absolute direc- 
tion of military movements on all the thea- 
ters of operations.

stantly outgeneraling him, watchfully bid- 
ing his time, and from behind impregnable 


like pigeons almost at will, while losing very 
few’ himsetf. “Cheap: historians afterwards 
followed these lines. .Many ignorant people 
are still of that impression, especially those 
who have read only the earliér histories 
and have depended upon sensational news- 
paper accounts for their knowledge of the 
war, written before the contemporaneous of- 
ficial reports of both sides were accessible. 

Never was there a greater mistake. Lee 
had previously been lucky in his adversaries; 
now he had met one who understood his 
business: who like himself knew how to 
weigh relative chances; who knew when his 
army was licked and also when it wasn't; 
who knew how to spread an armiy out and 
fight it properly; and who did not lose his 
head when merely repulsed and rush away 
in retreat, under the impression that all was 
lost. No such series of rapid and able—even 
brilliant—maneuvers as those around Spott- 
sylvania were seen on any other battle- 
field of the war. They were-skillfully met; 
they had to be to save the Confederate army. 

{t is naturel that’this continuous fighting 
and these Heavy losses should have had the 
effect to somewhat impair the morale of the 
Union army; yet, seemingly, the troops 
charged the Confederate breastworks at Cold 
Harbor, with Richmond in sight, as bravely 
as they did those at Spottsylvania. Grant 
never abandoned the offensive from first to 
last, and was constantly feeling fpr the weak 
spots in his adversary’s armor. ~ 


Lee on the Offensive. 


Now for my parallel. The distinguished 
Confederate leader, Gen. R. E. Lee, was ap- 
pointed to the command of the army of 
Northern Virginia after the. battle of Fair 
Oaks, where his predecessor, Gen. Joseph 
E. Johnston, was wounded. For the purpose 
of loosening McClellan's hold on Richmond, 
Gen. Lee began a series of operations on 
the 2hth of June, 1862, known as the Seven 
Days’ battles, in which he succeeded in driyv- 
ing off the Wnion General, and relieving Rich- 
mond from the menace of immediate attack. 
In these battles the Confederates acted on 
the offensive, and were precipitated against 
the Union positions by their commander 
day after day with a persistent energy 
bordering on desperation. Their-losses were 
frightful. In the first battle on Beaver Dam 
Creek on the 26th of Juné some 18,000 Con- 
federates charged a strong line held by Mc- 
Call’s single division, and were repulsed with 
ease, with a loss of about 3,000 men killed 
and wounded. McCall's killed and wounded 
amounted to less than 400 all told. The bat- 
tle of Gaines’ Mills followed on the 27th, 
the Confederates attacking a strong line, 
and eventually winning a victory, but at 
great cost of bloodshed. (Lee, with 70,000 
men, attacked the right wing of McClellan’s 
army, commanded by Gen. Fitz John Por- 
ter, with about 30,000 men. McClellan re- 
mained an idle spectator for ten hours, while 
his right wing was being crushed, and then 
retreated westward by his left flank for pro- 
tection under the gunboats on James River 
instead of falling back behind his intrench- 
ment at York Harbor, where his base of 
supplies were.) Other batties followed, 
McClellan retreating to the James, where 
again the Confederates made desperate ef- 
forts to break the Union lines at Malvern 
Hill, but were signally repulsed, with a loss 
of not less than 6,000 killed and wounded, 
the Union army suffering not halfas much. | 

After this series of bloody battles, in which 
Lee lost 19,730 men killed and wounded to 
McClellan's 16,796, Lee marched toward the 
Rappahannock, attacking Pope at Cedar 
Mountain, again at Bull Run and Chantilly, 
and finally pressing the Union army back 
into the fortifications about Washington. 
He then invaded Maryland, but was attacked 
at South Mountain on the 14th of September, 
and again at Antietam on the 17th, where, 
acting on the defensive, he was enabled to 
inflict heavy losses on McClellan, but was 
also badly shattered. himself, and forced to 
retire across the Potomac. Shortly after he 
fell back behind the Rappahannock, through 
sheer exhaustion, to recuperate and rest 
his army, which had been incessantly toil- 
ing and fighting with splendid valor since 
the 26th of June.

The congo, made 
popular by the Prince of Wales, is simply 
an oak sapling colored to taste, which, when 
growing in the forest, is pricked or bruised 
with a blunt instrument and left for a time, 
the growth attempting to heal the marks and 
so producing the curious pricks on the inner 
wood. The cane dealer may not acknowl- 
edge this, but it is an undeniable fact. The 
wood is the Austrian or medlar oak. The 
stick was produced by chance. A French- 
man happening across a sapling accidental- 
ly wounded set it aside for a cane. After 
receiving several offers of money for the 
stick he began wounding the saplings in 
large numbers, keeping the secret to him- 
self for two years, until he had enough to 
offer them in wholesale lots to a manufactur- 
er. Then the congo cane became the style. 

Some cane sticks have natural handles; 
some ebony ones, tipped with gold; and oth- 
ers the golf drivers of Ceylon horn, on one 
side of which are pieces of plain silver to 
resemble the piece of horn on the driver, 
and on the other side the pieces of lead 
which weight the drivers are imitated with 
pieces of chased silver.

Those who happened to be looking 
at the sky saw that at the instant of the ex- 
plosion there was a vivid glare of blinding 
light that for the moment outshone the sun, 
and then there instantly appeared at the 
place where the disturbance originated what 
looked like a cloud of white and bluish tint, 
bordered with red, which moved east at 
a tremendous rate, leaving behind a thin 
train that may have been dust particles 
from the meteor illumined by the sun. 

The enormous energy of the disturbance 
probably equaled at least that of a large 
powder magazine which had blown up, for 
the whole city seemed to be shaken as by an 
earthquake, and the agitation of the atmos- 
phere was shown by the rapid fall and rise 
of the barometers. 

We may imagine with what brilllancy this 
aerolite must have shone in the sunlit sky 
when we know that it was visible over at 
least three-fourths of Spain as it shut 
through the air above the peninsula with a 
speed several times as great as that of the 
swiftest war projectile. The mountaineers 
among the Pyrenees saw it and wonderei, 
Keven at France's famous watering-place, 
Biarritz, on the edge of Spain, the streak 
of light athwart the sky was observed. 8o 
it was observed from the Atlantic to the Med- 
iterranean, for the people on the east coast 
at Valencia saw it, and in the south it Was 
noticed as far as the southern tier of prov- 
inces. Nearly all Spain was treated toa 
pyrotechnic display on that morning. 

Some damage was done also at places 
other than Madrid, for the big red-hot stone 
partly disintegrated on its way, and in- 
candescent fragments that showered down 
upon the Town of Logrono, 135 miles north- 
east of the capital, set two buildings on 
fire, and at Borgos, 120 miles north of 
Madrid, three fragments from the main 
body started off as meteors on their own 
account and fell among the houses. Other 
pieces of the grayish stone that were flung 
off near Madrid were picked up while still 
hot. 

So we see that this celestial visitor, after 
striking our atmosphere, scattered frag- 
ments along its way. ‘It is quite probable 
that the main body passed completely over 
Spain and fell into the Mediterranean. It 
seems likely that it crossed the Spanish 
peninsula in less than half a minute, for 
these little objects travel with tremendous 
velocity. Probably many of the fragments 
that broke off from the stone traveled along 
with it in parallel courses, but a few of them 
dropped to the ground. 

The story of its flight is very much like 
that of the famous meteorite whose passage 
over about half of our continent from west 
to east was observed in Detember, 1876. 
It first became visible in the western part 
of the Indian Territory, and it passed over 
all the intervening States until it was last 
observed in the State of New York, and it 
traversed this vast distance in about two 


minutes. The height abovethe earth 
at which it was first observed is 
believed to have been over sixty 
miles, and when over central! 


New York it is thought to have been over 
thirty miles high. Many explosions were 
heard along its path, and many fragments 
that were broken off traveled alonginitstrain 
as a flock of smaller meteorites, and a few of 
them fell to the ground.

Relations of the Rescued and Crim- 
inals and of the Mission of 
the Gold Cure. 


HERE seems to be, among Christian 
T people, a very general skepticism in re- 


Although Jesus repeatedly insisted that his 
mission was .principally to the lost, the 
church is still reluctant to devote its ener- 
gies to this phase of the Master’s cause. 

I am not ready to believe that such re- 
luctance indicates unwillingness -to under- 
take difficult service, or lack of faith in the 
power of Christ, but a want of confidence 
in the methods of rescue missions. I hope 
in this study of rescued men to give currency 
to a masz of facts that bear upon the prob- 
lem. My inquiry has followed two lines— 
the relation of rescued men to the criminal 
class and the relation of the mission to the 
Gold Cure, 

Modern specialists in criminology have 
made large contributions to social science 
They have shown us that the typical crimi- 
nal is defective, not only morally, but phys- 
ically and mentally as well, though notable 
exceptions are not wanting. Anomalies m 
physical structure, want of vigor and conse- 
quent inertia, slouching gait and general 
depression are cemmon characteristics of 
constitutional criminals. Emotional insta- 
bility shows itself in their love of orgies, in

A large proportion of criminals have lacked 
home training, and, as one of them says, 
were ‘‘ not brought up, but kicked up ’’—too 
often the wolf-reared children of intemper- 
ate parents. Many of them have no honest 
means of support, never having been taught 
a trade. Almost without exception they are 
woefully short-sighted, and it is for this rea- 
son that threatened penalty is no effectual 
deterrent of crime. Morally these men are 
commonly weak rather than vicious, unable 
to resist temptation rather than deliberately 
setting themselves against the right, though 
to this generalization the desperado is a 
striking exception. They are lacking in nat- 
ural affection, pity for their victims, and the 
sense of remorse. They regard punishment 
as injustice, regret that their crimes were 
not greater, and if they show shame it is not 
at the deed, but at its detection. Inordinate 
vanity is common in the criminal, and they 
have an aristocracy of their own, in which 
the most desperate take highest rank, Ex- 
treme selfishness, blind to the consequence 
of indulgence and utterly regardless of the 
rights of others, constitutes the criminal an 
anti-social member of society. He is, in 
short, a bit of social wreckage, the result 
of abnormal conditions in ancestry, nurture, 
and environment. These statements, how- 
ever, must not stand unqualified, for a man 
may belong to a distinct class without bear- 
ing all the marks of the type, and so there 
are criminals who only partially share the 
characteristics of that class. 

We are now ready to ask: Who are the 
men who are permanently redeemed in the

COURT SICKNESS 
JN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Kenwood Is Stirred Up Over the 
Drinking of Lake Water and 
| Lead Pencil Chewing. 


A. B. . Looks Into Ways and 
Customs of Pupils in Green- 
wood Avenue School

WN the neighborhood of Kenwood there isa 
| a good-sized group of *' parents and guar- 

dians,”’ as the school reports put it, who 
are considerably stirred up over what to 
them is a surprising discovery. It is noth- 
ing more or less than that in the public 
schools there are current two practices 
which interfere greatly with the precautions 
taken at home to preserve the’health of the 
pupils—namely: The drinking of lake water 
which is neither boiled nor filtered and the 
chewing of the ends of leadpencils which 
are gathered up and distributed daily and 
go changed from hand to hand. 

These are not things of recent origin. They 
have been current for years and have at- 
tracted no attention. The present agita- 
tion is the result of a private investigation 
into causes and effects undertaken by Ar- 
thur Burrage Farwell. Mr. Farwell has 
children in the Greenwood Avenue Schoo) 
and is connected with the Lake Avenue Im- 
provement Association, an organization of 
citizens which partakes of the nature ofa 
peaceful body of vigilantes and keeps a 
watchful eye on garbage, street cleaning, 
and other things of public interest. There 
is diphtheria in the Greenwood Avenue 
School, as there is to a certain extent in 
many of the public schools, and so, moved 
by concern both public and parental, Mr. 
Farwell undertook to look into the matter. 

The Greenwood Avenue School stands ina 

ect residence district, and the people who 
BC their children to it are of more than 
average education. They all read the papers, 
and as a direct consequence boil their drink- 
ing water. They are aware that the Health 
Department, as a general thing, does not 
give countenance to false alarms, and that 
it advises such action in oft-recurring no- 
tices. Mr. Farwell was surprised and very 


_ properly shocked when he discovered that 


home precautions in the matter of drinking 
water were brought to naught by the use 
of lake water in the schools, and he wrote 
to Commissioner Kerr of the Heaith Depart- 
ment and Mr. Haile of the Board of Edu- 
cation setting forth that fact. Whether any- 
thing will come of his letters as yet no man 
knows. 

But it is not in the Greenwood Avenue 
School alone that the trouble exists. In spite 
6f repeated warnings to the public that at 
frequent intervals the lake water. becomes 
unfit to drink there is no public school in 
the city where proper drinking water is pro- 
vided. The children seem to be in the un- 
fortunate position of the man who sat down 
between two stools. 


Why Nothing Is Done. 


“ Undoubtedly,’”’ says the Health Depart- 
ment, *“‘ the water is not good to drink. The 
matter has been mentioned before. If it 
were brought before the Board of Education 
in the proper light the board would without 
question take steps in the matter. As it 
is, all the good results accomplished by par- 
ents who boil the water are destroyed at 
school. The Health Department might com- 
pel the board to make some other arrange- 
ment and supply good water, but it is not 
likely that such a course would be neces- 
sary. The Board of Education would, in all 


‘likelihood, make the change at once if its 


attention was called to the matter.”’ 

“Yes,” says the Board of Education, 
through Supt. Lane, “it is an evil. It has 
been discussed before. It was brought up 
before the committee not long ago, but noth- 
ing was ever done. Just why it was dropped 
I cannot say.” : 

And in the meantime neither the Health 
Department nor the Board of Education 
moves, and the children continue to drink 
lake water ad libitum and to. repletion. 
That the lake water is bad is not doubted. 
It is known, and is not only admitted, but is 
loudly declared by the Health Department 
that it is the most fruitful cause of typhoid- 
fever, dysentery, cholera morbus, and half 
a dozen other diseases. Before the drinking 
of it was discountenanced and boiling and 
filtration became the rule rather than the ex- 
ception, Chicago showed as many deaths 
from typhoid in one month as New York did 
in a year, May, 1891. 

In none of the schools is any attempt 
made to boil, sterilize, or filter the water. 
The approved method of providing the fluid 
consists of a long pipe, with branches every 
foot or so, placed over a trough, to which 
are chained numerous tin cups. The chil- 
dren drink out of these cups indiscriminate- 
ly. Those who object to such a custom 
drink directly from the faurset or adopt the 
hand to mouth method by which Adam and 
Eve probably obtained drinks from- the 
brooks of the Garden. For a hundred or so 
children to drink out of one cup is bad 
enough, though the water itself were pure 
as could be, but it is hard to see how that 
difficulty could be avoided. It would be al- 
most impossible to provide a cup for each 
child, and as the cup is of necessity washed 
between each two drinks the risk is rela- 
tively slight. 


Danger in Lead Pencils. 


But in the matter of the leadpencils the 
risk must be considerable.~- It is not a thing 
of certain knowledge, like the lake water 
trouble, but it is mcre or less problematic: 
one of those things which may do untold 
harm, but have never been proven guilty. 
The pencils for drawing are furnished by the 
Board of Education, and lest they should 
be used for purposes other than that they are 
cestined for, are gathered up and put away 
by the teacher after each lesson. When the 
time for the next lesson is at hand the teach- 
er redistributes them, making no distinction 
of race, color, or previous condition of servi- 
tude. What chance any one child has of 
drawing the same pencil twice in succession 
may be calculated by the use of certain 
formule in the algebra book. It is a very 
Bmail chance indeed. This fact, however, 
does not deter the child from putting the end 
of the pencil in its mouth, after the custom 
of ehildren, and chewing it meditatively and 
uneoncernedly. The child who had the pen- 
cil the time before did exactly the same 
thing. 

There is considerable agitation of the 
question as to whether or not it is a menace 
to public health to permit expectoration in 
the streets and public conveyances, and 

ces of entertainment. The general opin- 
ino seems to be that it is a menace, and that 
the practice is filled with untold promise of 
se. If this opinion is correct it must 
be a still greater menace to the health of 
school children to permit their chewing the 
end of a pencil which another child, the vic- 
tim, perhaps, of diphtheria or consumption. 
has chewed but a few hours before. 

By the Health Department this idea is 

ed upon rather coldly, and its expres- 
sion was met by the remark that it would 
be well to confine observations to a more 

tieal basis. The Board of Education 
ikewise looked upon it askance. But it is 
difficuit to see just where the mistake in it 
occurs, if there is a mistake. It is admitted 
that disease might be transmitted in some 
such way, but an argument somewhat on 
these lines is advanced: When a child is 
coming down with diphtheria, before the 
mucous membrane reaches such a condition 
that the disease may be given to another. 
it is forced to leave school; when it is well 
enough to go back to school the membrane 
has recovered from that condition and there 


is no more danger. This may account for 


diphtheria, but it leaves consumption and 
many other diseases out of the calculation.

| Princess “ Sandra,”’ as she is called by her 
thmates, has inherited from her mother 
charm of manner and exquisite taste in 
peculiar to Russian women, and she is 
so the most accomplished of Queen Vic- 
Aoria's granddaughters. ; 
* Like their cousins, the Princesses of 
(Wales, ' the four Saxe-Coburg sisters were 


most samabidiy peaPee Their youth was 
yassed in comparative seclusion. They 

share their father’s musical gifts, and eed 
one was taught to play a musical instru- 
ment as soon as she was able toread. The 
Duchess, like her husband, is very fond of 
Americans, She was at one time intimate 
with Lady Randolph Churchill, who is, as 
most people know, an accomplished pianist. 

Princess Alexandra has always been deep- 
ly attached to her fiancé, and, as was the 
case with both her elder sisters and their 
husbands, krfew him from childhood.

Princess *“‘Sandra’”’ has actively superin- 
tended the making of her somewhat elab- 
orate trousseau. The enormous sum of 
$400,000 was spent on the wedding outfit of 
her mother, who was at the tima of her 
marriage the richest unmarried woman in 
the world. That of the youthful Princess 
will not cost more than a twentieth of that 
sum, but already her first cousin, the Em- 
peror of Russia, with whom she has always 
been a great favorite, has sent her some 
very fine furs, consisting mainly of Russian 
sables.

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REGISTER ON TUESDAY. 

Day after tomorrow the registration 
judges will be on duty from 8 in the morn- 
ing till 9at night. When they have finished 
their work on that day the registration for 
this year Avill be at anend. No new names 
can be put on the books thereafter. 

There are a great many men who voted 
.at the Mayoralty election last April who 
have changed their residences since then, 
That is shown by the great number of 
names which were struck off the registra- 
tion books just prior to last fall’s election. 
Many who moved last May did register last 
October, but the majority did not, and hence 
there was a great falling off in the registra- 
tion. 

Ifthe men who nat moved to new precincts 
since last May or last November do not 
get registered day after tomorrow they will 
not be able to vote 6n the 7th of April. 
They may become keenly interested in some 
Aldermani¢ contest during the last. two 
weeks of the campaign, but they will tind 
themselves disfranchised and it will be en- 
tirely their own fault. 

An effort is. making this year to elect 


personal benefit franchises which ought to 
bring the city a great deal of revenue, which 
could be used for cleaning, repairing, and 
lighting the streets, and for other public 
purposes. Every voter is interested in hav- 
ing clean and well-lighted streets. It is his 
duty to go to the polls and vote for them, 
instead of staying away and grumbling be- 
cause he does not get them. 

There are many wards in which it will be 
easy to elect good Aldermen this spring if 
the men who are entitled to vote but whose 
names are not on the registration books will 
take a few minutes off day after tomorrow 
to get registered, and a few minutes off on 
the 7th of April te vote. It is possible by a 
little work now to put an end for a year at 
least to the franchise-buying and franchise- 
selling which have become so disgracefully 
cominon of late years. In that work every 
good citizen ought to be glad to coéperate. 
He cannot if he is not registered. 


BOUND FOR THE OLYMPIAN GAMES. 

Four students of Princeton University 
wave already left American shores and 
four young men from Boston will leave this 
week, bound for the Olympian ganies. 
They: are to be held in the ancient Rana- 
thenaic Stadium near Athens, which has 
been rebuilt as nearly as possible on the 
lines laid out by its founder, Lycurgus, 
about 330 B.C. After the neglect of cen- 
turies these greatest of all games of speed 
and skill are in a fair way of attaining 
something of their former glory. 

For this revival of one of the best features 
of the life of ancient times the modern 
world is indebted to the Iuternational Con- 
gress which met in Paris June, 1894, upon 
the invitation of the Union of French Ath- 
letic Societies, and for the means of carry- 
ing it out primarily to the Greek nation and 
secondly to M. Averoff, a patriotic Greek, 
whose munificence entitles him to the fa- 
vorable consideration of all lovers of phys- 
ical exercise. By its terms the contest, 
which is international in its broadest sense, 
will be limited strictly to amateurs, and the 
events will, as. nearly as circumstances 
permit, be conducted upon the methods of 
the classic games. There will be high and 
broad jumping, weight throwing and play 
with the quoits, boxing and wrestling. 
sprinting and long-distance running, the 
last over a twenty-six mile course laid out 
from the battlefield of Marathon to the 
Attic capital. Then, to suit our latter-day 
tastes, there will be tennis, cricket, golf, 
polo, and scores of other sports on land and 
water. The spear and sword have given 
way to the foil and saber, the bow and dart 


| to the rifle and shotgun, the trireme to the 


yacht, and the quadriga to the bicycle, but 
the competition will be none the less keen 
and the assemblage even more numerous, 
the Stadium itself holding 50,000. 

It is noteworthy that the young men who 
leave this modern republic for the seat of 
government of the ancient Republic of At- 
tica bear the title of their prototypes, and, 
like them, are athletes. The prizes are am- 
phore, the money raised was in drachmas, 
the victors are to be crowned with olive by 
the ruler of.all Greece, and the newspaper 
accounts of the competition are to be read, 
morning and evening, in a tongue more like 

. that of. Socrates and Sophocles than our 
daily English is like Chaucer's. 

The young Americans who left old Nas- 
sau on Friday amid the cheers of their col- 
legemates and the Bostonians who are yet 
to go amid the plaudits of their fellow- 
townsmen in the modern Athens take with 
them the best wishes of this land of hoi 
barbaroi, lying far beyond the pillars of 
Hercules and the fabled Island of Atlantis. 

But how wise old Socrates would have 
looked and how Alcibiades would have stared 
and Diogenes grunted with disdain if some- 
one had told them the streets of their sacred 
city were to be trodden by men of jabbering 


years after they had turned to dust. 


A STRINGENT ANTI-CIGARET LAW. 
The last Ohio Legislature passed a law 
making it an offense to sell cigarets, cigars, 
and tobacco to children under the age of 16. 
The law was passed because general atten- 
tion had been called to the injurious effect 


| of cigaret smoking on the physical and men- 


tal condition of the boys going to the public 
schools. 

The good intentions of the legislators 
have been frustrated, however, to a consid- 
erable extent by reason of the insufficient 
penalties of the law and by an evident dis- 
inclination on the part of Police Justices to 
enforce its provisions. Even where the 
strongest kind of a case is made out against 


possible punishment, 

‘So the cigaret evil continues to flourish. 
Numerous cases have been reported in the 
«Cleveland schools where children of 7 
or 8 have acquired the cigaret habit. In 
‘some of the schools more than 50 per cent 
of the scholars are using tobacco in some 
form. A teacher in a room where there 
were no children over 10 did a little investi- 
gating, and found in the pockets of her 
pupils 142 cigarets or stumps of cigarets 
and six portions of plugs of tobacco. 

The effect of the use of tobacco on the 
health of the children is marked. They be- 


} come uervous and unfit for work. Their 


p metal faculties are dulled, and they ean 
make no progress in their studies. 
Therefore a ‘more stringen7 measure has 

been introd in the Ohio Legislature,

It is believed that the threat of imprison- 
ment will have some effect on the propri- 
etors of the little stores which spring up 
around the public schools where the schol- 
ars generally get their supplies of nicotine. 
Fines have not frightened these storekeep- 
ers, for they have generally managed to 
wriggle out of paying them, and their un- 
lawful business is so profitable that they 
can stand an occasional light fine. 

If this law does pass its workings should 
be studied. If it is a success then the Lili- 
nois Legislature should put it on the statute 
books of this State to replace the present 
inefficient anti-cigaret law, which has been 
in force for some years, 

In this city at least it amounts to noth- 
ing. Occasional spasmodic efforts have 
been made to punish violators, but nothing 
has been accomplished. The Chicago chil- 
dren in the public schools and out of them 
continue to use cigarets. The cheaper they 
become the greater the consumption, Un- 
doubtedly. if the teachers in the Chicago

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POPULAR ELECTION OF SENATORS. 

The Senate Committee on Elections has 
reported favorably on the joint resolution 
proposing an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion providing for the election of Senators 
by the direct vote of the people. 

The reasons in favor of the change, ad- 
vanced by the committee, are not without 
force. One of them is that the Senatorial 
preferences of a legislative candidate have 
more to do with his selection by the party 
managers than his ability as a law-maker. 
The result is that legislative assemblies are 
filled with men who will vote for the “* right 
man” for Senator, but cannot be trusted 
beyond that. 

It is true also, as the committee says, that 
often the business of a Legislature is inter- 
fered with seriously by the election of a 
Senator. What has just happened in IKen- 
tucky illustrates that forcibly. The entire 
session was consumed in fruitless attempts 
to elect a Senator. Legislation was neg- 
lected utterly. Matters of the greatest 
importance to the people of the State were 
not attended to. 

If Senators were elected by the people 
there would be-no vacancies, for there could 
be no legislative deadlocks. It would not 
be in the power then of two or three legisla- 
tors, members of some accidental, ephem- 
eral party who happened to hold the ban- 
ance of power, either to prevent an election 
or to thake a trade whereby some improper 
man is elected. 

It would not be in the power of a wealthy 
and unserupulous politician to elect him- 
self or to defeat the legitimate candidate 
of the party by buying up three or four leg- 
islators. It would not be possible for a 
party which was in the minority in a State, 
but which, owing to a gerrymandered appor- 
tionment it had made previously, was in 
the majority in the Legislature, to elect as 
Senator a man representing the minority 
and not the majority of the voters. 

Doubtless if Senators were nominated by 
State conventions bribery, fraud, and 
money would be used more or less to influ- 
ence the result. But they might not be as 
effective as they are now, and at all events 
the legislative department of the State 
government would be relieved from the 
evils attendant on Senatorial elections. 
Conventions are more public than caucuses, 
Several hundred delegates may be less 
amenable to ‘bad intluences than small leg- 
islative bodies. 

Whether this proposed change will ac- 
complish all the good the committee thinks 
it will is questionable. The report says— 

The tendency of public opinion is to disparage 
the Senate and depreciate its dignity, its usefu!- 
ness, its integrfty, its power. If there is any 
cause for this tendency in the public mind it 
should be removed without delay. The adoption 
of the amendment will remove prejudices now 
existing which are rapidly becoming deeply and 
dangerously fastened upon the public mind. will 
dissipate all cause, excuse, and pretext for unjust 
criticism, and will tend to elevate the character, 


advance the dignity, and increase the usefulness 
of the Senate. 


The Senate has sunk most in popular esti- 
mation, not because it is a “ millionaires’ 
club ”’—there have been few complaints on 
that score of late—but because it is con- 
trolled by a vicious element, which is bent 
on debasing the currency of the country, 
and which will allow no law to be enacted 
which may prevent that debasement. ‘T'o 
the extent that popular instead of legis- 
lative election would replace free silverite 
by honest money Senators the dignity and 
usefulnessof the Senate would be increased. 
But there are some States which will send 
rotten-money Senators to Washington at 
present, no matter what the mode of elev- 
tion may be. 

Furthermore, Senators, no matter how 
chosen, will fall more or less under the in- 
fluence of “the traditions of the Senate ” 
soon after they take their seats. These 
“ traditions ” favor endless talk and a mini- 
muin of action. They favor what Senators 
call “ deliberation * and the people general. 
ly call daWdling. Until the rules of the 
Senate are amended so as to givea majority 
some power to act the Senate will not be 
fully restored to the public esteem. it once 
enjoyed. 

While the committee has reported in favor 
of this constitutional amendment it js 
doubtful whether the Senate will concur. 
The resolution ‘will go on the calendar, 
Every now and then some Senator wil] call 
it up and make a set speech on it, but it is 
not likely that a vote will be taken, and if 
One is, more than a third of the Senators 
will vote against it. They understand and 
prefer the present mode of election. It got 
them into the Senate and they think it will 
keep them there.

WEATHER PEOPHECIES WITH YOUR 
MAIL. 

The proposition to stamp on all the letters 
received at the Postoffice in Washington, 
D. C., the weather prognostication of the 
day is a trifle vague in purpose. The details 
are clear; at 10 o’clock each morning the 
Weather Bureau will telephone to the Post- 
master the “ prophecy ” for the rest of the 
day and the stamp that fits the prophecy 
will be brought into use; but why the de- 
partment should do this thing or what the 
object may be is a matter of conjecture. 
The reports say it is to be a “ test.” Whom 
is it. to test? Surely they will not be so 
heartless as to subject the Weather Bureau 
to this humiliation, and it does not seem pos- 
sible that they will be so reckless as to test 
the self-restraint of the people who receive 
letters in Washington. ‘To trifle with the 
feelings of a public whose patience with the 
vagaries of the weather prophecies has been 
proverbial would be a sorry business for 
the Postoflice Department of a nation to 
engage in. 

Perhaps it will appear that by an error in 
the transmission of the report the word 
“test” was substituted for “ jest,” which 
would make everything clear and bespeak 
for the humor of the department and its 
present exhibition the applause it deserves. 
Certainly it will be vastly amusing and 
while away the tedium of a cold, rainy day, 
for instance, when the clerk shall receive 
the information that it is warm and “ sun- 
shiny ’ and proceed so to stamp the letters. 
The people who receive the letters undoubt- 
edly will enter into the spirit of the joke even 
when a heavy mail shall indicate a snow- 
storm is raging during a thunder shower 
and undera elearsky. Some prosaic people 
may fail to see the point, especially as the 
time will have arrived for the fulfillment 
of the “ prophecy” when letters are re- 
ceived, but they can be referred to the 
Weather Bureau for satisfaction, which 
will add to the general hilarity. It may 
take some time for this new device to be- 
come generally known, which should pro- 
duce some pleasing surprises. The wags in 
Washington have not lost sight of this fact 
and it is predicted already that “ at first 
the words stamped on the letters will cause 
a great amount of amusement and possibly 
some annoyance, as the young man who is 
about to receive a letter from his inamorata 
might be a trifle astonished to find it marked 
on the outside “ colder,” and it is easy to 
see that many a woman might be thrown 
into hysterics on receiving a letter which 
was olflicially designated “ cyclone ” unless 
she understood the circumstances. 

There is a thought that saddens in the 
possibility that “‘ test ’- was the word really 
intended and that the Washington trial is 
but the precursor of a similar institution in 
all the larger postoflices in the country. 
What if it should be brought to Chicago and 
the contemplation of weather prophecies 
that can be evaded now with tact should be 
made the daily accompaniment of each mail 
delivery?

A CASE FOR ARBITRATION. 

The quarrel which disrupted the Chil- 
dren's Home Society, once a strong organi- 
zation, resulted in the arrest of the Rev. 
George K. Hoover of Chicago at Little 
Rock, Ark., on a charge of slander, the 
complainant being the Rev. Dr. F. H. 
Gregg, also of Chicago. The alleged slan- 
der was said to have been committed in 
Chicago. The fact that the court dismissed 
the case on the ground that the integrity of 


|, Dr. Gregg had not been assailed, and that 


the latter expressed satisfaction with the 
decision, fails to remove the conditions 
which brought about the affair, for it does 
not appear that the reverend gentlemen 
shook hands and walked away arm in arm 
together. 

Not only the public but the intended bene- 
ficiaries of charity suffer through the mul- 
tiplicity of agencies for its administration. 
Iiven though all are properly governed the 
best results are not obtained. The Chil- 
dren's Home Society did a large and efli- 
cient work, and received generous support 
until it was divided by finfortunate schisms. 
Many efforts have been made to heal the 
breach, the Civie Federation of Chicago at 
one time trying without avail to bring the 
antagonistic faetionus together: 

Without attempting to say which is 
right, or that either is wholly in the wrong, 

is patent that: the cause to which they are 
pledged suffers through individual jeal- 
ousies. Each has its strong partisans, and 
probably each is conducted conscientiously 
and by honest men. Dr. Gregg and Mr, 
Hoover doubtless would agree to the gen- 
eral proposition of arbitration ~s a good 
thing for nations nanan other peep. 


The reception accorded Mr. Thomas and 
the Chicago Orchestra by the people of New 
York appears fully td bave sustained pleas- 
ant anticipations. The printed notices of 
the first concert at the Metropolitan, which 
took place last Tuesday evening, mention 
the marked enthusiasm, while in Philadel- 
.phia the outcome has been identical. 

A New York evening paper refers to the 
fact that although used to such scenes the 
conductor was visibly affected by the cor- 
diality of his hearers. Another evening 
paper alludes to the enthusiastic reception 
as “of a spontaneity that must have 
softened Mr. Thomas’ heart toward the pub- 
lic which deserted him five years ago.” 

The morning papers record variously the 
exuberance of feeling manifested on the 
occasion. Alluding to Mr. Thomas’ de- 
parture and his return in the concert of the 
previous evening, one says: “The same pub- 
lic which had been entices by other deities 
again bound the old idol’s brows with vic- 
terious wreaths and jreitaiated anew.”

AN OLD BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 

The Supreme Court has just given a de- 
cision which adds a million and a half acres 
of land, most of it of excellent quality, to 
Oklahoma. Ever since the annexation of 
Texas there has been a dispute over the 
ownership of the land referred to above, 
which was organized by Texas as Greer 
County. 

By the treaty made with Spain in 1819 
the boundary line was declared to be in part 
the Red River as far as the 100th degree 
and from that point it was to run due north 
to the Arkansas. Mexico succeeded Spain 
and Texas succeeded Mexico, each with the 
same boundary, as far as the United States 
was concerned, as its predecessor. 

Some little distance to the east of the 
100th degree what are known as the Prairie 
Dog Town and North Forks of the Red 
River unite. The former runs nearly due 
east and west and intersects the 100th de- 
gree far south of the point where the North 
l‘ork does, which pursues a different course, 
bending toward the north. 

Texas elaimed, as Mexico had done be- 
fore her, that the North Fork was the main 
river. The United States took a different 
view of the matter. The controversy 
dragged on for years and no attempt was 
made to settle it. But when Oklahonia was 
carved out of the Indian Territory Congress 
directed that the matter be brought before 
the Supreme Court for settlement, the ter- 
ritory in dispute to form a part of Oklahoma 
if Texas got worsted. 

The size of the latter is so enormous that 
she will not miss the million and a half acres 
which will be an acceptable addition to 
Oklahoma. So, too, will be the 5,400 peo- 
ple living in the county. 
relish the idea of being taken out of a 
State and put into a Territory, for they 
will not be able to vote for a Congressman 
and President this fall. No doubt they will 
grumble vigorously at being disfranchised. 
Their misfortune is an unusual one, but 
they will have to be as patient as they can 
till Oklahoma is admitted to the Union. It 
is rather odd that men who for years have 
been voting for national and State ofhcers 
should be left with nobody to vote for ex- 
cept county officers and members of a Ter- 
ritorial Legislature. Most of the Greer 
County voters are Populists. The Supreme 
Court has put them where they can do no 
harm. 

The farmers settled in the county hold 
their lands under Texas titles, which are 
worthless now. Appreciating the disagree- 
able position in which they are placed, the 
President has issued a proclamation declar- 
ing that the homestead laws shall not apply 
to the Greer County lands for the present, 
and that persons who settled on them prior 
to 1888 shall not be disturbed. Congress 
will also take whatever action may be need- 
ed to protect the bona fide settlers under 
grants from Texas. 


“THE VOLUNTEERS.” 

Ballington Booth has changed the n name 
of his army from “ God’s American Velun- 
teers ’’ to the shorter and simpler “ Volun- 
teers.”” This was done in deference to the 
opinion Of some of the friends of the move- 
ment who objected to the name of the Deity 
appearing in the title of the organization. 

Both Mr. Booth and the objectors were 
equally free of any lack of reverence in 
their ideas on the subject. The title first 
selected was more in accordance with the 
habit of thought, elevation of mind, and 
daily life of Mr. Booth and his immediate 
followers. In their evangelistic work they 
nppeared before the public always in a re- 
ligious environment, and, subjectively con- 
sidered, the banner under which they wished 
to march was properly emblematic. The 
other point of view, however, conveys to 
some a different impression. The kind of 
profanity born of mere carelessness already 
is too common, and there is an instinetive 
antipathy among many right feeling people 
to the use of any of the appellations of the 
Deity for ordinary purposes, such, for in- 
stance, as part of the name of an organiza- 
tion. The chief danger to be avoided was 
the putting of sacred things in the mouths 
of the ribald, causing unnecessary profana- 
tion. 

It would not be proper entirely to say that 
Ballington Booth’s first choice was not a 
good one, but he has perhaps been wise in 
changing it. _ 


A NEWSPAPER devoted, to Western in- 
terests, the Corn Belt, contains news of the 
most cheering character in regard to crop 
prospects in Nebraska. * Snow fell March 
14 all over the State, the @epth in the places 
where it was most needed being eighteen 
to twenty inches, and two days later there 
was another visitation of the same kind. 
As a result of this the farmers are rejoicing 
over the assurance of plenty of moisture 
for the crops of the coming summer and 
autumn, which is all the more welcome, as 
it follows glosely on a period of severe 
drought. he farmers say the ground was 
never in better condition this time of year, 
and they hope to be able to make up or the 
short crops of 1894 and 1895. The even dis- 
tribution of the snow makes the material 
benefit to agricultural interests much great- 
er than otherwise could be expected. Stock 
of all kinds has come out of winter quarters 
in excellent condition, the mild weather of 
the last three months having permitted the 
animals to keep fat with little more feed 
than that afforded by the range. To the 
better outlook for this year is added the 
hope of several good crops to follow the 
last two years of drought, as Prof. Moore, 
chief of the National Weather Bureau, has 
decided, after long and careful observa- 
tion, that the drought period comes once 
in every nine to fifteen years, lasts one or 
two years when it comes, and is always suc- 
ceeded by several years of normal moisture 
and an era of bounteous crops.

For the first time in this city they 
produced ‘“‘ King Arthur ’’ and ** Macbeth,” 
both notable for magnificent stage settings, 
and, among minor plays, ‘‘ Don Quixote ”’ 
and “The Story of Waterloo,” this last a 
dramatic idy] of the first rank. For the first 
time on any stage—and, it is to be hoped, the 
last—‘* Godefroi and Yolande,” the produc- 
tion of Mr. Laurence Irving, was also ren- 
dered, 

During the twenty-four evening and four 
matinée performances eleven different plays 
were given. Of these ‘‘ King Arthur ” leads 
the list with ten. ‘‘ The Merchant of Ven- 
ice ’’ follows with five and ‘* Macbeth ’’ next 
‘with four. “ Godefroi and Yolande" and 
* The Story of Waterloo ’’ had three rendi- 
tions each, and “ Becket,”’ ‘‘ The Bells,”’ 
“The Lyons Mail,”’ ** Nance Oldfield,’ and 
.“* Don Quixote’”’ two each, while ‘ Louis 
XI.’’ was given but once. 

Irving and Terry appeared together in 
* King Arthur,’ ** The Merchant of Venice,”’ 
and **‘ Macbeth ’’; Terry alone in **‘ Godefrot 
and Yolande’”’ and ‘' Nance Oldfield,”’ an 
Irving alone in ** Becket,” ‘* Louis XI.,”’

One of the two novelties announced in 
the list of operas to be given, and neces- 
sarily, through present arrangements, in the 
second week of the season, is ‘‘ La Navar- 
raise.’ This work, to which-Massenet set 
the music, was given a first production at 
Covent Garden June 20, 1894. It is an opera 
in which Mme. Calvé created a marked im- 
pression. M. Plancon, who sustained the 
role of Garrido in the first performance, will 
Ifkely supply the part in Chicago. 

“ La ecarrales ” requires less than. one 
h@ir in presentation. “Musically the situa- 
tions are prolonged in few instances. Inthe 
hight scene theré is a song with chorus ac- 
companiment; there is an impassioned duet 
between Anita and Araquil, and the orches- 
tral nocturne succeeding the chorus of sol- 
diers. In the main the music follows the 
rapid movement of the tragic story without 
interruption, supporting the scene with 
transient themes and orchestral color. 

The book of ‘‘ La Navarraise,’’ denom!- 
hated a “ lyric episode,” is the joint work of 
M. Jules Claretie and M. Cain. The English 
version is by Mr. Frederic E. Weatherly, 
The opera ig divided into twoacts, separated 
by the now inevitable intermezzo. 

The first act opens in the public square of 
a village near Bilbao, in the Basque Prov- 
ince. The scene is an encampment of the 
Royalist troops, recently defeated in a skir- 
mish at Bilbao. Smarting under unsuccess- 
Pl aahsaver to take the town, Gen. Garrido 
strikes the theme in the first lines that gives 
foundation to the subsequent tragedy. Of 
the Carlist leader, Zuccaraga, who has de- 
feated him, he says:.“* When he is dead 
Bilbao falls and peace is won.” 

Anita’s first appearance on. the scene is in 
time to hear these closing words. She is 
eagerly searching for her lover, Araquil, 
whom she fails to find among the soldiers 
returning from the skirmish. The joyful 
meeting of the two, which follows presently, 
is broken in upon by Remigo, Araquil’s 
father. He is a peasant farmer, grasping 
and thrifty. His pride in his son and his 
own ambition require a bride with a dowry 
for Araquil. Anita he calls “ a beggar and 
a stranger.” 

The two, Anita and Araquil, interrupt 
each other in their eagerness to change 
Remigo’s way of thinking and to tell the 
story of their first meeting and affection. 
With patriarchal authority the peasant for- 
bids the marriage unless Anita brings a 
dowry of 2,090 douros. While the lovers are 
trying to turn the situation the promotion 
of Araquil for bravery is announced. In this 
Anita recognizes another obstacle. The 
square grows empty and the girl - sees 
Remigo and his son go away in the dark- 


ness. 

Garrido is sitting at a table before the 
Posada. Both the man and the woman are 
desperate, he at continued defeat and the 
loss of his officers, she at the loss of her 
lover. The two are alone upon the scene 
when Garrido exclaims that he will give a 
fortune to the one who takes Zuccaraga. 
The woman embraces the prospect of obtain- 
ing the dowry by murdering the Carlist and 
Before 
he has grasped her meaning she is gone in 
the darkness toward Zaccaraga’s camp. 
Garrido tries to stop her, but, failing, finally 
regards it all as an empty threat until Anita 
horrifies him with the news that she has 
murdered the man and claims the reward. 
This last is an incident of the second act.

Finding it is Manon, Lescaut 
induces the Sergeant to grant him as a com- 
rade that Manon is detached from the 
chain. There is in the succeeding scene on 
the part of the woman a sudden access of 
energy and the consequent collapse and 
finally death that recalls the closing portion 
of ** Traviata.” 

Each act is preceded by a short orchestral 
prelude. There is also allotted to the or- 
chestra accompanying music to the spoken 
dialogue connecting the various musical 
numbers, These numbers comprise anong 
the principal ones the ensembles in the first 
act, genuinely reflecting the comedy spirit 
of the situations; Manon’s solo, “ Je Marche 
sur tous, les Chemins,”’ written for’ voice, 
with orchestral interludes, and placed in the 
first half of the second act: and the duets 
between Des Grieux and Manon in the first 
act; in the closing portion of the third at 
St. Sulpice, and in the impassioned scene 
which ends the opera.

M. Alfred Bruneau, the young French 
composer, at present engaged upon a grand 
opera for which Zola wrote the libretto. 
and whose opera, “‘ L’Attaque du Moulin,”’ 
was well received in London, has recently 
had another work performed there. 

This work, a Requiem, was given a first 
performance by the Bach Choir at Queen’s 
Hall, and appears to have produced a pro- 
found impression. It is looked upon as a 
great work, and one likely to be regarded 
as a masterpiece. 

M. Bruneau has cut adrift from the Ger- 
man school entirely, and he has no sympathy 
with the Italian masters, who at one period 
were recognized as the finest model in sacred 
music, says the London Era. The composer 
who has influenced M. Bruneau most is his 
own countryman, Berlioz, and there is sv 
much attraction, so much originality, in the 
compositions of the great French musician 
that we do not wonder at the younger com- 
posers taking a hint from him. Our tirst 
impression of the Requiem is that the com- 
poser determined, at any cost or any sac- 
rifice, to get out of the beaten track. Con- 
sequently there is much in the work that is 
absolutely novel. There are a few passages, 
it must be confessed, that will excite greater 
astonishment than admiration, but regarded 
as a whole the work will profoundly impress 
even those who have no sympatHy with the 
style. The music is. extremely 
which will account for some drawbacks int 
the performance. ‘The composer introduces 
original effects in the very first movement. 
but we do not find any great departure from 
ordinary methods until we reach the “ Ttiba 
Mirum,”” when trumpets from the higher 
galleries play the antique chant of the “ Dies 
Ire,"’ each of the trumpets playing but one 
note, so that the melody is produced in the 
same manner as it would be from a peal of 
bells. Next the choral boys take up the 
hymn, and the effect here would have heen 
better if the youthful choralists and harps 
accompanying them could have been placed 
out of sight. But if we are to have sacred 
works on M. Bruneau’s pattern § specially 
constructed halls will be required for their 
performance. The most attractive move- 
ment in the Requiem is the simplest. It is 
the soprano and contralto duet “ Recor- 
dare,’’ which is really beautiful. The ‘‘ Hos- 
tias’’’ is also very melodious. In the course 
of this movement there is a faint echo of 
Rossini, but evidently not intended by the 
composer. The “* Sanctus” is for tenor 
solo and chorus. The “ Agnus Dei” is for 
soprano and chorus. The prayer for ‘‘ Per- 
petual Light” has some beautiful effects, 
especially on the final ‘‘ Amen,” sung by the 
chorus with closed lips.

PROVISIONS OF THE RAINES BILL, 


How New York's Liquor Traffic Will Be 
Regulated. 


The Raines bill, now awaiting the Gov- 
ernor’s signature, is the most sweeping ex- 
cise bill ever passed in the State. It pro- 
vides: 

That the word liquors shall mean all dis- 
tilled or rectified spirits, wines, malt, and 
fermented liquors. 

That the sale of less than five gallons is 
trafficking in liquors. 

That every excise board in the State shall 
cease to exist April 3v. 

That every liquor license now existing 
shall be canceled June 30, 

That cities and towns must pay pro rata 
for the unexpired portions of those licenses. 

That a State Commissioner appointed by 
the Governor will assume supreme control of 
the liquor traffic. 

That a special Deputy will rule in New 
York, another in Brooklyn, and another in 
Buffalo. 

That sixty secret service agents will be 
scattered throughout the State. 

That all liquor tax certificates will be is- 
sued by the State Commissioner practically 
without discrimination to any one who pays 
the required fee, whether it be for a dive or 
a palace, 

That every liquor tax certificate in New 
York City will cost $800 a year; in Brook- 
lyn, $650; in Buffalo and other leading cities, 
4500; in cities under 50,000 inhabitants, 
$350: in towns under 10,000, $300; in villages 
under 5,000, $300; in places under 1,200, $20); 
and in the country, $100. : 

That tax certificates for the sale of bot- 
tled goods and liquors not to be drunk on the 
premises grade from $500 in New York 
City to $50 in the smallest boroughs. 

That drug stores cannot sell liquor ex- 
cept upon a written physician's prescrip- 
tion, and must pay a. tax of $100 in New 
York, grading downward in smaller places, 
They must take out storekeepers’ certif- 
icates. 

That every dining car, kQuffet car, and 
steamboat will be charged $2u0 for a liquor 
license. 

That the newly annexed northern district 
of this city will be charged only town cer- 
tificate rate. 

That one-third of all collected fees nyust be 
given to the State. 

That the special deputies in New York, 
Brooklyn, and Buffalo will collect, but else- 
where the County Treasurers, who will be 
allowed a substantial fee. 

That towns only can vote on local option 
every two years. 

That the consent of two-thirds of the own- 
ers of Gweliing-houses within 200 feet of a 
place must be secured before a certificate 
will be granted. 

That a bond double the amount of the tax 
must be furnished, which is liable for every 
violation of the liquor tax law. 

That the tax certificate must be posted in 
a window facing the street on the ground 
floor, if the entrance is on that floor. 

That no dry goods, grocery, provision, or 
drug store keeper can sell liquors to be 
drunk on the premises unless in some place 
entirely distinct from the regular place of 
business. 

That only citizens of the United States 
and of New York can secure tax certificates. 

That_no liquor can be sold in any building 
belonging to the public. 

That no bar can be within 200 feet of a 
schoolhouse or church, except in hotels. 

That no corporation, association, copart- 
nership, club, or person shall sell or give 
away liquor to be drunk on any part of the 
premises or connecting grounds without 
paying the required tax. 

That every club in New York City must 
pay a year license, and post a license in 
its nt window and be treated the same as 
a garoon yor the oe 

at no uor can sold an 
Sunday or between 1 and 5 a. te 
days, except in hotels with meals or in 
rooms.

That no screens or s €s can be d

That any one violating the provisions of 
this act shall be fined not more than $300 
or imprisoned for one year and forfeit the 
year’s certificate. Two convictions will bar 
for five years the securing of a new certifi- 
cate. 

That every Deputy Commissioner, Special 
Agent, County Treasurer, Sheriff, Deputy 
Sheriff, police officer, or constable shall, 
under $500 penalty for neglect, report to the 
District-Attorney all violations of the act. 

That atl prosecutions shal! be by indict- 
ment by the grand jury and trial in a court 
of record. 

That the act shall take effect immediatelv 
upon signature by the Governor.—New York 
World. 


BADGES FOR CHICAGO PHYSICIANS. 


These and Special Permits Will 
Issued to All Medical Applicants. 
In ten days physicians and surgeons of 
Chicago will wear badges indicative of their 
office. This will be in 
accordance with a re- 
cent ordinance passed 
by the Council. Be- 
sides the pretty 
| badge, the physician 
is accorded the right 
of way in the streets 
of the city, at all 
times and in all 
places, with a vehicle 
or by himself. 
In response to a re- 
quest of City Clerk 
Van Cleave over 300 physicians’ have ap- 
plied for the badges, and the permit signed 
by the Mayor and the Clerk. 

The badge is one and one-eighth inches in 
circumference. ln the center is a Geneva red 
cross of enamel, recognized the world over 
as the insignia of hospital corps and phy- 
sicians. A band of white enamel encircling 
it bears the words: ‘* Physician, Chicago,”’ 
in raised gold letters, with the number of 
the permit in black at the bottom of the 
badge. 

With the badge will be given a book 3x4 
inches in size, bound in morocco, and con- 
taining a copy of the Council ordinance and 
the permit itself on bond vellum paper. The 
words *‘ Physician’s Permit ”’ will be printed 
outside.

WHEAT HOLDS ITS OWN. 


BAD CROP REPORTS OFFSET BEAR- 
ISH STATISTICAL ANNOUNCEMENTS. 


American Exports Small and Argen- 
tine Clearances Large—Northwest- 
ern Receipts Are Increasing Stead- 
ily—Shorts Covered Freely on the 
Early Dip in Prices—Coarse Grain 
Was Controlled by Wheat—Samples 
of Corn Fractionally Higher. 

A preponderance of wheat market an- 
nouncements yesterday were of a decidedly 
bearish tone, but after fluctuating within a 
range of an even cent May wheat closed at 
call price, with a net gain of %c. Exports 
from both coasts were less than those of the 
previous week by 800,000 bu, and less than 
those of the same week of last year by 1,400,- 
000 bu. The trade predicted weakness in 
case the Argentine shipments were liberal, 
and the South American clearances were 
certainly large as compared with those from 
the United States. Argentine shipments for 
the week were 1,056,000 bu, as compared with 
1,864,000 bu the same week last year. Since 
Jan. 1 there has been a shortage in the Ar- 
gentine shipments as compared with those 
of last season of 30 per cent. Northwestern 
receipts were heavy, Duluth and Minneapo- 
lis getting 661 cars, against 541 the same day 
last week and 2S1 the same day last year. 
Cables showed little change in the feeling 
abroad. Liverpool remained unchanged, 
both for spot wheat and futures, and Paris 
and Berlin were both fractionally lower than 
on Friday. 

Some Decidedly Bullish Considerations 

The bullish considerations were the un- 
favorable crop reports from the Ohio Valley, 
and especially from Kentucky, the pre- 
dicted cold wave which was the occasion 
of some St. Louis buying and the liberal 
withdrawals from local store. Primary 
markets received 548,000 bu, while clear- 
ances in wheat and flour were equivalent to 
124,000 bu. “Local receipts were 20 cars, 
against 127,000 bu taken out of store. The 
trading was chiefly of a professional char- 
acter. The market during the first half 
hour showed a concession of %c, and then 
lic.

Samples of Argentine Wheat Shown. 

James H. Milne had samples of Argentine 
wheat on the floor yesterday. The quality 
was much better than most of the people in 
the wheat trade here have been led to ex- 
pect by the reports received from Argen- 
tina. The following is from the Buenos 
Ayres Standard, telling of conditions in 
Argentina at the time when it is claimed 
the damage to the wheat crop was done: 

“The effect of the rains has produced a 
great depression on colonists. Many who 
were counting on good returns, having es- 
caped the locusts, are today in a bad way. 
How are farmers to meet their contracts 
if in a couple of hours they find the grain 
in the ears already rotten? The result of 
this circumstance is that we will have a 
large stock of corn in our markets which 
we might say will hardly pay the freight of 
transport. An owner of reapers informed 
us yesterdaw that in a radius of six leagues 
round San José de la Esquina the losses 
in wheat have been enormous. Several col- 
onists find that they are short of from four 
to five quintals per square on their previous 
calculations; the same has happened in sev- 
eral other places. According to the latest 
news, maize has also had a share in this 
misfortune. The losses, however, cannot 
be so great in this corn as in wheat and lin- 
seed, the ears of the maize being still closed 
and the rain only washing over without 
penetrating.”’ 


Winter Wheat Conditions Unfavorable 


The Modern Miller summary of winter 
wheat conditions was as follows: Thesnow- 
fall that extended over the winter wheat 
rezion of the Central. Southern, and Western 
States last Saturday and Sunday brought a lib- 
eral supply of moisture to the ground, but in 
several sections it melted so rapidly and was fol- 
lowed so closely by heavy freezing that injury 
reports are coming in freely. Wherever damage 
was reported on account of drought, unfavorable 
reports continue to come, the recent fall of mois- 
ture coming too late to pull the plant through. In 
the extreme Southwest the plant made a gain in 
cor.dition during the week. In the territory east 
and north of the Missouri River, giving full con- 
sideration to the snowfall, there is no gain in con- 
dition to report. 

Estimated receipts for tomorrow are 34 curs of 
wheat, 500 cars of corn, 300 cars of oats, and 
30.000 hogs. For the entire week 140,000 hogs 
are expected. 

Receipts of wheat at Minneapolis and Duluth 
last week were 3.374 cars, against 2:425 the pre- 
vious week and 2,125 the same week last year. 
The date for assessment of personal property in 
the Dakotas was as early last year as this. 

Puts in May wheat ranged at 61%@62c, and 
calls at 634%@63%. the outside prices being those 
prevailing late in the day.

WEST SIDE RAILWAY BUILDING, 


Suburban Electric to Soon Run Trains 
—Other Lines Now Under Way. 


Stueet railway building on the. West. Side has 
been active of late. The. Ogden Street railway 
company, part of the Yerkes system, has been 
actively engaged in building new lines, the Metro- 
politan Elevated has been constructing the Doug- 
las Park branch as rapidly as the work could be 
carried on, and the Suburban Electric, a connect- 
ing line of the Metropolitan, will soon be running 
trains. The Suburban Electric will run from a 
point on the Metropolitan system to Riverside 
and beyond, tapping a number of the suburban 
towns along the way. A mortgage has been inace 
and it is to be recorded within a few weeks upon 
the property to secure an issue of $3,000,000 in 
bonds, of which $700,000 will be put out within 
the next two weeks. The money to be obtained 
from this bond issue will be used for construction 
pespeces. The road will be double track, will be 
aid with heavy rails, and the cars will be con- 
structed with the especial view of making fast 
time. The road in connection with the Metro- 
Politan Elevated will be able to land passengers 
in the heart of the business district in thirty- 
live minutes, making as good time as the Bur- 
lington does from Riverside. 

announced in The Tribune on Friday, the 

railway will construct during the present 
year a total of 39% miles of new electric lines in 
the territory covered by the system. Extensive 
additions are proposed for the line, including one 
on Archer avenue from the present terminus to 
West Forty-eighth street. one on Kedzie avenue 
from ‘Thirty-eighth street to Sixty-third street, 
one on Western avenue from Archer avenue to 
Seventy-first street, and a line on Fifty-ninth 
Street from State street to Western avenue, There 
will alse be some short lines constructed, includ- 
ing an extension on Halsted street from Sixty- 
ninth to Seventy-ninth street and a line on Sixty- 
third street’ from Wentworth avenue to Cottage 
Grove avenue. The $2,000,000 of new stock au- 
therized at the last annual meeting will be issued 
in July and September. There will be $1,000,000 
of new stock offered to stockholders ot record 
July 1 at par. The remaining $1,000,000 will be 
istued to stockholders Oct. 1, also at par. Each 
holder of 100 shares of City Ratlway stock will be 
entitied to subscribe for a total of 20 shares in the 
two issues.

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HE Doré gallery has been on exhibition 

at the Art Institute Museum two 

months. Whatever the merits or de- 

merits of the pictures comprising it 
may be, the collection is exceedingly inter- 
esting. It has, in fact, aroused more popu- 
lar interest, more discussion than any other 
art exhibit ever shown in Chicago. It has 
attracted to the Lake-Front museum crowds 
of people. It has made familiar with the 
place thousands who had never before visit- 
ed the institute, who had never taken any 
interest in art works of any kind. Because 
of its exhibition and the interest it has awak- 
ened the attendance of visitors at the mu- 
seum since June, 1895, has already exceeded

The fifth annual exhibition of the Cosmo- 
, Politan Art club, now open at the Lake- 
‘Front museum, will close on Thursday, 
March 26. The strength of the exhibition in 
landscape work was dwelt upon in THE 
TRIBUNE of last Sunday. In figure work the 
members of the Cosmopolitan are not so 
Strong. Yet in this branch of painting the 
present exhibition is by no means lacking 
in interest. Figure paintings are shown by 
several members and by several artists not 
members. 

Aside from the portraits, which have al- 
ready been noticed in these columns, some 
of the most important figure work is con- 
tributed by one of the newest members of 
the club, Frederick Hansen. This artist's 
‘Little Gretchen,” a beautifully simple 
child’s head, and ** Caygdle Light,’’ a picture 
very like the same artist’s ‘‘ Light of the 
Hiouse,’’ which won first prize at the West 
End Woman's club salon two weeks ago, 
are among the strongest, most individua), 
and most satisfactory work in figure paint- 
ing shown. Mr. Hansen contributes alsoa 
clever study of an ideal head called ‘** De- 
votion,”’ and a broadly treated little picture 
of two children studying by lamplight. All 
his work shows great technical skill and 
refined feeling, and evinces strong promises 
for the future when he shall attempt more 
important things. 

Klbridge A. Burbank is represented by 
several excellent small things in a field he 
has made peculiarly his own—the picturing 
of negro children. The pictures of ** Miss 
Pearl’’ and “The Sunflower” are as life- 
like as any he has yet painted. 

Charles Francis Browne shows, besides 
his many landscapes, one carefully modeled 
and excellently painted head of a Zuni In- 
dian chief, ** Nai-u-chi.”’ 

The most ambitious piece of figure painting 
shown is an immense decorative panel rep- 
resenting the ‘** Glorification of Margaret,’’ 
by George L. Schreiber. This-is a daring 
piece of work, if not an altogether satisfac- 
tory achievement. The composition is 
strong. and the color scheme is such as was 
demanded by the decorative purpose, but the 
drawing, particularly of the. female figure, 
leaves much to be desired. 


paintings by A. J. Rupert, the ‘* Transit of 
Venus” and “ Rising Mist.’’ Mr. Rupert 
shows also a charming and characteristic 
picture of a country lad seated upon a rail 
fence. The painter cails it ‘‘ Blue Jeans.”’ 

Alden F. Brooks exhibits a good piece of 
work, ‘‘ The Patriot,’’ representing a griz- 
zled fighter with his rifle in his hands. 

Among works contributed by outsiders one 
of the most interesting is a beautiful and 
skillfully handled picture of a young woman 
reading a letter, by Lucie Hartrath. Alice 
Kellogg Tyler shows a clever picture ofa 
little girl holding a lighted candle. William 
Forsyth of Indianapolis shows a strongly 
painted “‘ Head of a Negro.”’ Other paint- 
ings of this class come from Louis Betts, A. 
D. Beecher, Arthur Day, Robert Koehler, 
Robert M. Root, and A. Lucia Honiss.

The ninth annual exhibition of the Chica- 
go, Architectural club, which will open at 
the Art Institute Museum one week from 
Tuesday, promises to be more than usually 
interesting.

Lord Leighton replied that his work might 
remain here until Mr. Hutchinson should 
return, begging that upon his return the 
gg should be settled as speedily as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Hutchinson is still abroad, and what 
the heirs of Lord Leighton will do in the mat- 
ter cannot be conjectured,

The March issue of Arts for America, the 
organ of the Central Art Association, is an 
interesting number. It contains articles on 
*‘ American Art and Artists,” “‘ Photography 
as an Aid to Art,” “‘A Visit to the Royal Por- 
celain Factory at Nymphenburg,’’ “ Doré 
Gallery,” ‘Glass Painting,”’ and other top- 
ics, besides accounts of the recent local ex- 
hibitions. The illustrations include several 
drawings by Harold R. Heaton, reproduc- 
tions of watercolor paintings by George F. 
Schultz, and photographs of the prize pict- 
ures and sculpture at the Arché salon. 
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Treasury—has been conferred the Letare 
medal. annually presented by the University 
of Notre Dame to the Catholic layman 
judged ‘most worthy. 

It is only since 1883 the medal has been 
presented. The custom is an offshoot and 
the American counterpart of the presenta- 
tion of the golden rose by the Pope. Every 
year, on the third Sunday of Lent—Letare 
Sunday—the Pope blesses a golden rose of 
great beauty and priceless workmanship 
and sends it to the Roman Catholic of Fu- 
rope whom he judges most deserving of such 
honor. 

The history of the Letare medal, though 
brief, is marked by many familiar names. 
its first year, 1883, saw it presented to John 
Gilmary Shea, the historian of the Ameri- 
can church. During the next three years it 
went to Patrick Keeley, the architect; Eliza 
Allen Starr, poet and artist, and Gen. John 
Newton, the engineer.. In 1887 there was a 
break in the chain. The name of the man 
chosen by the trustees is not set down in 
any book. He was a convert to the Catho- 
lic faith, but he vowed to refuse any ec- 
clesiastical honor offered him, and he felt 
that he must decline the offer. In 1888 the 
medal was given to P. V. Hickey, editor of 
the Catholic Review, and during the fol- 
lowing years to Mrs. Anna Hanson Dorsey, 
William J. Onahan, Daniel Doherty, Henry F. 
Isrownson, Patrick Donohue, Augustin 
Daly, and Mrs. Anna T. Sadilier. 

The medal conferred each year is of neces- 
sity very similar to those which have gone 
before, but a certain uniqueness is imparted 
by the efforts of the artist to epitomige the 
career of the one to whom it is awarded. 
The one presented to Gen. Rosecrans is al- 
most severely plain. It is a massive disk of 
gold, with raised edges and sunken center, 
bearing on the obverse the usual legend 
** Magna Est Veritas et Przvalebit.’’ The 
letters are of black enamel, The central 
field is taken up by the escutcheon of the 
United States, in low relief. The red-white- 
and-blue shield is worked out with egreat 
delicacy in enamel and precious’stones, The 
reverse of the disk is much the same. An- 
other inscription in black enamel letters en- 
circles Gen. Rosecrans’ name, which is en- 
graved in the center. The medal was pre- 
sented by Bishop Montgomery of Los An- 
gues, in whose diocese Gen. Rosecrans re- 
sides.

Close to Chicago and Yet in the Wilds. 
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EW Chicagoans realize that within 
thirty miles of Chicago, on the south 
shore of Lake Michigan, is a strip of 
country almost as wild and uncivil- 

. ized as the foot hills of the Rockies. 
This strip extends from.a little beyond the 
Indiana State line to Michigan City, a dis- 
tance of thirty-five miles, and is from three 
to eight miiestin width. It was at one time 
doubtless part of the lake bed, and in the 
course of ages the shifting sand has taken 
the form of ranges of hills and dunes, cov- 
ered with a growth of scrub oak, pine, cedar, 
cottonwood, and an innumerable variety of 
shrubs and undergrowth. 

About half a mile back from the shore, in 
a marshy valley between the hills, ribbons 
tortuously that branch of the Calumet wa- 
ters known as the Grand Calumet River, 
while between the hills, to the south, is a 
series of shallow lakes and sloughs which 
for years have been the resort of wild fowl 
innumerable. Except for a few fishing huts 
on the shore of the lake this region is entire- 
ly uninhabited, the sandy soil being useless 
for cultivation. 

Midway between Chicago and Michigan 
City, on a wooded knoll on the extreme 
south shore of the lake, are the club build- 
ings and cottages of the Calumet Heights 
club, an organization of .Chicagoans, who 
find in its perfect isolation and in its many 
attractions an agreeable and healthful 
change from the nervous strain incident to 
the business life of a great city. Indeed it 


- §g doubtful if any club in existence offers 


such easy access with such a variety of at- 
tractions in the way. of sports and relaxa- 
tions. “Though but little more than an hour's 
run on the Baltimore and Ohio and con- 
nected by telephone with a telegraph sta- 
tion, there is absolutely nothing in this rest- 
ful spot to remind one of the cares and vexa- 
tions of the daily city life.

‘Horses. are being more scientifically 
shod, harnessed, trained, and driven than 
ever; they have better tracks to race on and 
the instinct which teaches a horse to trot 
and keep trying harder to maintain that 


was only counted fit for the honorable retire- 
ment of old age. Though trained as a 2- 
year-old and having, in three years’ training, 
reduced that record of 2:10% to 2:07%, Arion 
is only in his seventh year. He has been hurt 
but very little, if speed development of 
his kind is to be counted harmful, so fay as 
the draught on his vitality is concerned, 

Mr. Forbes is a great believer in breeding 
through channels of speed production, or by 
combining all possible elements of champion- 
ship form to reproduce and intensify their 
characteristics. 

The idea Mr. Forbes had in the purchase 
of Arion was this: He was by Electioneer, 
and the best colt trotter of a horse that has 
sired more phenomenal speed than any 
horse living or dead.

To insure the proper chance to the possi- 
ble sire of a two-minute trotter Mr. Forbes 
bought the best mares he could find from 
almost every line that had produced phenom- 
enal speed. The limits of this article are too 
confined to permit of the portrayal of the 
treatment they received, but good judges 
feel confident that time will show the judg- 
ment of J. Malcolm Forbes to be good. 

Mr. Forbes believes in the advancement 
of the trotter and is not one of the kind who 
thinks there is any set limit to the attain- 
ments of the light harness brigade. He 
thinks that while the improvements in sul- 
kies, tracks, harness, and the like will be 
pronounced in their help, the scientific ap- 
plication of the strict laws of heredity and 
the best choice of the individuals will be as 
fully answerable for that ability to carry a 
speed average of thirty seconds to the quar- 
ter for a mile. 

Mr. Forbes’ belief in the future champion 
trotter being descended from a scion of the 
Electioneer family is based on statistics of 
the last five or six years. In that time the 
Electioneer champions, in the different class- 
es, have been: Sunol, a many time world- 
beater in the annihilation of records, Man- 
zanita, Bonita, Fantasy, Hinda Rose, Arion, 
Wildflower, Fred Crocker, Adbell, Bell Bird, 
Palo Alto. : 

This list, and only two of them are by sons 
of Electioneer, is incomparably . superior 
to that of any other sire or even to that of 
any two. 

Thus the theory of Mr. Forbes is that the 
best speed producing family, reinforced by 
a strain of the best obtainable living stallion 
and represented by the best individual (ev- 
erything considered) to the credit of Elec- 
tioneer is the proper fountain head for a 
stream to produce a world-beating repre- 
sentative. & 

Taking one so thoroughly qualified as 
Arion it may be that a filly out of a mare like 
Nancy Hanks or a Trinket by some speed 
getter of phenomenal speed may, to the cover 
of the premier Ponkapog representative, 
produce the two-minute trotter.

ONSIEUR VALFREY is one of the 

best-informed political writers in 

France. He has had unusual op- 

portunities to cultivate his knowl- 
edge of foreign affairs. How well he has 
availed himself of these opportunities his 
contributions to the literature of diplomacy 
and kindred subjects are an evidence. To 
the Paris public he is known by his contri- 
butions to the Figaro under the nom de 
guerre of “* Whist.”’ 

Inder the title at the head of this column 
he welcomed Lord Salisbury’s return to 
office in an article which, in the light of 

‘recent events, makes peculiarly interesting 
reading at this time. A brief glance at these 
events will enhance the interest in the trans- 
lation which follows their recapitulation. 

It is now about seven months since the 
Conservative party in England returned to 
power with a majority in the House of 
Commons—and, it goes without saying, also 
in the House of Lords—which placed them 
beyond all fear of obstructive tactics on the 
part of their demoralized opponents. The 
Conservative leaders looked forward with 
high hopes to an administration during 
which, the loaves and fishes once distrib- 
uted, they would have comparatively plain 
sailing. Voluntary schools, relief for the 
distressed agriculturists which involved 
no abandonment of their free trade shibbo- 
leth, some remedial legislation connected 
with the Irish land act of 1891, etc. ‘“* For- 
eign and colonial affairs,” said the Times 
of Sept. 5, in commenting upon the work of 
the short session then closing, “* have proved 
to be the topics of most interest in both 
Houses. In the debate upon the address in 
the House of Lords the Prime Minister ad- 
verted in. weighty and significant terms to 
the Armenian question, which has so deeply 
stirred British opinion. The season at 
which the Houses met, the strength of the 
new ministry, the overwhelming propor- 
tions of the government majority, the dis- 
organized and disheartened state of the 
opposition, and the generally satisfactory 
condition of our affairs at home and abroad 
predestined the session to be uneventful. 

Continental governments welcomed the 
coming to power of Lord Salisbury, despite 
the dislike and distrust of his policy in some 
quarters, for was not this Conservative vic- 
tory a protest from the English masses, 
noted for their common sense and love of or- 
der, against ultra-liberalism, radicalism, so- 
cialism, anarchy? 

While there’ might be clouds in the new 
government's sky how could it be otherwise 
with an expanse of ether which enveloped 
the earth? Chamberlain was the fly in their 


ointment, the “Ishmael” whom they not_ 


only could not turn adrift but must honor 


witha high place in their councils. 


War was raging between China and Japan, 
and they looked on at the conflict, unable to 
decide on which side to cast their influence if 
they spoke atall. This conflict ended in an 
advantage for their one-time faithful aliy, 
but ever in their eyes dangerous enemy to 
their commercial supremacy—Russia, in 
the obtaining of which advantage Germany 
and France ranged themselves with the 
Pear. When the whole world was roused to 
join “ Brithish opinion”’ in protest against 
the Armenian massacres a ‘“‘ naval demon- 
stration ’’ was made off Constantinople, and 
the British Prime Minister addressed lan- 
guage to the Sultan’s Ambassador which 
even a whining schoolboy might have re- 
sented with some show of spirit. And poor 
old Rustein Pacha is said to have shed tears 
that his master should have been thus ‘in- 
sulted through him. But the massacres 
went on, and Lord Salisbury’s threats came 
tonaught. France, Russia, and England, we 
were then told—only two months ago—had 
formed themselves into an anti-German 
league, and England makes important con- 
cessions to France in Siam. Before we had 
digested this information England with- 
draws her fleet from the Mediterranean, and, 
presto, Russia by secret treaty has estab- 
lished a protectorate over Turkey. On top 
of this Russia obtains certain advantages in 
China which menace England’s interests in 
the Far East, and compels Japan to modify 
the demands for territorial concession, tak- 
ing steps which look to acquisitions on her 
own account. Russia scores another point 
in the game through the murder of Stambou- 
loff and Ferdinand’s consent that the young 
Boris shall be baptised into the Greek 
Church. The Venezuelan affair reached its 
climax without shedding any luster upon the 
Tory Prime Minister, but on the contrary de- 
cidedly clouding his reputation both at home 
and abroad as a skillful diplomat. 

The Jameson raid and the German Em- 
peror’s telegram of sympathy and good will 
came just in time to throw the Prime Min- 
ister’s Venezuelan blunder into the shade 
and ad@ to the friction of Anglo-German 
relations.

Five weeks ago, on the occasion of the 
opening sitting of the present session of 
Parliament, we were told that Lord Salis- 
bury met that body without any foreboding 
of disaster. Steps were taken immediately, 
however, to provide against any contin- 
gency, and.the enormous sums asked for 
by the First Lord of the Admiralty for in- 
creasing the navy were promptly granted, 
“in view of the situation,’’ the opposition 
supporting the government in effect. 

If the Conservative victory of seven 
months ago was the victory of the Marquis 
of Salisbury, his prestige has been sadly 
dimmed by the events of the last six months. 
England is now apparently hopelessly em- 
broiled with Germany: her ascendancy in 
the Far East has suffered eclipse, as well 
as in the Levant. Her bullying methods 
carried into her intercourse with the United 
States, as applied to the Venezuelan bound- 
ary question especially, have aroused bitter 
antagonism in this country. Instead of a 
way opening for attempting something 
on the part of France, every hope for an 
entente seems to be closed by the advance

of Salisbury who is today, by the will of the 
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rivaled chief for a period of about six years. 

What other government, I ask you, among 
those which are representative in charac- 
ter could offer to the world today such a per- 
spective of stability? M. Crispi’s meiority, 
it will be readily admitted, hardly permits 
him to look forward to so longa respite. The 
conditions are no better in Austria and Ger- 
many. I do not speak of France, where the 
republic holds out, it is true, but where min- 
istries last but a six months. Bismarck 
never knew this sense of seeurity for the 
morrow in face of the powers whose function 
it was to control him; he treated them witha 
high-handed disregard of form and cere- 
mony; he domineered over them with all the 
haughtiness, and, one might say, contempt, 
of his imperious methods, but he never ob- 
tained this full confidence and support as a 
free and absolutely untrammeled parlila- 
mentary body. 

* * 

The return of the Marquis of Salisbury to 
power has been heartily welcomed by almost 
every European Cabinet. I do not know to 
what to attribute the ill-repute in which the 
English Liberals are held: but the fact is it 
pursues them with like intensity at every 
Kuropean court. Mr. Gladstone, to the end 
of*his career, labored under its weight. Bis- 
marck, especially, has always been relent- 
less toward him. Only in June last this 
sham hermit of Friedrichsruhe,who lavishes 
his compliments upon the most obscure Ger- 
man singing societies, refused to receive the 
“ Grand Old Man,’’ who was yachting near 
Hamburg. Lord Rosebery it would seem, 
has met with no better fortune. His en- 
trance to office made the other governments 
tired, and the ex-Prime Minister has left 
with them the reputation of an “ incohe- 
rent’’ character. 

Very different is the position of the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury in Europe. He there en- 
joys a distinguished consideration and au- 
thority in all political matters which be- 
longs to none of his countrymen in like de- 
gree. Time was when he might be carried 
away with his devotion to a cause, or by 
bursts of passion; but with age he has ac- 
guired its calm, its experience, its serenity; 
time has mellowed him, in short. 

It was the good fortune of the Marquis 
of Salisbury that he entered upon life asa 
younger son, without fortune. Study and 
application thus became a necessity to him. 
intellectually, moreover, he was richly en- 
dowed by nature. This endowemnt he de- 
veloped by hard work, and he thus acquired 
a vast store of knowledge, which placed him 


in the front ranks of profound writers and : 


among the most brilliant speakers in En- 

gland. When, later in life, the death of his 

father and of his elder brother brought him 

the fortune and the prestige of title, as a 

— of fact he no longer had need of 
1em., : 

He applies himself with equal facility to 
the most diverse subjects; his knowledge is 
universal; he takes an interest in everything, 
discussing every subject with a caustic in- 
ee which is sometimes most embarrass- 
ng. 

On the other hand, when face to face with 
difficult questions he shows a disposition to 
make light of them, not to complicate mat- 
ters, but rather to smooth the way toa 
solution. Not only cah one talk freely with 
him, but to secure a personal interview in 
any negotiation is always a step forward, 
as he prefers this method of dispatching 
business, to the gain of all concerned, to the 
long drawn out forms of official corre- 
spondence.

As well known as Lord Salisbury is 
throughout Europe, he is particularly well 
known in France, where he has two villas, 
one at Puys, near Dieppe, on the channel, 
the other on the coast of the Mediterranean, 
between Nice and Monaco. Who amongst 
us has not met him, in autumn or in winter, 
at one or the other of these places? Who, 
once catching a glimpse of him out for his 
morning ‘ constitutional,” has not turned 
to gaze at this giant with shoulders a little 
stooped, this indefatigable walker, clad in 
the most extravagant costumes, which give 
him the appearance of an apparition from 
the stage? Who has not been struck' with. 
tan Plage hen tay 2 his high fore- 

—g ng er—his Ol ard, 
his deep-set eyes? — 

In spite of his 65 years he bristles with 
energy and delights to indulge in physical 
exercise to extreme fatigue. 

But when circumstances permit this en- 
ergy to find its vent in discussing the future 
of Europe the (his) ideal' conditions of a 
world’s balance of power, then the Marquis 
of Salisbury is in his element much more 
than at his post in the Foreign Office, or in 
his seat in the House of Lords. 

At such times there seems to be united in 
him every quality to inspire us with sym- 
pathy and confidence in him; and yet the 
conception of his foreign Policy which has 
become firmly fixed in our minds places a 
barrier between us and him. 

We cannot forget that he was formerly 
one of the most ardent supporters of the 
triple alliance, and that, when foreign Min- 
ister in 1879, he announced the Austro-Ger- 
man treaty to his Manchester friends as 
the coming of the Messiah. Annuncio vobis 
gaudium magnum, he said to them in every 
letter. Nor has it been forgotten that dur- 
ing his last administration public opinion 
credited him with being “ absolutely im- 
pervious” on the Egyptian question. It 
will also be remembered that when the Mar- 
quis fell from power Lord Rosebery thought 
to set forth the advantages of his party’s 
program over that of his predecessor, in 
declaring simply, ‘‘ We wish to cultivate 
closer relations with all the foreign powers 
not excepting France.” The prejudice 
against the Marquis of Salisbury is general 
in France; right or wrong, we are persuaded 
that he will not improve the relations be- 
tween France and England in any questions 
in which there is real ground for difference, 

** * 


In the face of these recollections and many 
others of the sanie tenor, which I could add. 
I confess that I remain at least relatively 
optimistic in my forecast of Anglo-French 
relations. Time was when we based great 
hopes on what the English Liberals—Mr. 
Gladstone and Lord Rosebery, together and 
singly—would do for us. How have they 
fulfilled them? Both of these statesmen 
have slipped from our grasp, and on several 
occasions—notably from their respective 
places in the Lords and Commons—have ex- 
pressed themselves in language little short 
of insulting and certainly most discouraging

which has just fallen, had not the will a eeee 
the resolution to act, living, as it was, in the 
perpetual fear of being overthrown at any 
moment, and never having a majortity on 
which it could depend. It hoped to add to 
its own position and to flatter the opposi- 
tion in fanning English patriotism toa fever 
heat and throwing it a fresh sop of some 
kind every morning. The Marquis of Salis- 
bury occupies a more independent position 
by reason of the large majority surrounding 
him, and in which he can place absolute re- 
liance. ~ : ; 

Without doubt his first care will be to 
disarm Germany and regain her friendship 
and support for the aims of British diplom- 
acy. To descend from generalities, I take 
if that he will endeavor to break the Eu- 
ropean entente which was formed to regulate 
the terms of the Chino-Japanese peace, and 
he has, in my estimation, some chances of 
success in this direction. But whatever hap- 
pens, we will have to face a statesman, who 
is the master of his own morrow, and ina 
position to follow his-own bent, and who is 
in no sense inclined to evade the discussion 
of any and all important questions. There 
was no hope of accomplishing anything with 
Lord Rosebery, but the way may open for 
attempting something with the Marquis. 
The former was only a mediocrity; the lat- 
ter represents the best intellect of England.

ESTERDAY was my day for the Su- 
6 preme bench. These have been excit- 

ing days at the capital, and one and 
another challenges us with, ‘‘ Have you been 
up on the hill lately?”’ and as we had not 
we put on our spurs and started. 

Rut before entering the secluded Hall of 
Supremacy we went, first, to the Senate to 
see if anything of interest was transpiring 
there. It soon became evident that there 
was nothing to hold one, unless it were the 
unending fascination of studying types, if 
one is an observer, to see what manner of 
men these are who hold the dignities of gov- 
ernment in their hands and—occasionally 
drop them. 

Having gazed on these men of mighty pos- 
sibilities we went over to the other end of 
the Capitol, to the House, to see the “‘ Czar ”’ 
and lesser lights. Here, too, all was going 
as mild as milk, for the Cuban flurry was 
laid low and all seemed tame after that; 
and so we left the hall with its echoes of his- 
tory, and, passing through the crowds in 
the corridors—a heedless lot, as irreverent 
as Coxey’s army, apparently (always sav- 
ing the presence of the brides that are here 
in shoals)—we entered the chamber of the 
Supreme Court. Out from the jostling 


throng to come into this room, full of the | 


very atmosphere of judicial dignity and 
serenity, is strangy indeed. 

The room seems very small compared with 
the great Chambers of the Senate and the 
House, and the stillness, the mild flavor of 
awe, the medieval look of the Judges, all 
is impressive, and, as Lady Claude said, 
**Tlow small, how shut away, and how— 
supreme.’’ The Chief Justice, in his Old- 
World black satin gown, his noble head 
commanding the attention of all, sits in the 
center, and upon his right sat Justices Field, 
Gray, Brown, and White; upon his left, Har- 
lan, Brewer, Shiras, and Peckham. In these 
nine men there is vested power so mighty, 
so grave; and so abiding that the very look 
ot it would impress even one of your “ hus- 
tiers ""—or at least let us hope so.

Over the 
head of the Chief Justice is the great golden 
eagle, whose outstretched wings support the 
drapery of the national flag, and all about 
the chamber, upon brackets on the walls, 
are busts of the men who have given honor 
to the laws of our land. The Judges sit in 
large, easy chairs, and just behind them 
stand pages to wait upon them in the most 
trifling details of service. ;

Chicagoans Take the First Skiagraph of a Living Man’s Ribs. 
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ITH a Crookes tube and an induc- 
tion coil, both constructed in Chi- 
cago, the first Roentgen photo- 
graph ever taken of the ribs of a 

living man has just been made in this city. 
Whis remarkable achievement, which 
marks another step forward in the develop- 
ment of the X ray photography, has long 
been one of the ehief aims of the practical 
experimenters with the new process. It 


expert photographer. Dr. Herbert A. Park- 
yn, a specialist in nervous diseases at No. 
100 State street, and Fred DD. Foss,a photog- 
rapher at No. 447 West Monroe street, were 
the new arrivals. Their professional skill 
was immediately put into use. 

The new group of experimenters made 
their first essay at the more difficult work 
on Sunday afternoon. A man with a stiff 
elbow joint was produced by Dr. Parkyn as 
the first subject for experimentation. He 
was ‘placed with his elbow upon a. plate 
holder and an exposure of forty-five min- 
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abdominal, until the chest scarcely moved 
at all. Then both pulse and breathing were 


*nsradually slowed @own as far as was safe. 


By nothing but quiet suggestions uttered in 
the most soft and soothing tones Dr. Parkyn 
had no difficulty in reducing the patient’s 
pulse from its usual seventy-two beats a 
minute to fifty beats a mintite, and the res- 
piration became so slow and even as to be 
scarcely perceptible. Then the current was 
started in the Crookes tube, the electric 
lights were turned out, and the party went 
into another room to await developments. 
From the outer room the sight was re- 
markable. The glowing Crookes tube 
served to faintiv outline the objects near it 
and to cast weird and moving shadows in 
every direction. Stretched at full length 
under it lay the colored boy, breathing so 
slowly and faintly that from a distance he 
was as motionless as a dead man, while the 
flickering light of the tube threw changing 
expressions that were often fairly startling 
into his face. Added to the uncertain light 
was the curious whirring noise of the motor 
and circuit breaker, the entire effect giving 
the spectator a most uncanny sensation, as 
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was accomplished by the aid of hypnotism. 

Taking shadow pictures of the bones of a 
human hand or foot has become a compara- 
tively simple matter in the last few weeks. 
Pictures of the bones of a thigh or a shoulder 
have also been successfully made by means 
of strapping down rigidiy the part to be 
taken and employing an extremely long ex- 
‘posure. But when‘it came to a question of 
outlining the bones of the trunk the prob- 
lem became most difficult. The motion of 
the ribs in breathing, and especially the 
great length of time which is required for 
a suitable exposure through such a depth of 
flesh, during which the subject photo- 
graphed must be almost absolutely immova- 
bie, have combined to deter previous inves- 
tigators from making the attempt, or have 
rendered their efforts unavailing. This is 
how the remarkable achievement was ac- 
complished by Chicago ingenuity:

The resulting negative shows a 
remarkable formation of bone at the elbow, 
but was not taken with the light striking at 
the angle which would give the best effect, 
and will be tried over, 

The next attempt was at securing a shadow 
picture of a man’s hip. After a couple of 
hours’ exposure the plate was developed 
and showed merely traces of actinic action. 
On examining the plate holder through 
which the picture was taken it was found 
the slide was covered with a heavy coating 
of blacklead, which effectually checked the 
passage of the Roentgen rays. 


Hypnotism Pressed Into Service. 
On Monday night the attempt was made 


if he were a visitor at some of the weird en- 
chantments of the old alchemists and nec- 
romancers. 

At S45 o'clock the subject was first told 
to sleep. Several times Dr. Parkyn went in 
and looked at him, but did not speak to him 
again. When 12 o’clock was close, prepara- 
tions were made for stopping the exposure, 
The current was turned off the (‘rookes 
tube, the plate gently removed, and the 
lights turned on, but the colored boy never 
stirred. 

Then the doctor took him in hand. The 
respiration was first increased until it was 
fulland strong. The pulse ran up to normal. 
Then it Was suggested to the sleeping man 
that he would wake up feeling splendidly,

day by Mr. Foss the result was a surprise. 
The neck and shoulders were not apparently 
penetrated at all by the Roentgen rays, but 
the chest showed the outline of the ribs. 
The cut gives an idea of the appearance of 
the finished picture, which was not suf- 
ficiently distinct to be used for medical pur- 
poses, but shows taking a skiagraph through 
the body of a living man is possible under 
favorable conditions. 

Encouraged by the success of Monday 
evening’s experiment the same circle of in- 
vestigators made another trial later in the 
week. The same subject was secured for 
the trial, and hypnotized as before, being 
sent again into the state known to physi- 
cians as “‘ passive catalepsy.’’ This time the 
Crookes tube was placed over the stomach, 
with a hope of getting shadows of ribs, spine, 
and pelvis. An exposure of five hours was 
tried, the man lying quietly during that time, 
and thinking on awakening thatit was not 
more than an hour and a half. But from 
some cause entirely unknown as yet this 
attempt proved an entire failure. 

Since the second trial with the use of 
hypnosis, only minor experiments have been 
indulged in, with a view of getting a clearer 
idea of the action of the Roentgen rays 
on and through various substances 
at varying distances and with differ- 
ent exposures. A case containing a num- 
ber of different jewels was one of the most 
interesting negatives, the pearl and garnet 
showing black, the ruby and sapphire me- 
dium dark, and the diamond casting scarcely 
any shadow at all. An aluminum cigaret 
case filled with cigarets and containing a 
coin made an excellent negative, the cigarets 
and coin showing plainly through the alum- 
inum walls. An effort is now being made 
to map out the field about a Crookes tube 
which is affected by the Roentgen rays and 
to discover in what parts of ita photographic 
plate is most strongly acted upon. 

When a more perfect knowledge of the 
action of the Crookes tube is obtained, 
some most interesting developments may .be 
expected from this circle of experts, since 
they possess a diversity of talent which will 
make the most favorable conditions for in- 
vestigation. It is hoped by conducting ex- 
periments at the factory of the Ozone com- 
pany, where a number of induction colls are 
always available, that the entire skeleton of 
a living man may be taken at once. This 
would be a practical impossibility under 
present conditions of generating the X rays 
unless hypnotism is used, but Dr. Parkyn’'s 
skill appears to be sufficient to provide a sub- 
ject almost absolutely motionless for an in- 
definite time. It is on this account and be- 
cause the apparatus possessed is of sucha 
superior character that the high hopes of 
startling developments are felt. 

Peculiarities of Apparatus. 

The Chicago-made Crookes tubes used in 
these experiments are pear-shaped, about 
four or five inches in length, and are blown 
from extremely thin glass of a particular 
kind. The anode and cathode are both made 
of aluminum, the latter being a round disk 
about one and one-half inches in diameter 
and thin. One of the peculiarities of these 
tubes is the fact that reversing the anode 
and cathode does not seem to impair the 
photographic power of the tube, but merely 
to change the distribution of the field of ac- 
tion about it. A number ef experiments 
proved this point. The vacuum employed is 
not extremely high, and to this fact, com- 
bined with the unusual power ef the induc- 
tion coil, Mr. Andersson is inclined to lay 
the secret of the successes already obtained. 

The induction coil used is about fourteen 
inches long and eight inches in diameter. 
It is made of unusually well-insulated wire 


and is wound rather for great capacity of | 
discharge than extremeiy high electromotive | 


force. While it will give a spark of only 
about six to eight inches long through air, 
yet it will keep up an arc of great intensity 
through two inches of air. This coil is pro- 
vided with a mechanical circuit-breaker of 
Mr. Andersson's invention, which is run from 
a small electric motor. An ordinary 110-volt 
electric lighting. circuit is used on the coil 
and several amperes of current are consumed 


by it, showing that it must give off an un- | 


usual amount of energy. When making a 
long run the induction coil often becomes 


hot, but is provided with an ingenious venti- | 


lator which prevents any damage from heat. 
When this coil is running in a-darkened room

JUST WHAT A CROOKES TUBE IS 


The Mystery of the X Ray Made Plain 
for the Reader. 
Just what a Crookes tube is and how it

definite knowledge. Crookes tubes and their 
attendant phenomena, however, ale not by 
any means a new discovers, although but re- 
cently brought with such startling prom- 
inence before the pubiic. Instead, practical- 
ly all the present knowledge concerning 
them is to be found embodied in the address 
delivered Aug. 22, 1870, before the British As- 
sociation at Sheffield by Prof. William 
Crookes, am eminent English chemist and 
physicist. 

A Crookes tube in its simplest form con- 
sits of a glass globe or tube from which the 
air has been almost completely exhausted

This peculiar action of the electricity in a 
Crookes tube ‘s explained by the theory ad- 
vanced by Prof. Crookes in his address and 
now almost universally accepted. It is sub- 


stantially as follows: 


Matter, whetber in the solid, liquid, or 
gaseous state, is made up of extremely small 
and extremely numerous particles called 
molecules. In a gas at ordinary pressure 
and temperature these molecules are close 
together on account of their great numbers, 
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AN ORDINARY CROOKES TUBE. 


and, although ina constant state of activity 
and motion, they cannot each move far with- 
out striking on neighboring molecules. But 
if the air or gas in a closed vessel |s exhaust- 
ed the number of molecules is greatly dimin- 
ished,-and the distance through which any 
one of them can move without striking an- 
Other is greatly increased. The greater the 
degree of exhaustion the longer this free 
path becomes. When a vacuum of about 
the millionth part of an atmosphere is ob- 
tained the gas is in a state suitable for 
Crookes tube effects, although Prof. Crookes 
himself exhausted some of his apparatus to 
& vacuum represented by one-twenty-mill- 
lonth part of an atmosphere. 

In a tube containing gas in this rarified 
State it is supposed that when the current is 
turned on the separate particles or mole- 
cules of gas nearest the cathode become 
charged with electricity and are repelled in 
a straight line to the opposite side of the 
tube. As each molecule is shot off from the 
cathode another takes its place, and the 


‘stream of particles keeps up a constant dom- 


bardment of the glass opposite the cathode, 
causing the fluorescence and heat mentioned, 
and also producing the mysterious X rays. 
This stream of cathode rays will turn vanes 
and do other mechanical work, and canbe 
deflected by a magnet or made to cast shad- 
ows. The fact that the cathode rays are de- 
flected by a magnet, while the N rays ap- 
parently are not, is one of the recognized 
proofs of the difference of te two kinds of 
radiant encrgy. 

In taking pictures by means of the rays 
given off from a Crookes tube, the fluores- 
cent spot of glass opposite the cathode ‘is 
used as the source of light and is placed di- 
rectly opposite the sensitive photographic 
plate and as near it as possible, while the

from fifteen minutes to two and one-half 
hours is given by means of turning on the 
curremt.

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“WEALTH OF NATIONS” AND PERSONS 


Adam Smith’s Opinions as Contrasted 
with “ Referm ” Ideas. 


A glance through the pages of Adam 
Smith's great work, *“ The Wealth of Na- 
tions,” is sufficient to show that its author 
held opinions which would be called old, 
fogyish by many who today pose as friends 
of the masses and advocates of what they 
profess to think would be reform if adopted. 
Smith tells of savage ‘nations so miserably 
poor that from mere want they are freqnent- 
ly reduced to the neeessity of directly de- 
stroying or abandoning their infants, their 
old peopic, and those afflicted with lingering 
diseases to perish with hunger or be de- 
voured by wild beasts. He adds that among 
civilized and thriving nations, though many 
of the people do not work, the wants of all 
frequently are abundantly supplied, and the 
poorest of workmen, if frugal and industri- 
ous, may enjoy a. greater share of the neces- 
saries and conveniences of life than it is 
possible for any savage to acquire. Nota 
few of the labor agitators say the wage- 
earning classes are ali the time getting 
poorer and are worse off as a consequence 
of the introduction of modern methods of 
production. He says the number of useful 
and productive laborers is everywhere in 
proportion to the quantity of capital stock 
which is employed in setting them to work. 
The free silver extremists try to persuade 
the workers that the latter would be better 
off as a result of adopting the 50-cent cur- 
reney unit, which would reduce by one-half 
the amount of money capital available for 
the use of the employer. e 

Adam Smith wrote that the office of the 
mint is to prevent fraud and imposition, to 
certify by means of a public stamp the quan- 
tity and uniform goodness of the coins, so 
that people could receive them in exchange 
for goods without fear of being cheated. 
The free silverites want the mint to go into 
the business of certifying for all comers that 
50 cents worth of one metal is equal in value 
to 100 cents worth of another metal, and thus 
perpetrate a fraud upon the people. Smith 
recognized the fact that gold and silver are 
sometimes cheaper, and at other times 
dearer, and says the discovery of the 
abundant mines of America in the sixteenth 
century reduced the value of gold and silver 
in Europe to about a third of what it had 
been before. He writes of the amount of 
labor required to extract a precious metal 
and bring it to market as a measure of its 
money value. The 16-to-1 advocates, on the 
contrary, insist that an ounce of silver is 
worth just as much now as when it cost twice 
the amount of labor to produce it. Smith 
states that Princes and sovereign ‘states 
frequently have fancied they had a tempo- 
rary interest to diminish the quantity of 
pure metal contained in their coins, but 
seldom have fancied they had any to aug- 
ment it. If he had written 120 years later 
(in 180), he could have noted a similar dis- 
position on the part of some alleged states- 
nen to. claim that a substantial advantage 
is to be gained by deDasing the value of the 
currency unit. He would have called it un- 
mitigated folly unless he had radically 
changed his views and philosophy in the 
meantime. 

Adam Smitb held that a day’s work by one 
man may be worth more than twice as much 
as the day's work performed by another; 
that the labor of inspection and direction are 
worth something, and that unless capital 
is to receive a profit for its use there will be 
no inducement to employ capital in indus- 
trial operations. There are people today 
who preach that one day's work is of equal 
value with another, and that the wage- 
worker is robbed to the extent that the use 
of capital and the items of inspection and 
direction are paid for. He wrote as if he 
thought insufficiency of production and de- 
preciation of the currency Were the economic 
facts most to be feared in a community. 
Nowadays people are told that overproduc- 
tion is a curse, and that it is highly desira- 
ble to double the prices of things consumed 
by halving the value of the money unit. 

Smith’s book was published in the same 
year that our Declaration of Independence 
was made. Cenditions have changed some 
since then but principles have not. I[tis true 
now as then that the production and trans- 
portation, with the other handling, of goods 
must be paid for, in some way, that the cost 
of thesé measures the selling value of the 
commodity in what Smith called the natural 
market, and that gold and silver are so far 
commodities that their value in-the market 
is determined on precisely the same plan, the 
Stamp of a government conferring no more 
value on a coin than a certificate of inspec- 
tion does upena parcel of merchandise when 
it saves the buyer the trouble of ascertain- 
ing for himself the quantity and quality of 

material. There are those who pretend 
to think otherwise, who try to make the peo- 
ple believe that something can be made out 
of nothing, that mere talk will take the place 
of labor, and that the exertion. of the man 
who tries to lift himself by tugging away at 
his own boot straps is just as valuable to 
the community as that of the man who cul- 
tivates the soil or turns the wheat produced 
by the farmer into flour, or the flour into 
bread. But they no more affect the eterna! 
verities in political economy than the tilt of 
Don Quixote against the windmill revolu- 
tionized society in his day.
